if you’re a Shelby County pro- 
perty owner, you might as well 
brace yourself now. Your ad 
valorem tax notice this year will 
probably show a substantial in- 
crease. 

As the result of a statewide 
reappraisal of property values, 
Shelby County tax assessor Bob- 
bie Reynolds expects property 
taxes here will increase an 
average of 40%. 

What that means for the coun- 
ty is a jump in revenues from 
$6.46 million this year, to 
roughly $9.05 million next year. 

Ironically, although your taxes 
could possibly jump 100% or 
more, the county commission ac- 
tually decreased the millage on 
1982 ad valorem taxes from 32 to 
30 mills. 

The tax increase is coming 
despite this because of increases 
in land and house values between 
1975 and 1980. 

Since 1979, tax appraisals have 
been assessed according to the 
fair market values as of October, 
1975. That statewide reappraisal, 
however, came under strong 
public and legal criticism. 
Reynolds, calling the 1975 reap- 
praisal a ‘‘guessing game,”’ said 
those values were based on only 
27 studies, which led to numerous 
inaccuracies, 

The 1975 reappraisals are now 
being updated on the basis of 600 


St. Vincent’s enters county; 


emergency center is underway

St. Vincent’s Hospital is poised 
and ready to build a comprehen- 
sive medical complex on the 40 
acres it owns in Shelby County. 

Approval from the State 
Health Planning Development 
Agency (SHPDA) has already 
been awarded to St. Vincent’s for 
construction of a free standing 
emergency center. The emergency 
center is one of at least six 
buildings the Birmingham-based 
hospital would like to construct 
on old Highway 280, just south 
of the Cahaba River. 

In an interview with the 
Reporter, John Davis, director of 
corporate development for St. 
Vincent’s, said other buildings 
planned are: an ambulatory 
surgery and birthing center; a 
retirement center with 230 living 
units and a 60 bed nursing home; 
and a hospital with about 120 
beds. 

Each of these buildings would 
however, require a _ separate 
‘certificate of need’ from the 
state health agency. At least four 
other groups are competing for a

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certificate of need for a hospital 
in the north Shelby County area, 
and controversy continues to sur- 
round the subject. 

But the St. Vincent plan is 
more comprehensive than any of 
the others that have been advanc- 
ed to date. 

In addition to the four major 
buildings mentioned above, St. 
Vincent’s envisions at least two 
more buildings, financed by 
private business investment, to 
complete a ‘health mall.’’ 

These might include doctors’ 
and dentists’ offices, and com- 
mercial space for health-related 
needs, such as a pharmacy, op- 
tical dispensary, and rental firm 
for medical and surgical ap- 
pliances. 

Davis says the planners also 
want to install a physical fitness 
center with a racquet club, hand- 
ball, and tennis courts, indoor 
swimming pool, weight rooms, 
saunas and a nutrition center. 
Some of the services might be 
provided by St. Vincent’s; others 
might be provided by franchise 
arrangements. 
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Davis said that health educa- 
tion and a fitness program could 
be offered as community ser- 
vices. These are planned in the 
emergency room building. 

He emphasized that the master 
plan anticipates integrating all 
the facilities and services so that 
individuals could have all their 
health-related needs taken care of 
in the one location. 

The retirement center would 
not only have living spaces and 
nursing home beds, but it would 
also have a grocery store, 
restaurant, recreation room and 
chapel. The residents would par- 
ticipate in the fitness programs at 
other parts of the complex. 

Davis said that in making up 
the design for the project, St. 
Vincent’s planners studied urban 
hospitals and the components 
that normally develop around 
them, They decided to plan for 
these components, rather than to 
let them develop helter-skelter. 

Davis outlined the current 
status of the project:

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Studies, Reynolds told the 
Reporter. The new values, 
however, are being based on the 
fair market values as of October, 
1980, a time when the housing 
market was at a peak. 

Reynolds emphasized that 
Shelby County is not unique. The 
new appraisals are statewide and 
were ordered by the federal 
courts to equalize taxation 
among counties. 

Even with the expected leap in 
ad valorem taxes, Reynolds notes |; 
that Alabama will still rank na- 
tionally as having the third or 
fourth lowest property taxes. 

For Shelby Countians used to 

paying considerably less, the tax 


statements Reynolds’ office ex- 
pects to mail out in September 
will no doubt come as a shock. 
The area of the county you live in 
will have something to do with 
the weight of that shock because 
market ratio studies were based 
on different sections of the coun- 
ty. 

For instance, a house and one 
acre lot in Pelham (no doubt 
undervalued in 1975, Reynolds 
said) was valued on last year’s 
notice at $45,600. For 1982, the 
value jumps to $75,030. Claiming 
the usual homestead exemption 
and including Pelham’s 14 mills, 
the total property tax on this par- 
ticular house will jump from 


Deed problem attacked 


A bill currently being advertised calls for mailing addresses to 
be required on all deed transactions in the county. 

Shelby County Tax Assessor Bobbie Reynolds said that hun- 
dreds of tax notices each year cannot be mailed because the 
deeds do not show a mailing address for the grantor or grantee. 

Though you may not be excited about receiving a tax notice 
on your property, Reynolds explained that if you don’t, and the 
tax goes unpaid, the county is forced to sell the land by auction. 

She said courthouse employees currently have to try and track 
down mailing addresses by using the telephone book, calling 
lawyers who filed the deeds, and even contacting people who live 


around the land. 


Only about a third of all deeds are registered by the buyer or 
seller in the courthouse, Reynolds said. So two-thirds of the 
deeds in the probate office have no mailing addresses. 

Reynolds has contacted all state senators and representatives 
for Shelby County concerning the the proposed bill, and they in- 
dicated the bill should have no trouble being introduced or pass- 
ed 


The preposed bill will be.advertised for two moreweeks in-the

new appraisal values up 


$151.76 to $276.18. 

In Columbiana, a house and 
half acre lot in a subdivision 
valued last year at $21,820 would 
be reappraised this year at 
$32,780. Again, with the 
homestead exemption and _ in- 
cluding Columbiana’s 10 mills, 
the total property tax wil! jump 
from $33.64 to $77.20. 

Reynolds noted, however, that 
county taxes on land appraised at 
$10,000 in Jefferson County 
could be as high as $58, whereas 
that same value property in 
Shelby County would be taxed at 
$30. 

In some instances, she said, 
houses and lots may have been 
overvalued during the 1975 reap- 
praisals. In such cases, the new 
reappraisals may reflect no in- 
crease in taxes. 

Homestead exemptions, 
available upon request to all 
Owner-occupied residences, have 
also decreased this year from $58 
to $54, Reynolds said. Other sav- 
ings are available through han- 
dicap exemptions and, for 
owners of tracts of land, by 
claiming ‘‘current use’’ status. 

The first indication of what the 
reappraisals will do to you will 
show on your Board of Equaliza- 
tion appraisal notice, which 
Reynolds said should arrive by 
mail in May. If you feel you can 
show just cause why the market 
value quoted on the notice is in- 
accurate, then you have ten days 
in which to apply in writing for a 
15 minute protest hearing before 
the board.

Reynolds stressed that calling 
her office in regard to the new 
reappraisals will be futile. Cur- 
rently, two shifts of data entry 
clerks are working day and night 
to enter all the new values into 
the computer. If the work pro- 
gresses smoothly, Reynolds said 
that the appraisal notices may 
also include the amount of taxes 
that will appear on your tax 
notice in September. 

““We’re not prepared to go 
over this with property owners 
right now,”’ Reynolds said, ‘‘and 
by law, we can’t discuss the re- 
evaluations except through the 
Board of Equalizations.”’ 

She added that by August, 
when a more clear estimate of ex- 
pected revenues is available, the 
county commission can, if it sees 
fit, vote to lower the millage, 
which would lower taxes 
somewhat. 

The 30 county mills are 
presently broken down into 12 
for the schools, 6.5 for the state, 
5 for the general fund, 4 for 
hospital and health care, and 2.5 
for roads and bridges.

NSCFD still seeks Dewberry past dues 


board member Martha Geyer 
told the Reporter. ‘‘We’re look- 
ing for some final adjustment to 
the problem. 

Under the act which establish- 
ed it, the NSCFD is required to 
answer all fire and emergency 
calls within its district. According 
to Chief Winston Boutwell, the 
department has made three or 
four emergency calls to Dewberry 
over the past three years and will 
continue to answer calls there. 

*‘Dewberry got a free ride from 
the city of Vincent and they get 
fire protection from us,’’ King 
said. ‘‘They want to keep their 
cake and eat it, too.”’ 

King called the fire dues a 
‘*service charge,’’ as opposed to a 
tax, and said it is the board’s in- 
tent to collect the charges. 

King said the Dewberry bill 
now includes three years fire dues 
and late charges. The NSCFD 
makes collections on over 90% of 
its dues, and Dewberry is the only 
major business that has not paid, 
he added. 

King noted that the City of Bir- 
mingham pays NSCFD fire dues 
for coverage on Spain Park, the 
city nursery located within the 
fire district on Valleydale Road.

Heflin plans 
to aid SSA 


U.S. Senator Howell Heflin 
(D-Ala) today said the Social 
Security System would gain an 
immediate $255 million and an 
additional $20 million annually if 
a bill he has cosponsored 
becomes law. 

Heflin has joined Senators 
Carl Levin (D-Mich) and Ernest 
Hollings (D-S.C.) in sponsoring 
legislation to transfer uncashed 
social security benefit checks 
from the general treasury back to 
social security trust funds. 

“Each year more than $20 
million of unnegotiated social 
security benefit checks remain in 
the general fund rather than be- 
ing recredited to the social securi- 
ty trust funds,’’ Heflin said. 
‘According to the Social Security 
Administration, the accumulated 
total of these uncashed benefit 
checks surpasses $255 million.” 


100,’’ said Alabama Con- 
gressman Richard Shelby (D, 7th 
District) in Washington, 

As a co-sponsor of the bill, 
Shelby stated that it basically 
takes three actions: 

(1) calls on the President to 
raise to attention the case of 7 
Soviet Pentecostals that have liv- 
ed inside the U.S. Embassy in 
Moscow. 

(2) expresses the sense of Con- 
gress that the Pentecostals should 
be allowed to remain inside the 
Embassy, and 

(3) asks that the U.S. Embassy 
staff in Moscow extend every 
courtesy to the Pentecostals dur- 
ing their stay. 

On June 27, 1978, five 
members of the Vashchenko 
family and two members of the 
Chymykhalov family rushed past 
Soviet guards into the U.S. Em- 
bassy in Moscow. They have 
refused to leave until the Soviet 
government grants exit visas to 
them and 24 relatives. 

During their four-year stay in 
the 12-by-20 basement, the two 
families have complained about 
harassment from the embassy’s 
Soviet employees. Family 
members have also been sub- 
jected to imprisonment, beatings 
and confinement in mental in- 
stitutions.

education is vital in their lives. 

I certainly favor a pay raise for 
State teachers and state 
employees. Long before the 
Legislature convened, I worked 
out a plan to provide a 14 percent 
raise for teachers and a 10 per- 
cent raise for state employees. In 
my judgement, they deserve and 
need these pay raises. It is a 
realistic plan. 

The AEA lobbyists came up 
with a plan that has nothing to do 
with realism in the state budget. 
They are pushing for a 16 percent 
pay raise by shuffling items in the 
State budget to provide the 
money. Their main target is the 
Department of Youth Service 
funded by the Special Education 
Trust Fund. 

They propose to switch DYS 
from the Special Education Trust 
Fund to the General Fund to get 
money for the 2 percent dif- 
ference to fund the 16 percent 
pay raise for teachers. 

This action would throw at 
least a $12.15 million burden over 
on the General Fund. The 
General Fund has no excess funds 
to take on this extra burden. It 
could lead to proration. 

The Department of Youth Ser- 
vices is a very important agency 
of state government. It deals with 
school-age delinquent children. 
They are 12 to 18 year-old 
children who have violated laws. 
These school-age children are 
sent to DYS by the 67 juvenile 
courts in Alabama. Their average 
age is 15. 

DYS operates three training 
schools, four group homes and a 
diagnostic clinic to test delin- 
quent children. DYS trains 
juvenile probation officers and 
pays half the salaries of the 
juvenile probation officers at the 
county level. 

Its role of rehabilitating and 
providing for the school-age 
juvenile delinquents from all 67 
counties is a vital function of 
state government. 

It is wrong, dead wrong, to 
toss this agency adrift without 
funding from the Special Educa- 
tion Trust Fund which is the 
logical source of its funds since it 
deals with school-age children. 

It’s encouraging that some 
lawmakers have indicated they 
are beginning to grasp the whole 
picture of what is best for state 
government and to rethink their 
actions. 

If they do rethink their actions 
and look at the real facts, 
Alabama taxpayers will be the 
beneficiaries.

The new facility will include a 
large stack area, work space, of- 
fice, study area, storybook area, 
children’s book area, and a 
periodical section.

Kennamer advises turkey hunters to prepare 


by Earl Franklin Kennamer 

After being outwitted by wild 
turkeys for more than 30 years, 
I’ve narrowed necessary equip- 
ment to one ‘‘truck load.”’ In 
fact, nowadays I make a list and 
check it before each trip. 

These statements may strike 
you as facetiously ridiculous, but 
I’ve made blunders more than 
once. There was the day when I 
got to the woods and found 
20-gauge cartridges in my jacket 
and I had taken along only my 
16-gauge turkey double! While 
I’m thinking about this cartridge 
mixup, you who shoot both 20 
and 12 gauge guns — make 
doubly sure you keep those 
rounds and guns just as separate 
as you would strychnine tablets 
and aspirin bottles. 

Besidés your «shotgun, you 
need a good mechanical caller, 
and you must know how to use it 
properly. There are a few gifted 
individuals who can yelp as well 
as a turkey hen, using only their 
throats and lips. 

Examine such individuals 
closely by jerking open their 
shirts. You may find feathers 
rather than hair or bare skin. 
There are also those who are

master callers with green leaves 
positioned between their pursed 
lips. 

In turkey callers you have as 
great a choice of types today as 
you do in an automobile. The 
cedar box caller is possibly most 
popular, easiest to master and is 
the type I used to call up my first 
gobblers in a 3-year period. 

The cedar box comes in several 
models -- hinged wooden top and 
the slate and square box in 
several shapes and sizes. There is 
the slate with a pencil-shaped 
striker. All these are friction 
callers and need soft carpenter’s 
chalk for coating slate and wood 
scraping surfaces. You may have 
seen the wingbone with or 
without mouthpiece. 

Some hunters use the snuff box 
caller with diaphragm top. Then 
there is the horseshoe-shaped 
mouth caller with rubber 
diaphragm. This is the choice of 
many hunters. With some 
mastery, you can yelp, cluck and 
even gobble with a diaphragm 
mouth caller. 

I must include as third essential 
item a binocular. I’m speaking of 
a “‘night’”’ glass, such as a7 x 50

can easily sip into your coat 
pocket. More than once I’ve 
spotted turkeys feeding along a 
distant woodland edge when I us- 
ed by binocular.

BTNB keeping quiet 


on Chandalar law suit

The legal department of Birm- 
ingham Trust National Bank 
(BTNB) has declined to comment 
on a law suit filed by residents of 
Chandalar South. 

That suit charges that a restric- 
tive covenant governing construc- 
tion in the subdivision was 
violated by four homes being 
built by Harbar Homes Inc., and 
asks for $95 million in damages. 

Attorney Richard W. Bell, who 
represents Millard A. and Shirley 
A. Knecht on behalf of 600 other 
homeowners in the subdivision, 
stated that BTNB was being sued 
because it owns the land. 

He told the Reporter that as 


BTNB is the landowner, it should 
have been aware of the covenant 
made by the original developer 
and noted on all deed to land in 
the area. 

Bell stated that the bank is 
responsible in that someone from 
BTNB should have appointed an 
architectural control committee 
called for by the restrictive cove- 
nant to approve the construction 
of the homes. 

He also stated, ‘‘We feel they 
are negligent... if no approval 
was given.”’ 

He commented that whether 
BTNB failed to appoint an ar- 
chitectural control committee or

Williams stressed the fact that 
Mrs. Orr had been tortured and 
subjected to slow suffocation by 
the tightly taped pillowcase over 
her head. 

Trying to reduce Kennedy’s 
sentence, defense counsel Bill 
Denson pointed out that his client 
had only been 18 when the crime 
was committed, and claimed that 
he was the accomplice of an older 
person. 

Following the sentencing, Ken- 
nedy was transferred to Atmore 
prison to await the outcome of 
the appeal.

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Guard storms Pelham city hall

Company “B” of the 167th 
National Guard Infantry 
Division finally got their way last 
Friday. But not before they 
Staged a coup in Pelham and 
executed three men. 


At 1000 hours, troops with 
camouflage smeared faces, 
carrying M-16’s and .45’s, storm- 
ed Pelham city hall. Within two 
minutes, they kidnapped Mayor 
Burk Dunaway, councilman and 
president of the Chamber of 
Commerce Ray Hamilton, and 
Pelham High coaches Ron Griggs 
and Bill Horne. 


In a flash of grenades and 
smoke bombs, and escorted bya 
serious looking M-60 attack tank, 
the troops fled city hall with their 
hostages in an armoured person- 
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nel carrier and a machine gun 
jeep. 

After a 20 minute delay, a 
helicopter carrying General 
William Jackson landed at 
Pelham field in front of the high 
school student body. 


Jackson gave the students an 
enlistment pitch, citing the finan- 
cial benefits of joining the 
Guard, as well as its military 
tradition in the state and country. 


Jackson mentioned the 
Guard’s ‘‘community respon- 
sibility’ to aid in times of 
disaster, but said its “primary 
purpose is to engage the enemy 
and kill them.”’ 


*“‘Sooner or later--and I hope 
it’s later--we’re all going to have 
to serve the country in uniform,”’ 
he said. 
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Eventually, the tank rolled 
over the hill and down to the 
field, followed by the other 
vehicles, troops and hostages.

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Guard storms Pelham city hall

Company “B” of the 167th 
National Guard Infantry 
Division finally got their way last 
Friday. But not before they 
Staged a coup in Pelham and 
executed three men. 


At 1000 hours, troops with 
camouflage smeared faces, 
carrying M-16’s and .45’s, storm- 
ed Pelham city hall. Within two 
minutes, they kidnapped Mayor 
Burk Dunaway, councilman and 
president of the Chamber of 
Commerce Ray Hamilton, and 
Pelham High coaches Ron Griggs 
and Bill Horne.

Shelby Countians yearning to 
serve the public and get paid for 
it are already said to be eyeing the 
political plums that voters will 
hand out in November. 


For their guidance, and for 
their supposed masters, the 
public, Secretary of State Don 
Siegleman has recently compiled 
a list of qualifications for various 
offices. 

In age, you must be 30 to 
become Governor, Lietuenant 
Governor, or a United States 
Senator, 25 to be a member of the 
United States House of Represen- 
tatives, or State Senate, or to 
become Secretary of State, At- 
torney General, State Auditor, 
State Treasurer, or Com- 
missioner of Agriculture and In- 
dustry. 

To be a State Representative 
and Shelby County will sup- 
posedly have one more of these, 
you must be 21. 

Other offices, such as Chief 
Justice of the State Supreme 
Court, Associate Justice of the 
State Supreme Court, Judge of 
the Court of Criminal Appeals, 
Judge of the Court of Civil Ap- 
peals, District Judge, or Circuit 
Judge, can be had at age 18. 
However, candidates for these 


offices, and the Attorney 
General, must be licensed by the 
Alabama State Bar Association 
to practice law. 

Eighteen year olds without that 
license may become an Associate 
Public Service Commissioner, a 
member of the State Board of 
Education, Circuit Clerk, 
Probate Judge, Sheriff, Coroner, 
or County Superintendent of 
Education. Aspirants to the last 
office, though, must go through 
the lengthiest screening of all. 

They must hold an Alabama 
Certificate in Administration and 
Supervision, must have at least 5 
years experience in public school 
work, must submit proof to the 
State Superintendent of 
Education of 3 years of suc- 
cessful experience as a teacher, 
principal, supervisor, superin- 
tendent, educational ad- 
ministrator or instructor during 
the 5 years preceding the election, 
and must hold a degree from a 
recognized 4 year college or 
university, 

One must have been an 
Alabama resident for 7 years to 
become Governor or Lieutenant 
Governor, 5 years to be Secretary 
of State, Attorney General, State 
Auditor, State Treasurer, or 
Commissioner of Agriculture and

One 
year’s residency suffices for 
District, Circuit and Probate 
Judges, while the other offices 
only demand a day’s residency. 

The Governor and Lieutenant 
Governor must have been U.S. 
citizens for 10 years and the of- 
fices of U.S. Congressman, 
Secretary of State, Attorney 
General, State Auditor, State 
Treasurer, Commissioner of 
Agriculture and Industry, State 
Senate and State House require 7 
years of citizenship. 

The other offices require one 
day’s previous experience as a 
U.S. citizen, except Probate 
Judge, which only requires that 
you be one when you take office. 

To hold any office, you must 
be a registered voter. For non- 
statewide offices, you must be a 
qualified elector (equals 
registered voter, supposedly) in 
whatever district you are running 
in. 

Two exceptions to the last 
requirement are Probate Judges 
and County Superintendents of 
Education, who apparently can 
live outside the counties they ser- 
ve. 
There is one final requirement 
for public office that should not 
be overlooked, unless you are a 
good enough friend of the gover- 
nor to get appointed to mid-term 
vacancies: you have to win the 
election. 

Once past that hurdle, all the 
judges (including Probate), U.S. 
Senators, and the Circuit Clerk 
have to wait six long years before 
they get to do it again. 

All the other offices offer this 
opportunity once every four 
years, except for U.S. Represen- 
tatives, who do it every two. 

Seven offices, the ‘‘state con- 
stitutional offices,’ limit their 
holders to two terms. They are: 
Governor, Lieutenant Governor, 
Secretary of State, Attorney 
General, State Auditor, State

Treasurer and Commissioner of 
Agriculture and Industry. 

Tenure of the other offices is 
limited only by the lifespan and 
the ability to win elections of the 
holder. 

The rewards of public service 
are many and varied. Several of 
the offices also involve sizable 
salaries. 

Tops in that department are 
U.S. Representatives (no U.S. 
Senate slots are available this 
year) who all brought in 
$60,662.50 in 1981. 

The Governor’s salary was 
$50,000 in 1981, while the Chief 
Justice of the Alabama Supreme 


Court made $49,500. 
The Attorney General and 
Associate Supreme Court 


Justices made $49,000, while 
Criminal and Civil Appeals 
Court Justices made $48,000. 

Circuit Judges made 
$39,595.66 plus a county sup- 
plement, District Judges got 
$31,958.42 plus a county sup- 
plement, and Circuit Clerks 
received $25,119 plus a county 
supplement, 

The Commissioner of 
Agriculture and Industry’s 1981 
salary was $35,000, Associate 
Public Service Commissioners 
got $28,678, while the Secretary 
of State, State Auditor, and State 
Treasurer all got $25,800. 

State Senators and Represen- 
tatives are paid by the month, 
They receive $400 per month plus 
$10 per day plus $55 per diem 
during Legislative Sessions. The 
Lieutenant Governor gets the 
same, plus an extra $2 per day in 
session. 

Members of the State Board of 
Education get $300 per month 
plus an unspecified per diem plus 
travel expenses. 

The other officers: Probate 
Judge, Sheriff, Coroner and 
County Superintendent of 
Education, get nothing from the 
state, relying totally on the Coun- 
ty treasury.

On September 26, 1981 I suf- 
fered a compound fracture of the 
right arm that not only caused 
bone damage but also extensive 
muscular complications. The in- 
jury came as I was working as an 


-off-duty police officer on a part- 


time basis at a Calera lounge. My 
fulltime occupation was with the 
Columbiana Police Department 
as a patrolman. 

At the time of my injury I felt 
it was nothing that would 
threaten the financial security of 
my family. But I was wrong. 

My injury came when I fell 
while pursuing a fleeing suspect 
in the parking lot of the establish- 
ment. 

The incident resulted in the 
near paralysis of my right arm. 


Surgery was required to repair 
bone and muscle damage. I am 
disabled at present from that inci- 
dent. Physical therapy is under- 
way with positive results. I 
should be able to resume near- 
normal activity by this summer. 
But my injury and recovery is not 
the purpose of this letter. 


I am writing to extend my 
sincere thanks and gratitude to 
my friends and colleagues who 
have helped me through this dif- 
ficult and traumatic experience. 
Without their compassions and 
thoughtfulness my wife and fami- 
ly would have undergone serious 
hardship. Throughout this ordeal 
my pay as a patrolman in Colum- 
biana has been cut off. I don’t 
even get workman’s compensa- 
tion. My income ceased at the 


time of my fall. That’s where my 
caring friends stepped in and of- 
fered a helping hand. 

I cannot put into words what 
the assistance of the Fraternal 
Order of Police, both local and 
state lodges has meant to me. I 
would also like to extend a special 
thank you to the local policemen 
of Shelby County whose kindness 
has pulled me through. 

In a time of need my friends 
were there. I hope I am able to 
repay all the assistance that has 
been rendered me. It is heart- 
warming and gratifying to know 
sO many people care so much. 

Once again, thank you.

The weekly ‘Good Morning’ 
column written by Milton 
Bird, is brought to you with 
the good wishes of the First 
National Bank of Columbi- 
ana, member of the FDIC.

When a prisoner climbed out 
through the courtroom window a 
while back, it caused quite a 
commotion.

Of course, I’m grateful for that 
fact. I wouldn’t have wanted a 
crowd to witness my ascent up a 
ladder using only one hand. 


If you wonder why I couldn’t 
use both, I needed one to carry 
my camera since it doesn’t have a 
strap. 

What I was after, in my attem- 
pt to make it to the courthouse 
roof, was a closeup view of the 
hands being placed on a new 
clock face. 


It’s surprising what you’ll do 
to get a story - or maybe, I should 
just limit that to what I’ll do. 


How I thought I could scale a 
ladder one handed when I barely 
made it up the steps inside the 
dome, I’ll never know. 


When I’d tried that a few days 
earlier, I required some help from 
the fellow who was escroting me 
on my upward journey to the 
courthouse attic and beyond. 


I have never seen steps so 
narrow or steep, and I was out of 
breath even before we reached 
the final flight. 


But with a brief rest and a little 
help from my friend, who volun- 
teered to carry my camera, I 
managed to reach the pinnacle of 
the courthouse. 


My exterior exploit required a 
little reconnoitering though, since 
I thought court was going to be in 
session at the time my climb 
would take place.

So with the court reporter wat- 


ching nervously, | made my way 
slowly up the ladder to the upper 
roof and heaved myself over. 

Gaining confidence from the 
nonchalant clock man, who was 
higher up and whose footing 
wasn’t as good as mine, | 
straightened up, and standing on 
the edge of the roof, focused on 
the nerveless gentleman.

The Pelham Council tightened 
the reins around pawn brokers 
Monday in an effort to prevent 
possible trafficking in stolen 
goods. 

The action met with some op- 
position, however. A lawyer for 
the city’s only pawn broker 
argued against the measure. 

Speaking on behalf of John’s 
Locksmith and Pawn Shop, 
Roger Lee said the proposed or- 
dinance went too far, resulting in 
unnecessary regulations and 
paperwork. 

Lee’s main arguments were 
aimed at the requirements of 
filing daily reports with police, 
giving detailed descriptions of ar- 


ticles pawned and _ persons 
pawning them, and calling for the 
articles to be held for a period of 
30 days before reselling them. 

Lee argued that the ordinance 
implied customers were ‘‘guilty 
until proven innocent.”’ 

He said, however, that his 
client agreed that controlling the 
traffic in stolen goods, keeping 
records in the event they’re 
needed, and opening inventory to 
inspection were good ideas.

number of people.

He said he met a man who had

Is your job making you sick? 

It could be, says the American 
Lung Association, if your are in- 
haling hazardous substances dur- 
ing working hours. 

For manufacturing workers in 
particular, certain materials in 
the air can be hazardous to lung 
health. 

Dusts, gases, fumes, mists or 
vapors can contain substances 
that can cause lung disease or 
other diseases. 

Heavy exposure to breathing 
hazards, such as in accidental 
spills, explosions or fires may 
result in immediate, acute lung 
damage. But most exposure to 
breathing hazards at work are the 
result of smaller amounts of 
substances inhaled over a long 
period of time. Work-related 
chronic lung diseases usually 
develop slowly--over years. 
Symptoms, like shortness of 
breath, may not be noticed for 20 
to 40 years after exposure to 
hazards. 

Smoking adds to the risk of 
developing lung and other 
diseases, espcially for people ex- 
posed to workplace hazards. 

Since most chronic lung 
diseases are difficult to treat or 
impossilbe to cure, prevention is 
important, says the Lung 
Association.

d) Fifteen and no/i00 Dollars 
($15.00) for appeal to the Trustee of 
the District of any of the foregoing 
service charges which amount would 
be retunded if the Trustees determine 
that the service charge invoived 
should be reduced to a less costly 
classification. Once a request for ap: 
peal has been filed, the Trustees shall 
notity and obtain agreement from the 
user of the services, as to a mutually 
satisfactory date for the appeal hear 
ing, not sooner than ten (10) days 
from the date of reaching such agree- 
ment.

Q) Failure to pay charges subject to 
a Late Payment Fee shail empower

5) The hereinbelow named Interim 
Trustees hereby certify that all 
revenues derived from the above and 
foregoing service charges, and from 
all service charges, If any, hereafter 
imposed, shali be used for the in- 
terest and maturities on all outstan- 
ding debt of the District and for the 
purchase, procuring and 
maintenance of additional 
firefighting and emergency medica! 
equipment and facilities so as to best 
serve the needs of the District, which 
already owns a basic fire station, a 
fire truck, and other vehicles and

6) The property and income of the 
District, all bonds issued by the 
District, the income from such bonds, 
conveyances by or to the District, and 
leases, mortgages and deeds of trust 
by or to the District shall be exempt 
from all taxation in the State of 
Alabama.

Blacks will not be playing soft- 
ball at Camp Branch this season. 
Discrimination practices have 
eliminated that minority group 
from the roster of all teams in the 
league.

Branch softball organizational 
meetings was told, ‘‘Work the 
blacks off your team and we’ll let 
you play.’’ 

That statement was allegedly 
made by the Athletic Director for 
Camp Branch - Eugene Carden. 
When questioned about it, 
Carden replied, ‘‘I’m in the mid- 
dle of this thing. I’m just doing 
what I’m told to do.”’ He further 
explained that his responsibility 
only involves maintaining the 
field and the refreshment stand at 


the ball . **You’ll have to 
talk 't6” (Seales),’” Carden 
concluded. 


Seales admitted that, ‘‘The 
board told me to tell them (the 
teams).

Because of Dothan’s prepared 
city status, the Sony Corporation 
now has plans to build a plant 
there. That deal was struck dur- 
ing Governor Fob James’ recent 
industry seeking trip to Japan. 
Chamber member Ken Williams 
pointed out that at the time of 
that visit, Dothan was the only ci- 
ty in the state listed as prepared. 

“*That’s the big fringe benifit 
of a listing as a prepared city,” 
Williams commented. ‘‘When the 
Economic Development Board 
goes out of state, the information 
on Pelham will be there. If we’re 
not listed, we don’t stand a 
chance.” 

“If we can’t have these new 
businesses in Pelham, we at least 
want them in the county,’’ 
Hamilton said. ‘‘Maybe we could 
make Shelby County a prepared 
county. We’re all in this 
together.’” 

It was noted that the ADO said 
Pelham’s top priority should be 
cleaning up the city to leave 
representatives of potential 
businesses with a better first im- 
pression. 

Pelham city clerk Willie Mae 
Dennis said the Home 
Demonstration Club wants to 
take on the U.S. 31 medians as a 
beautification project. She said 
the club intends to start on it this 
summer, and hopes to have a 
masterplan for the project by 
fall.

League is run by the Camp 
Branch-Saginaw Civic Center, in- 
corporated in 1968.

Corporation contains this provi- 
sion: ‘‘It is expressly understood 
and agreed that, if and when the 
above-described property ceases 
to be used for community pur- 
poses, it shall revert to the State 
of Alabama.”’ 

When asked whether racial 
discrimination might endanger 
their title to the ball field under 
that provision, league officials 
had no comment. 

Since it is a non-profit corpora- 
tion, the Civic Center does not 
pay ad valorem taxes. 

Grubbs told the Reporter that 
the Civic Center receives no state 
or federal money. ‘‘The only 
money it receives is from itself,’’ 
Grubbs commented. 

To become a voting member of 
the Civic Center Corporation, 
one must be a resident of the area 

and must pay a three dollar 
membership fee. Although 
several black families reside in 
the area, no blacks have yet 
become members, according to 
Tony Seales.

postpones second murder trial 


Because of a legislative act 
passed last week, the trial of Dar- 
rell Grayson has been continued 
until May 31. 

The 21 year old Montevallo 
man is charged with the murder 
of an elderly widow from the 
same community, Mrs. Annie 
Laurie Orr. 

He is also charged with first 
degree rape, first degree 
burglary, first degree robbery, 
and violation of §13A-5-31(A)(4) 
of the 1975 Alabama Code in 
connection with the murder. 

His trial was scheduled for 
Monday. But after the state 
legislature passed the one-for-one 
jury striking procedure, the state 
and defense disagreed on whether 


it would apply to this trial. 

If the judge determines the law 
giving the state and defense the 
same number of strikes goes into 
effect immediately, then defense 
attorney Dick Bell would go the 
state court of criminal appeals 
and the supreme court to ask for 
rulings. 

That would cause a delay in the 
trial, and because of the fact that 
witnesses from out of state are 
being called, both sides asked for 
a continuance in the case. Ap- 
parently, the dispute over the 
jury strike act’s effective date will 
be resolved by the six week delay. 


in the past, the defense has had 
the advantage in choosing a jury 
since they could eliminate two 


jurors to the state’s one. _ 

GovernorFob James and At- 
torney General Charles Graddick 
both backed the one-for-one bill 
which will now have statewide 
application. 

Neighboring Jefferson County 
and other counties in the state 
have had the one-for-one strike 
rule under local law. 

Grayson is the second defen- 
dant to be tried for the Orr 
murder which took place on 
December 24, 1980. 

Victor Kennedy has been 
sentenced to death for the murder 
of the elderly woman who was 
suffocated by a pillow case, tight- 
ly bound with tape, which had 
been put over her head.

Valleydale, Pelham 


W ork starts on intersections 


In order to improve the in- 
tersection at Valleydale and 
Caldwell Mill Roads, traffic will 
be rerouted this Sunday as ear- 
thmoving work begins. 

By performing that phase of 
the work on a Sunday during the 
lightest traffic flow, County 
Engineer Gary Ray told the 
Shelby County Commission that 
traffic could then continue 
through the area till the project 
was completed. 

At Monday’s commission 
meeting, Ray explained that two 
hills would be cut down several 
feet on each side of the entrance 
of Valleydale Plaza to give 
motorists a better view when pull- 
ing out. : 

He reported that the work 
would take about two weeks to 
complete... 

The section of road that will be 


closed Sunday, Ray said, will be 
from a point just west of the 
17/29 intersection and will run 
southwest down County 17 for 
approximately one quarter mile 
to a point beyond the crest of the 
second hill. 

In case of rain, the work will be 
delayed until anoiher Sunday. 

Ray also reported on other 
safety projects being funded 
through the state highway depart- 
ment. 

Two intersections he mention- 
ed where “‘geouuetric’’ changes 
will be made, are where old U.S. 
Hwy. 31 and Alabama 261 cross, 
and the intersection of present 
U.S. Hwy. 31 and County Road 
17 (Valleydale Road). 

At the latter site, Ray said the 
work would allow for three lanes 
of traffic which will allow 
motorists to proceed with less 


confusion. 

The county approved the re- 
quired resolutions dealing with 
speed limits, prohibiting advertis- 
ing on the rights of way and 


maintenance. 

No county funding is required 
for the projects which will be 
done with 75% federal money 
and 25% funding from the state.

County tries to keep lid on dumping — 


The Shelby County Commis- 
sion declared Monday that it in- 
tends to continue to prosecute 
those who litter in unauthorized 
places. 

Highway Director Gary Ray 
told the commissioners that his 
department and the Shelby Coun- 
ty Health Department are work- 
ing together to locate dumps and 
find evidence of who is using 


’ them. 


Letters are being sent to the in- 
dividuals whose names are found 
on envelopes or other material, 
Ray reported, and they ar e being 


asked to clean up the dumps. 

Saying he was in favor. of 
stonger measures, Commissioner 
Don Murphy declared, ‘I’m 
ready to make some cases.’’ 

Noting that the commission 
had its ‘‘ears pinned back,’’ when 
the prima facie law was used in 
the first littering cases that were 
tried, Murphy said that if the 
proper evidence was obtained, 
the court route should be tried 
again. = 

Ray told of finding a number 
of dumps and Commissioners 
reported places they knew of that 


were being used for dumping. 

Two of those areas were sub- 
division cul-de-sacs. 

Reporting on the county’s 12 
volunteer fire departments, Civil 
Def ense Director Bill Tucker said 
he had received reports from all 
of them. 

He then recommended the 
$500 funding that the commis- 
sion had approved in the budget 
be given to each department. 

In the past, there has been a 
hassle over funding when depart- 
ments have refused to provide 
Tucker with written reports. 


Since the volunteer firefighters 
have answered more than a 1,000 
calls during the past year, and 
figuring the cost at $1.50 per man 
hour, not counting equipment, 
Tucker noted, ‘“‘We’re getting a 
real good deal.’’ 

Last year, the volunteer units 
each received $750, and this year 
Tucker asked the commission to 
up that to $1,000. 

But instead of an increase, the 
departments are receiving less 
money on which to operate, as 
Tucker’s $1000 recommendation 
was scaled back to $500. 


Courthouse shuffle eyed again 


The space problem in the 
Shelby County Courthouse isn’t 
going to go away, Commissioner 
Don Murphy observed at Mon- 
day’s Commission meeting. 

*“We’ve talked about it, kicked 
it around, beat it to death and 
have done everything except take 
any action,” Murphy declared.

Results of a statewide survey 
conducted by the CapstonePoll, 
a branch of the Center for Ad- 
ministrative and Policy Studies of 
the University of Alabama, show 
that former Gov. George Wallace 
is far and away the best known of 
the likely candidates for governor 
this year, but more importantly, 
he has the highest ‘‘positive’’ 
rating among those surveyed. 
Wallace received a 96% name- 
identification rating, mroe than 
twice as high as runner-up 
Charles Graddick, the attorney 
general, who was correctly iden- 
tified by 46% of those surveyed. 
When those polled were asked 
how they rated the various poten- 
tial candidates -- ‘“‘positive’’, 
‘*neutral’’ or ‘‘negative’’ -- an 
impressive 43% gave Wallace a 
positive rating. However, 
Wallace also received the highest

‘‘negative’’ rating as well — 32%. 
This simply confirms that on 
Wallace there is little middle 
ground -- people either like him 
or they dislike him, 

Finishing second in the 
‘‘positive”’ rating was former At- 
ty. Gen. Bill Baxley with 32%, 

buthe had a much lower 
“negative’’ rating of 23%. 

The survey also asked issue- 
oriented questions, and Capstone 
Poll Director Patrick Cotter ad- 
mitted the results were somewhat 
contradictory. An overwhelming 
number (85%) favored the 
teaching of creationism in school; 
84% approved of prayer in public 
schools; and 81% felt busing of 
school children should not be us- 
ed to achieve racial integration. 

These predictable responses 
however were followed by some

achieve finality in our criminal 
justice system and to protect the 
integrity of the state judiciary,”’ 
Heflin said. 

Heflin, who instituted major 
reforms in Alabama’s court 
system, said the federal court’s 
power to review state court 
criminal convictions should be 
limited to ‘‘claims of manifest 
msicarriages of justice.”’ 

To illustrate the need to 
eliminate abuses in habeas corpus 
procedures, Heflin cited an 
Alabama murder conviction-- 
where the defendant confessed in 
open court--that has been 
languishing in the federal courts 
since the guilty verdict was 
returned in 1977. 

Chief Justice Torbert strongly 
advocated passage of the legisla- 
tion to amend habeas corpus pro- 
cedures. 

“The encroachment of federal 
courts into state court systems 
through an overly-broad applica- 
tion of the federal writ of habeas 
corpus threatens the integrity of 
the criminal justice system in this 
country,’’ Torbert testified. 

Both Heflin and Torbert said 
state courts provide fair trials in 
the vast majority of cases and 
that constitutional rights of 
criminal defendants are respected 
and upheld in state court pro- 
ceedings, 

“The United States Supreme 
Court has recognized the primacy 
of state jurisdiction over criminal 
law,”’Torbert said. ‘‘Yet, in re- 
cent years the federal writ of 
habeas corpus has been overex- 
tended to the point that state 
court judges have become 
frustrated members of the 
judiciary.”” 


Senator Heflin speaks 
at Montevallo High 


United States Senator Howell 
Heflin spoke to Montevallo High 
School students in a special town 
meeting held in the school 
auditorium April 7. 

The senator noted major pro- 
blems facing the nation now and 
in future generations. Naming 
Russia as one of the most 
dangerous problems, he cited 
that ‘‘their goal of world domina- 
tion will necessitate more effi- 
cient and effective intelligence 
gathering by us. With the 
predicted change in soviet leader- 
ship from the 65-75 age group to 
the 40-55 group, Russia is ex- 
pected to become more 
hawkish.” 

Military strength and the 


economy dominated the ques- 
tions asked of Senator Heflin in 
the news conference and after his 
speech. He commented that he 
did not forese e a peacetime draft, 
or any military aggression in Cen- 
tral America or the South Atlan- 
tic. 

Heflin stressed the need for the 
president to work with the 
Federal Reserve Board in cutting 
interest rates so that the economy 
can “‘pick up”’ after “bottoming 
out’’ this fall. 

The senator also answered that 
there is a need for increased in- 
terest in space travel. ‘‘It could 
prove much more beneficial to 
mankind than most people 
realize.”’ 


Judge votes car for himself 


County Commission Chairman 
Tommy Snowden will be driving 
the car which belonged to Solid 
Waste Supervisor Carlton 
Franks. 

But Snowden had to break a tie 
vote to get the vehicle. 

“} vote to give it to me,”’ he 
said, after Commissioners Don 
Murphy and Harold Davenport 
voted in favor of his getting the 
car and Commissioners Alph 


Lowe and Jake Morris voted 
against it. 

Prior to the vote, Lowe had 
moved to give the vehicle to the 
Highway Department. When a tie 
vote resulted, Snowden voted no 
along with Murphy and Daven- 
port. 

Pointing out that Snowden is 
one of the few Commission 
Chairmen who is not provided 
with a car, Murphy said he 


thought Snowden was the person 
who should get it. 

Putting a plug in for himself, 
Snowden told the commission 
that he travels more than any 
other county official. 

Lowe was opposed because he 
said the Commission Chairman 
already gets a $5,000 expense 
allowance and is pushing a bill in 
the legislature to get that increas- 
ed.

Wilsonville plant gets grant 


The Department of Energy and 
the Electric Power Research In- 
stitute have awarded an $8.5 
million contract to Southern 
Company Services for the opera- 
tion of its synthetic fuel plant in 
Wilsonville. 

The contract runs from April 
1, 1982 to January 31, 1983, and 
covers research and development 
of a process for converting coal 
to liquid fuel. The contract was 
announced March 31 by 
Alabama Senator Jeremiah Den- 
ton. 

“The Wilsonville facility is one 
of the best synthetic plants in the 
counrty and I am extremely pro- 
ud it is in Alabama,’ Denton 
said. “‘It is fortunate that the 
department of energy is releasing 
such substantial funds for this 
project.’’ ‘ 

In operation as a Solvent 
Refined Coal (SRC) pilot plant 
since 1974, the Wilsonville facili- 
ty was instrumental in the 
development of a solid, clean 
burning, synthetic fuel from raw 
coal for use in the production of 
electricity. 

In August of 1981, the plant 
added advanced coal liquefaction 
capabilities which further process 
SRC-1 into liquid fuels. Accor- 
ding to Southern #C©ompany 
research engineer Ton! Johnson, 
the process basically involves 
reheating the SRC to a molten 
stage and adding hydrogen fo it 
to drive out mineral reid 

The plant produces séme 
dozen barrels of liquid fuel per 
day, and has capabilities for, up 
to 17 barrels per day. Johnson 
said the fuel is used for analysis 
purposes, and as such he said the 
company’s end product is 
knowledge as opposed to a com- 

“The thrust of our? work is 
two-fold,”’ Johnson said. ‘fOur 
near-term goal is to develop utili- 
ty fuels for use in producing elec- 
tricity. In the future we hope to 
produce synthetic crude oil for 
transportation uses.”’ 

Such synthetic crude, Johnson 
said, should be available before 
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the end of the decade. 

The data being gathered now at 
the Wilsonville Advanced Li- 
quefaction Research and 
Development Facility is being 
utilized in the design of a 
6000-ton-per-day demonstration 


plant to be built in Newman, 
Kentucky. 

The Wilsonville plant was 
built, and is now operated for 
Southern Company Services by 
Catalytic, Inc. Johnson said the 
facility employs 100-120 people.

Clocks take on new face 


While courthouse workers 
went about their routine duties a 
couple of weeks ago, most of 
them were unaware of the two 
men working quietly in the dome 
of the building. 

But the fruits of their labor are 
now obvious to anyone ap- 
proaching the courthouse, 
especially after dusk. 

The peeling wooden clock 
faces in the courthouse dome 
have been replaced with plex- 
iglass faces which are illuminated 
after dark. 

A time consuming job, veteran 
clockmaker T.E. Bedgood and 
his son, Tommy, sometimes 
arrived at the courthouse as early 
as 6 a.m. and worked far into the 
night. 

At 65, Bedgood says that he’s 
supposed to be retited. But he ex- 
plains that the ‘‘oldtimers”” who 
kept clocks in courthouses and ci- 
ty halls in good repair have just 
about died out. 

The only other individual who 
does the same type of work as he 
and his son, Bedgood said, is a 
man 80 years old. 

Besides having the skill to work 
on the clock’s mechanism and the 
craftsmanship to cut the face, 
hands and numerals, someone in 
Bedgood’s line of work must also 
have a plentiful supply of 
courage.

Pennsylvania to paint and repair 
clocks, Bedgood usually works 
high in the air, and sometimes on 
a ledge where there’s barely room 
to stand. 

The most frightening ex- 
perience Bedgood could 
remember happened as he inched 
his way along a narrow ledge on 
the courthouse in Ashland. 

Because he had a paint can in 
each hand, Bedgood said he was 
unable to brush off a spider 
which came out of a crack and bit 
him on the neck. 

Managing to remain calm 
through the ordeal, Bedgood said 
that as soon as the spider crawled 
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By the numbers 


off, he made his way back inside 
the building. 

According to Bedgood, the 
new plexiglass clock faces in the 
Shelby County Courthouse won’t 
require the maintenance that the 
wooden ones did. 

He also noted that the hands 
won’t have to be rebalanced 
either. 

Most of the huge clocks he 
works on are electrified, Bedgood 
said. Only about a half dozen still 
operate with weights, he related. 

Bedgood recalled that 42 years 
ago, it was he who converted the 
clock in Auburn University’s 
Sanford Hall to electricity.

After discussing numerous 
aspects of the ordinances, rang- 
ing from having enough light in 
the lounge to read a newspaper, 
to noise control, lewd dancing, 
and the definition of ‘‘denatured 
alcohol,” mayor pro tem J.A.

spending isn’t tightened. 

The council approved one 
means of saving money in the 
future when it agreed to seek a 
change in the rate schedule under 
which it purchases gas from 
Southern Natural. 

When UM quitsbuying gas 
from the city in August, it will 
mean a 21% cut in demand.

Breakfast helps students learn

Like some 1500 Shelby County 
elementary students, Scott 
Garner and Todd Jeffries eat 
breakfast at school. 

Scott, a first grader at Wilson- 
ville Elementary, wakes up early, 
dresses, rides to a friend’s house 
and catches the 7:05 bus. If he 
gets there early enough, he can 
eat with his best buddy, Greg 
Abott. If he’s lucky, lunchroom 
workers Doris Blankenship and 
Qdell Smith will be cooking his 
favorite--pancakes. 

Todd, a fifth grader at Wilson- 
ville, has 20 minutes to get ready 
for school before leaving his 
home in Montevallo. His mother 
teaches at Wilsonville and they 
have to be there 7:30. 

The thing Todd likes about the 
arrangement is, “‘I can get a good 
breakfast without having to wake 
up earlier and have Mom cook 
it.”’ 

Scott adds, ‘‘I never get hungry 
at school in the mornings because 
I always eat breakfast up here.”’ 

But not everybody eats 
breakfast before taking on a full 
morning of reading, writing, 
arithmetic and recess. And accor- 
ding to studies, growling 
stomachs and declining energy 
levels don’t mix well with ABC’s 
and 2+2. 

According to Pat Bulger, child 
nutrition supervisor for the 
Shelby County Board of Educa- 
tion, ‘If students don’t eat 
breakfast, that means that for 18 
hours they haven’t put anything 
in their stomachs. And according 
to research, this long period has 
been directly tied into reduced 
academic performance.”’ 

Although there are nc figures 
to back it, Bulger estimates that 
most elementary students do get a 
good breakfast, either at home or 
through the school progams., 

But she also estimates that 
from 35-40% of high school 
students go to class without 
breakfast. A soft drink and 
potato chips at the conner store 
on the way to school hardly 
count, she points out. 

Although 12 of the county’s 
schools offer breakfast 
programs, seven others do not. 
Bulger explains that participation 
at the seven schools was too low 
to make the programs financially 
feasible. 

Bulger says the main reason 
participation was low at the high 
schools, is that teenagers have 
much more competition for their 
money, such as dating, and buy- 
ing gas and clothes. They also 
tend to take longer to get ready 
for school, and since many drive, 
they stop by stores, or otherwise 
arrived too late to eat. 


Besides Vincent High, Thom- 
pson is the only other high school 
that offers breakfasts. Bulger 
says, however, THS only offers 
breakfast because it shares lun- 
chrooms with the elementary 
school. 

Of the schools offering 
breakfast, Wilsonville and Vin- 
cent Elementaries have the 
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Federal tunds purchased and secunties sold under agreements to repurchase

‘*Teachers notice a definite in- 
crease in learning between the 
kids with a quick snack (or no 
break fast at all), and the kids that 
have a nourishing breakfast at 
school,”’ claims Wilsonville prin- 
cipal Rose Mary Liveoak. “‘Our 
breakfasts get a child up to per- 
form better. The child’s not sit- 
ting there at 10 o’clock with his 
stomach growling, concentrating 
on lunch,”’ 

‘‘The breakfast program is a 
service to the child and parent at 
a minimum cost,”’ Liveoak adds. 

Full priced school breakfasts 
cost only $.55 a day. If parents 
qualify under USDA regulations, 
the breakfasts can be purchased 
at reduced rates of $.30, or ob- 
tained free. 

Nutritional breakfasts, accor- 
ding to Bulger and federal 
guidelines, should include a half 
cup of fruit or vegetable juice, 
one serving of bread or fortified 
cereal, a half-pint of milk, and 
when possibie, tor protein, a ser- 
ving of meat, poultry, fish, egg, 
cheese, or peanut butter, Foods 
containing vitamin C and iron are 


breakfast menus in advance. Par- 
ticipation is lowest on cereal 
days, highest when pancakes on a 
stick, sausage and biscuits, or 
waffles are served. Knowing kids, 
this makes sense. 

_ Another benefit of the school 
program is that it offers students 
a supervised social period for the 
thirty minutes or so between the 
time of bus arrivalsand class, 

Bulger and Liveoak say. Teachers 
als o try to tie nutrition lessons in- 
to class. 

**We’re not trying to compete 
with the home as the breakfast 
place,’” Bulger explains. ‘‘We’re 
simply trying to provide 
breakfast for those families who 
can’t, for whatever the reason, 
provide breakfast at home.” 

But Bulger points out that in- 
flation has hurt participation in 
the program this past year, Since 
last year, participation at the 
dozen schools offering breakfast 


has fallen off from 34.9% to 
29.25%. 

Further federal cuts under con- 
sideration by the Reagan ad- 
ministration could even cause 
breakfast programs to be 
eliminated,

Woman faces 35th operation

Gloria Gentry Jones is only 25. 
She once entertained quiet, sim- 
ple plans for her life—wanting lit- 
tle more than a chance to be a 
good wife to Jerry, and raise their 
wo sons in her hometown of 
Calera. 

But those plans aren’t work- 
ng. They may never work. 

Circumstances beyond her con- 
rol have radically changed 
jloria’s life, and the lives of 
hose who love her. 

Since 1977, she’s undergone 
hirty-four operations and surviv- 
ed at least one close brush with 
jeath. Her hospital insurance has 
jong been exhausted, yet medical 

ills continue to mount endlessly. 

Gloria was victimized by 

osinophyllic cyctitis, a rare con- 
iition which has necessitated the 
emoval of her bladder and 
several organs. After more than 
wenty operations, doctors hope 
her rare problem has been finally 
‘liminated. But now her life is 

threatened by infections in the 
irinary bypass which was opened 
in her side, 

Gloria has lived three-fourths 
of the past year in hospitals, 
indergoing half a dozen opera- 
ions. Only last week, she was 
eleased from a two week stay in 
shelby Medical Center where she 
underwent operation numbers 33 
and 34.

But the medical bills didn’t 
stop when the insurance did. 
Already the Jones’ owe some 
$39,000 in outstanding medical 
bills--not counting her last two- 
week stay in SMC, or her next 
one. 

Making matters even worse, 
her husband Jerry was able to 
work only three days last week 
because of layoffs at ABEX

While recovering from the 
removal of her bladder, she suf- 
fered a hemorrhage, couldn’t 
breath, became scared and black- 
ed out. The experience, she says, 
was peaceful, like drifting off to 
sleep. 

Gloria’s ‘‘death’’ served to 
answer her bleak ‘‘Why me?’’ 
and ‘‘Why not die?’’ questions. 

**I’ve been too close to death 
too many times to say it’s just a 
coincidence that I’m still here.’’ 
She declares, ‘“The only reason 
I’m still here is to tell others that 
God loves them and they have a 
place in heaven. I know there’s a 
place in heaven for me. I’m not 
afraid to die.”’

The technical aspects refer to the ‘Coefficient of Restitution’, a 
term which refers to the ability of an object to be compressed - and the 
time it takes for it to resume its normal shape. In other words, it’s a 
hard ball. 

Those in the county that have hit it can attest to the characteristics 
of this weapon. For example: In a recent game at Montevallo’s Orr 
Park, Alabama Sports beat Euco Beverages 76 to 63! 

Larry Martin, who recently opened a sporting goods store in 
Alabaster, says that the ASA (the governing body of slow-pitch soft- 
ball) has approved the ball for a two-year provisional period. ‘‘It’s a 
whole new experience,’ Martin exclaimed.

doubles city’s capacity

~The City of Pelham did not 
strike oil. But considering its 
water shortage last summer, it 
struck the next best thing. 
Mayor Burk Dunaway said 
well drillers struck paydirt under 
Indian Hills last Friday when 
they tapped a water table with a 
2,000 gallons per minute pump- 
ing potential. 


The 240 foot well, when fully 
operational, will double the 
amount of water the city now 
pumps from its existing six wells, 
Dunaway said. 

But first the state health 
department must approve the 
water and pumping rate. Then 
bids will have to be taken on a 
pump and assorted equipment. 
At a later date, in the summer, 
Dunaway said about a half-mile

of either 14 or 16 inch water main 
will have to be laid from the well 
directly to the 500,000 gallon 
tank across U.S. 31 from Valley 
Elementary. 

Before the new main is laid, the 
city hopes to pump from 600 to 
700 gallons per minute from the 
new well through an existing 
eight-inch water line in the area. 


The well was drilled at a cost of 
$52,000 by Graves Well Drilling 
of Sylacauga. Dunaway an- 
ticipates the pump, the 300 hp 
motor to drive it, and the valves 
and fittings will cost another 
$50,000. He did not have an 
estimate on the cost of laying a 
new main. 

Graves also drilled another 
well for the city three weeks ago 
which will produce 250 gallons 
per minute. The 200 foot well is

located off Alabama Highway 
119 near the Oak Mountain 
fishing lake, and was drilled for 
about $32,000. The well house 
and lines will cost about $15,000. 

Tuesday, a $45,000 pump bid 
was accepted from Jim House 
Associates, Incorporated of Bir- 
mingham for the Highway 119 
well. Dunaway said the well may 
be operational within six weeks. 

In a controversial move, 
Pelham raised its water rates 
earlier this year to upgrade its 
system. Estimates on the cost to 
consumers have been given as 
high as 150%. 

Monday, however, Dunaway 
said that so far revenues form the 
water rate hike increased only 
14% in Feburary. That figure is 
expected to climb, however, 
when water usage increases this 


summer.

Redistricting plan sent to state

The Shelby County GOP voted 
Thursday to let the State 
Legislature handle its county 
redistricting proposal, rather 
than the courts. 

The decision, passed by a four 
vote margin, was based on the 
recommendation of District 3 
County Commissioner Don Mur- 
phy of Pelham. 

However, the group agreed to 
keep the possibilty open of using 
the courts if the State Legislature 
fails. 

According to Commissioner 
Murphy, the county commission 
has already turned the proposed 
redistricting plan over to the 
State Legislature. 

He commented, ‘‘I don’t know 
how people would take it if we 
went into court.”’ 

The group indicated that it 
wants the four county districts 
redrawn with 25 percent of the 
population in each district, 

Commission candidates must 
run at large in the county, but 
they must live in the district 
where they seek election. 


ment,’’ Chief Gulledge told the 
Reporter. ‘‘We’re trying to get it 
fixed up so we can serve the peo- 
ple.’’ 

But North Shelby County Fire 
and Emergency Medical District 
board chairman Jack van Pelt 
said creation of the new district 
would hurt future fire protection 
along U.S. 280. 

“If you end up with two fire 
districts in here, you’ll end up 
weakening both of them,’’ van 
Pelt said. 

When formed four and half 
years ago, NSCFD drew its 
western boundary along the 
south side of U.S. 280 because 
development across the highway 
was then limited.

How are local bills faring in legislature? 


Some pass, some get amended, some sit

With one day left for Alabama 
Legislators to meet, the Reporter 
has checked the status of certain 
bills affecting this county. 


The following information has 
been provided by House 
Representatives J. T. Waggoner 
and Sonny Moore. 

A bill to alter the city limits of 
Alabaster to include certain areas 
has been sent back to the full 
House and Senate by Governor 
Fob James for amendment. 

A bill to create a Pelham 
Municipal Racing Commission 
for greyhound racing was adver- 
tised but never introduced. 

That commission was to 
regulate, license and supervise 


greyhound racing and betting on 
the animals. 

A bill requiring the probate 
judge to transfer all voters lists to 
the board of registrars was adver- 
tised but never introduced. 

That bill required that any 
funds acquired in connection 
with the list be paid to the county 
treasury. 

It would also have allowed the 
board to perform certain duties 
formerly carried out by the judge 
and to provide the judge with cer- 
tain information necessary to 
fulfill his duties. 

Additional’ compensation in 
‘the “form ‘of $5,000 experise 
allowances for the tax assessor 
and tax collector has reportedly 
become law. 


County might get rich 


off its beer drinkers

A bill under consideration to 
standardize beer taxes charged by 
all counties in Alabama could 
make Shelby County richer. 

It could also hit the wallets and 
pocketbooks of beer drinkers. 

According to information pro- 
vided by Probate Judge Thomas 
A. Snowden, Jr., the bill will set 
the tax on beer at one and a half 
cents per fluid ounce. 

Shelby County presently 
charges three cents tax on seven 
and eight ounces, four cents on 
12 ounces and five cents on 16 
ounces. 

A quick calculation shows that 
if the standardized tax is approv- 
ed, as reported, seven ounces will 
be taxed 10.5 cents; 12 ounces, 18 
cents; and 16 ounces, 24 cents. 

Judge Snowden told the 
Reporter ‘‘If this is right, man we 
will be rich!’’ 

He commented, ‘‘I’m excited 
about it if it will bring that kind 
of revenue.”’ 

County Clerk Mildred Ray 
stated, ‘‘It would have to more 
than double it (beer tax revenue) 
unless people stop drinking 
beer.”’

Under the Courthouse Dome 


By passing a new procedure for 
selecting juries, the Alabama 
Legislature rearranged the 
schedule of the criminal circuit 
court ‘4 Shelby County last week. 

A murder trial, in which Dar- 
rell Grayson of Montevallo is the 
defendant, was continued until 
the May 31 court session. 

The reason for that move was 
to allow an appellate court to rule 
on whether the old or new 
method of jury selection is to be 
used. 

But other trials couldn’t be 
held because defense lawyers had 
been told the Grayson trial would 
take up the entire week and they 
were unprepared to try their 
cases. 

The one for one method of 
striking juries that passed the 
legislature puts the district at- 
torney on an equal footing with 
the defense in pruning the jury 
list to the required 12. 

Previously, the defense has 
been able to delete two names to 
the state’s one. 

Among the defendants appear- 
ing on the April 12 docket was 
Victor Kennedy, a co-defendant 
in the case for which Grayson is 
to be tried. 

Kennedy was convicted of 
capital murder in the death of 
Annie Laurie Orr and sentenced 
to death. His case is now under 
appeal. 

Other charges against him are 
connected with the same incident 
and have been filed with the cir- 
cuit court clerk pending the out- 
come of the appeal. 

The charges are for: murder, 
Ist degree; rape, Ist degree; 
burglary, Ist degree; robbery, Ist 
degree. 

Two Shelby County jail in- 


mates who failed to make a court 
appearance were Jesse Ammons 
and Michael Nelson. 

Ammons, who was charged 
with escape, Ist degree, escaped 
again two weeks ago. Michael 
Nelson, who left with him, has 
three charges of theft of proper- 
ty, 2nd degree against him. 

Alias warrants were issued for 
the arrest of the two men. 

There was good reason for 
another individual not showing 
up for court last week. Eddie 
Harrell, Jr., who faces charges of 
robbery, Ist degree and attemp- 
ted murder in Shelby County, is 
being held in a Jefferson County 
jail in connection with the death 
of a Bessemer police officer. 

Defendants who pled guilty 
and will be sentenced May 10 in- 
clude the following: Bob 
Delaney, rape, Ist degree, who 
can receive ten years to life, 
depending on the number of 
prior of felony convictions he 
has; Leroy Tinsley, illegal sale of 
marijuana, 2-15 years depending 
on priors. 

Daniel Green, burglary, 3rd 
degree, 1-15 years, depending on 
priors; Glenn Alan Campbell, 
two counts of burglary, 3rd, 1-15 
years depending on priors. 

After entering guilty pleas, the 
following individuals were 
sentenced: Charles Jennings was 
sentenced to 12 months at hard 
labor for Shelby County for bur- 
ning through a jail window, ar- 
son, 3rd degree; Robert Lee 
Carter, attempted theft of pro- 
perty, 2nd degree, six months at 
hard labor for Shelby County.

Alabama Scene

Col. Mel Cooper, the unflap- 
pable director of the Alabama 
Ethics Commission, summed it 
up pretty well. 

“To say this request is signifi- 
cant would be a major 
understatement.., it strikes at the 
very makeup of the Alabama 
Legislature.”’ 

What Cooper referred to is a 
request for an official ruling con- 
cerning the propriety of 
educators serving in the Alabama 
Legislature. 

Dan Alexander, president of 
the Mobile County School 
Board, has asked the Ethics 
Commission to decide the issue, 
and a hearing is scheduled for 
April 28. 

Alexander, who has been 
engaged in a long-running fight 
with the Alabama Education 
Association, said he had ‘‘deep 
concern over the service of 
various educators in the Alabama 
Legislature.” 


‘Even if educators forego be- 
ing paid while serving in the 
Legislature,’’ he said, ‘‘it is in- 
credible to believe that it would 
be proper for them to vote on 


matters that would be a direct 
benefit -- such as the education 
budget.’’ 

In his official request for a rul- 
ing, Alexander posed three ques- 
tions: Should educators be allow- 
ed to serve in the Legislature; if 
so, should they be allowed to 
draw double pay as an educator 
and legislator; and finally, if 
allowed to serve, should they 
refrain from voting on matters 
that would be of direct benefit to 
them, their families or their 
associates. 

Inrecent years educators have 
been elected to the Legislature in 
large numbers. Ironically, the 
passage of the Ethics Law played 
a role in this. In days gone by, 
lawyers dominated the legislative 
membership, but theEthics Law 
caused many members of the 
legal profession to lose interest in 
serving in the Legislature. It was 

school teachers, administrators, 
and junior college/trade school 
officials who have since filled this 
vacuum left by the lawyers. 

Obviously, should the Ethics 
Commission rule in favor of 
Alexander, the impact on the 
political clout of the AEA would 
be enormous.

The Shelby County Commis- 
sion and Law Enforcement Per- 
sonnel Board are still at an im- 
passe on the matter of the date of 
permanent employment of four 
sheriff's department emoloyees. 

Since their pay raise steps hinge 
on that date, the employees are 
anxious to get the matter settled.

Shelby snubs budget

Congressman Richard Shelby 
made it clear in Columbiana, 
Thursday morning that he won’t 
support the president’s $150 
billion national budget. 

He also would not state of- 
ficially that he is running for re- 
elction. 

The Democrat, who represents 
Alabama’s 7th District, appeared 
at the county courthouse as part 
of a 13 county Easter Recess 
grass roots tour. 

Shelby supported the presi- 
dent’s gover nment programs and 
tax cuts last year. 

However, he told a crowd of 
nearly 60 persons that unless 
deficit spending stops and in- 
terest rates come down, the presi- 
dent’s economic program would 
not work, 

He said, “I’m willing to What 
we have to do. I am calling for a 
balanced budget constitutional 
amendment.”’ 

The congressman expressed his 
views On current matters while 
responding to questions from the 
public. 

In reference to foreign aid, 
Shelby indicated that he has 

voted against it consistently when 
he felt it was not necessary or 
wise. 

He stated that giving money to 
third world countries to build in- 
dustrial plants that would com- 
pete with our own is a mistake.” 

About Social Security, 
Shelby stated that he was not 
necessarily for cutting it, But he 
said he was in favor of moving 
people who don’t actually quality 


to come under it to the public . 


assistance program. 

The congressman said flatly 
that he was not an advocate of 
national health insurance. 

About a proposal to give tui- 
tion credits to parents of children 
attending private schools, Shelby 
indicated opposition. 

He responded, “‘The problem I 
think we ought to consider is 
what it will do to public educa- 
tion, The federal court systems 
have already inflicted grevious 
wounds,’’ 

He said that education, itself, 
‘thas already been cut enough.’’ 

When told that the gifted 
children’s program in Shelby 
County receives no federal funds, 
Shelby said, ‘‘I think we should 
push it.”’ 

**I’ve known people who drop- 


«ped out of school in the ninth 


grade because they were bored... 
We should be pushing not only 
for kids who are retarded but 
those who are gifted.”’ 

The congressman fudged on 
the issue of requiring Planned 
Parenthood to notify the parents 
of teenagers to whom contracep- 
tives had been given. 

He asked those present, ‘‘Do 
you want more pregnant 
teenagers or, on the other side, 
being informed parents? 

He said, “‘Sounds good to be 
informed.”’ But he asked, ‘*Will 
it work?” + 

He said of that matter, ‘‘We 
had hearings... but I don’t know 
the answer.”’ 

About federally funded abor- 
tions, Shelby said, ‘‘I have voted 
ayes federal money going to 

at.’’

Superintendent ‘pleased’ with 
schools’ fire insurance inspections 


by David F. Moore 

The recent state fire insurance 
inspection of the Shelby County 
school system revealed 17 inade- 
quate fire extinguishers. In addi- 
tion, housekeeping practices in 
connection with storing flam- 
mable materials were found to be 
“‘poor’’ in three buildings: 

Superintendent of Education 
Charles Knowles said that 
although these deficiencies were 
noted during the annual in- 
surance inspection, he was ‘‘very 
much pleased’’ with the overall 
findings. 

The inspection was conducted 
from March 29 to April 2 by J.D. 
Ratliff, inspector for the State In- 
surance Fund. Ratliff, who hap- 
pened to tour Shelby County’s 
school system two years ago, 
marked a 300% improvement in 
fire safety since that inspection, 
Kriowles pointed out. |” 

The inspection covers all 64 
structures in the system’s chain of 
23 schools, offices and 
maintenance buildings. 

Ratliff rated fire safety related 
housekeeping ‘‘excellent,’’ in 
eight buildings, ‘‘good,’’ in 38 


buildings, and ‘‘fair’” in 15 
buildings, Knowles said. 

“Poor” housekeeping ratings 
result from storing flammable 
materials, like papers, rags, 


paints and cleansers, in closets 


with hot water heaters, or storing 
such materials so that major elec- 
trical panels are blocked. 

Knowles said the board will 
seek to contract with a company 
to recharge and provide addi- 
tional fire extinguishers 
throughout the system. 

Most of the improvements over 

previous inspections were due to 
maintenance sheds which have 
been built at more than a dozen 
schools for the purpose of storing 
flammables and other equip- 
ment. Knowles said the perma- 
nent buildings were built at a cost 
of $438 each by vocational school 
classes. 
’ Knowles declined to specify 
which schools had inadequate 
fire extinguishers or were rated 
**poor’’ in housekeeping, until 
the board has notified principals 
in the deficient schools. 

In wake of the inspection, 
Knowles anticipates reviewing the

insurance values of all 64 
buildings and increasing coverage 
where it’s needed. 

The board of education cur- 
rently pays $47,172.84 in annual 
fire insurance premiums. Jim 
Davis, financial administrator 


for the board, said the value of 
the 64 buildings and their con- 
tents is $26 million. Fire in- 
surance coverage on the buildings 
and their contents amounts to 
$20.8 million, he said. 


‘Current use’ could cost county 
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nearly a million each year 


by David F. Moore 

If the legislature gets its way 
with the current use bill, Shelby 
County could lose nearly $1 
million in property taxes. 

According to projections by 
Alabama Commissioner of 
Revenue Ralph Eagerton, the re- 
cent statewide property reap- 
praisals should increase Shelby 
County’s ad valorem tax 
revenues by $2.54 million. But if 
Bill 161 eventually passes as pro- 
posed by the legislature, it will 
reduce this county’s revenue by 
$938,009, Eagerton estimated. 

He told the Reporter that six 
corporations that own massive 
land tracts in Shelby County 
would realize the ‘‘largest percen- 
tage” of the tax savings offered 
by the current use bill. 

Eagerton identified these cor- 
porations and their holdings in 
acreage as follows: Kimberly 
Clark, 58,935; Gulf States, 
55,875; United States Steel, 
26,334; Southern Railway, 
19,120; Champion International, 
13,082; and Mead Corporation, 
6,063. 

Shelby County tax assessor 
Bobbie Reynolds said 2,439 
parcels of land in Shelby County 
are already under the current use 
exemption presently in effect. 
Acreage figures and landowner 
information on those parcels, 
however, were not available. 

However, Reynolds said that 
this year’s reappraisals listed the 
fair market value of these parcels 
at $121,925,322. But under pre- 
sent current use exemptions, that 
value falls to $70,535,230. 

The final outcome of the con- 
troversial bill remained up in the 
air at press time Tuesday, 
although it passed both the 
House and Senate earlier this 
month, 


Last week Governor Fob 


James sent the bill back to the 
legislature with several executive 
amendments which would 
transfer current use tax savings 
from large landowners to owners 
of smaller plots. Among the 
changes, James is calling for a 
40% deduction in tax assessments 
on only the first 500 acres of farm 
and timberland. 

Because the outcome of Bill 
161 remains up in the air, 
Reynolds explained that her of- 
fice has been concentrating on 
house and lot reappraisals not af- 
fected by current use. Tax 
assessments On current use land 


will not be figured until after the 


issue is settled, she said. 

The present current use exemp- 
tion assesses values according to 
how land is being used, as oppos- 
ed to what its value would be if 
put to its best and highest use. As 
passed by the legislature earlier

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Sheriff Glasgow 
sets $16,000 raise 


The state legislature has ap- 
proved Shelby County Sheriff 
Buddy Glasgow’s request for a 
pay hike. Jumping from an an- 
nual salary of $20,000 to $36,298, 
the office of sheriff is now the 
highest paying elected position in 
the county. 

rhe bill was introduced by 
representative Sonny Moore. 
Moore told the Reporter the act 
passed the legislature on April 8, 
and hit no snags in Governor Fob 
lames’ office. 

Although the bill calls for the 
raise to become effective im- 
mediately, Moore said the at- 
torney general could rule that it is 
not legal until the beginning of a 
new term in office, 

The attorney general, however, 
cannot be called on for an opi- 
nion unless he’s requested to do 


so by the county commission, 
Moore said. 

Because the county deputies 
are tied to the state troopers’ pay 
scale, five men in the sheriff’s 
department have been receiving 
higher pay than Glasgow. 

The bill sets the sheriff’s salary 
at ‘‘not less than 15 percent more 
than the chief deputy of Shelby 
County’”® and established an 
escalator scale that raises it every 
time the troopers’ pay goes up. 
The chief deputy now draws 
$31,564 per year. 

Although tied to the trooper 
salaries, the sheriff and deputies 
are paid by the county. The situa- 
tion has been a recurring irritant 
to the county commission, 

The legislative act did not alter 
the sheriff’s annual $5,000 ex- 
pense allowance. 


Intersection work 


begun on Valleydale 


Tons of dirt were moved in 
north Shelby County Sunday 
when the road improvement pro- 
ject at the intersection of 
Valleydale and Caldwell Mill 
Roads began. 

Contractors and members of 
the Shelby County Highway 
Department began working at 5 
a.m. and didn’t leave the site un- 
til 10 at night. 

fhe earthmoving work was 
completed on Sunday because of 
the heavy flow of traffic on the 
road during the week. 

A survey revealed that an 
average of 10,000 cars a day go 
through the intersection. 

According to Highway Direc- 
lor Gary Ray, the earthmoving 
involved cutting down two hills 
on either side of the entrance to 


Valleydale Shopping Plaza. 

He explained that this improv- 
ed the sight distance for motorists 
coming out of the shopping 
center. 

The work also gives a better 
view to motorists coming into the 
intersection. 

Besides grading the hills, the 
earthwork Sunday also involved 
filling in a sag in the road, 

While motorists could travel

surance agency on the matter, but 
has not yet received an answer. 
Although the EBSCO building is 
designed for fire safety, Stephens 
indicated he would feel better 
knowing NSCFD, Cahaba Valley 
and Chelsea Volunteer Fire 
Departments would all respond 
for a major emergency. 

Developers John Nix, presi- 
dent of Kovach and Associates, 
William Daniel, president of 
Dantract, as well as Stephens and 
Thompson, all indicated to the 
Reporter they didn’t care who 
provides fire protection, as long 
as it’s good. 

Daniel, with plans for an office 
park and an eventual 1,000 lot 
subdivision, said he wants more 
time to investigate options which 
would allow him to contract 
elsewhere for protection which 
would give him lower insurance 
ratings, or have his 1,280 acres 
deleted from the new district. 

““We need time to look over 
options, not just be taken in 
automatically,’’ Daniel said. ‘‘I 
know they (Cahaba Valley) want 
a financial base to improve their 
service, but they’ve been going 
for so long it seems they could 
hold off for a while.’ 

‘**To jump into this thing too 
quickly would be a mistake,’’ he 
stated. 

Thompson said he would sup- 
port fire service for the area, but 
said that the area needs the best. 
service available, 

Chelsea, with thiree fire trucks; 
two tankers and 20 active 


volunteers, offers fire service to 
the top of Oak Mountain and a 
mile and half up County 41.

Fob amends 
Alabaster

Five property owners who 
don’t want their land included in 
the Alabaster annexation have 
apparently succeeded in getting 
Governor Fob James to go to bat 
for them. 

The Reporter learned Tuesday 
that instead of signing the bill 
which would allow an election to 
be held, the governor is sending 
the bill, with an executive amend- 
ment, back to the legislature.

Economic strength comes 
before military strength, he said. 

‘*Without a growing economy 
the people don’t have a sense of 
morale,’’ Ayers said. ‘‘A growing 
economy gives people purpose, 
and it protects our great political 
and religious ideas. 

‘*“And it gives us the 
wherewithal to buy the arms to 
protect those values.’’ 

The future of economic growth 
through partnership, he said, is 
something that is more promising 
than either government being 
deeply involved or completely out 
of economic management. 

Ayers said the nation needs a 
meeting place for national 
cooperation among government, 
business and labor. ‘‘And it 
doesn’t need to be imposed, but 
needs to be at the end of a process 
of consultation and consensus,’’ 
he added. 

With our economy strong and 
our economic values defined, 
Americans can project to the 
world values different from those 
of weapons and war, the only im- 
pressions peole in some countries 
have of America. 

America could project those 
things it does best: its political 
and religious ideals, and the abili- 
ty to farm, build, heal and teach

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Alabaster spends unbudgeted money 


Members of the Alabaster City 
Council approved an item not in 
the budget Monday evening when 
they voted to purchase an addi- 
tional police car. 

The low bid of $9,000 came 
from Sherman Holland Ford. 

It was the feeling of the council 
that Police Chief C.E. ‘‘Bull’’ 
Carter needéd the vehicle since he 
had unusually high mileage on 
the 1976 model car he has been 
driving. 

That car will now be left at city 
hall for general use. 

Other bids submitted on the 
police car came from Adamson 
Ford, $9,462.21 and Jim Magill 
Chevrolet, $9,874.75. 

Having approved the purchase 
of an air compressor at their last 
meeting, the council voted to ac- 
cept the only bid submitted. 

The price on the piece of equip- 
ment requested by the fire depart- 
ment was $6,978. It came from 
Harry Harless Company. 

Fire Chief John Cochran ex- 
plained at the previous council 
meeting that the compressor was 
needed to fill the air tanks worn 
by the firemen. 

He noted that the item had 
been in his budget for several 
years. 

Making a final decision on 
whether a fireman or the city 
should pay the cost of paramedic 
training if the individual failed an 
exam twice, the council voted to 
leave the policy as it is. 

This enables the department 


head to decide if extenuating cir- 
cumstances were involved in 
causing the trainee to make a 
poor grade. 

If that should be the case, the 
city would pay for the second 
training session as well as the 
first. 

The matter had been brought 
to the council’s attention by the 
personnel board due to the high 
cost of training, which comes to 
approximately $500. 

The explanation for some of 
the failures, Councilman Jack 
Reagig noted, is because the 
course has become more dif- 
ficult. 

And the reason for that, he 
said, is because the number of 
people trying to qualify has in- 
creased so much in recent years. 

When Councilman Cal Mc- 
Cune asked about the policy on 
firemen having to take paramedic 
training, he was told that it was 
the fire chief’s decision that it be 
a requirement. 

Mayor H.A. ‘Doc’? Rubin 
made the point that anyone ap- 
plying to be a member of the fire 
department should be made 
aware that he would have to take 
paramedic training. 

His idea to initiate some type 
of merit program for employees 
who have topped out in pay was 
not favorably received by the per- 
sonnel board, Reagin noted. 

But it was Reagin’s feeling that 
it would help the city to retain

Until his retirement a few years 
ago, Joe Stewart had been Police 
Chief of Vestavia for 23 years. 

Now Stewart isa chief again, 


but this time he’s the leader of an 
Indian tribe. 
That tribe is the Echota 


Cherokee. And the tribal head- 
quarters is in Alabaster. 

Explaining why they moved to 
Shelby County eight years ago, 
Stewart and his wife said they 
wanted to live in a rural at- 
mosphere and were particularly 
attracted to this area. 

When Stewart was elected chief 
of the Echota Cherokees last 
year, Alabaster became tribal 
headquarters. 


And members of the tribe from 
all over the state gather here for 
monthly council meetings. 

Relating that the Echota 
Cherokee are a scattered tribe, 
Mrs, Stewart says that there are 
members in 17 states. 

So to bring the entire tribe 
together, annual pow-wow’s are 
held. 

There are 150 members of the 
tribe in Shelby County, and 
membership rolls list 1,400 in the 
state. 

When asked how much Indian 
blood he has, Stewart, whose In- 
dian name is Joseph Two Eagles, 
said that it’s three fourths. His 
great grandmother, he reported, 
was a full blooded Seminole and

One of the dreams of the chief 
and his wife is to erect an authen- 
tic Echota Cherokeee village. 

In addition to the educational 
aspect, it would also provide a 
much needed tourist attraction in 
this state, Mrs. Stewart said. 

As an example of how little is 
known about the tribe’s culture, 
Mrs. Stewart said that early 
tribesmen lived in log houses 
rather than tents. 

And she also noted that before 
the tribe moved west, the men 
wore turbans rather than the 
feathered headdress. 

Besides looking for 30 acres of 
land on which to erect a village, 
the chief and his wife have also 
been active in lobbying in the 
state legislature. 

The bill they’ve been involved 
with proposes giving every Indian 
tribe in Alabama equal represen- 

tation on the state’s Indian Af- 
fairs Commission. 

When they’re at home, 
Mrs.Stewart busies herself with 
Indian craftwork while the chief 
researchs various aspects of the 
Indian culture. 

His latest project is a study of 
the language. 

Before a heart condition forced 
him to slow down, the chief en- 
joyed taking part in Indian danc- 
ing when time allowed. 

Even though he won’t be able 
to participate, a 25 member 
dance team of Echota Cherokee 
will be performing some of the 
native dances at Brierfield Iron- 
works Park in Bibb County on 
May 1. 

Their performance will take 
place around noon. 

The event is the annual 
bluegrass celebration and arts 
and crafts exhibit which will be 
held April 30 - May 1. 

And if anyone is interested in 
Indian crafts, they’ll be able to 
pick some up at the Brierfield

Gas leak gives Vincent scare 


There were some tense 
moments in South Vincent last 
Wednesday. 

A high pressure natural gas 
regulator was ruptured when an 
18-wheel transport truck veered 


off Highway 25 and = smashed 
into it. 
Flames immediately started 


shooting from the line, and 
residents in the area feared a ma- 
jor explosion might take place. 
Destruction of the regulator 
meant that the full gas pressure 
of 175 pounds was released. 


City utility officials decided to 
let the gas burn until corrective 
measures could be taken. The fire 
continued for over an hour. 
Alabama Power Company 
workmen rushed to cut off power 
from lines above the burning gas. 
The situation was considered safe 
within an hour. 

The driver of the truck was 
taken to Brookwood Hospital for 
observation. 

People on the scene speculated he 
had fallen asleep as he was 
heading south on Highway 25 


near the intersection with county 
highway 62. The truck left the 
highway on the right, hit the gas 
regulator, crossed highway 62 
and overturned in a clump of 
trees. The truck was owned by 
McClendon Trucking Co. and 
was loaded with fiberglass insula- 
tion. 

County Commissioner J. 
Alpha Lowe and D.L. Spates, 
chairman of the Vincent Gas 
Board were on hand with state, 
county and city crews to control 
the situation. 


Knowles seeks second Ed term 


Shelby County Superintendent 
of Schools Charles Knowles an- 
nounced this week that he intends 
to seek re-election for a second 
four-year term. 

Knowles points to his record, 
saying, ‘‘We’ve made good pro- 
gress toward the goal I set when I 
took office.’’ That goal was and 
still is, he says, “Improved in- 
struction for all students who at- 
tend all Shelby County schools.”’ 

He listed several ways he feels 
progress has been made. For one, 
the California Achievement Tests 
show that county students are at 
or above the national norms. 
Another is that the curriculum 
has been enriched and course of- 
ferings have been increased. 
Guidance and counseling are now 
offered in grades 6 through 12, 
and physical education instruc- 
tion is now in all elementary 
schools. Shed 

He is proud that class size is 
down to 25, especially in grades 1 
and 2. 


Another improvement he says, 
is in the maintenance and condi- 
tion of the buildings and cam- 
puses. The urgency is gone, he 
says. ‘‘For the first time there is 
no known major roof leak in any 
school.’’ 


He credits the one cent sales 
tax that ‘‘showed the concern 
Shelby County citizens feel for 
their schools,’’ with helping the 
schools improve despite three 
years of proration of state funds. 

For the future, he believes, 
‘‘We could be on the threshhold 
of another building program, 
based on the oil lease windfall 
money, which could get us out of 
re-locatables and portables in the 
system.”’ 

Knowles adds, ‘‘l won’t be do- 
ing any politicking until after 
qualifying time,’’ (sometime in 
June). 

One other candidate, Dr. Nor- 
ma Rogers, has also announced 
that she will seek the post.

A Helena man was killed Fri- 
day morning in an industrial acci- 
dent at the Roberta plant of Mar- 
tin Marietta. The incident is 
under investigation by the com- 
pany and OSHA, the federal Oc- 
cupational, Safety and Health 
Administration. 

Funeral services for Timothy 
D. Yawn, 25, were held Monday 
morning at Jefferson Memorial 
Gardens South. 

Shelby County cornor Billy 
Thompson said Yawn apparently 
died by asphyxiation when the 
dumping pan door on a dumpster 
slammed shut on his neck. 

According to Thompson, 
Yawn had driven a one and a half 
ton lift truck to an isolated com- 
pany dump to dispose of a dump- 
ster full of refuse. When the man 
did not return for the 9:15 a.m. 
break, co-workers went to the 
dump and found him trapped in 
the closed door of the dumpster. 


Thompson said Yawn’s har- 
dhat and safety goggles were 
found inside the dumpster. 


The Roberta plant is located on 
Highway 25, just west of the 
Calera City Limits. Rescue 
workers from Shelco and a 
paramedic from Montevallo 
answered the call. Thompson 
said medical efforts at the scene, 
and later at the Shelby Medical 
Center emergency room, failed to 
revive the man. 


It appeared that he had been 
run over by the loaded trailer. 

The truck was headed toward 
Columbiana when it went off the 
left side of the road on the Calera 
side of the crossing. 

Although there were no 
witnesses to the accident, it ap- 
peared that Salyers saw the train 
too late to stop and swerved to 
avoid hitting it. 

According to reports, there 
was no mechanical failure in the 


truck which belonged to James 
Campbell! of Wilsonville. 


Funeral services for Salyers 


Thompson ruled the death ac- 
cidental.

Maylene gets blocked 


from holding vote 


The proposed City of Maylene 
has been sent back to the drawing 
board. The election for incor- 
poration of the community, 
originally set for last Saturday, 
was thwarted, nearly at the last 
moment, by attorneys represen- 
ting Alabaster. 

In a meeting Thursday morn- 
ing with Probate Judge Tommy 
Snowden, Sonny Conwill and Bill 
Justice successfully challenged 
Maylene’s petition. 

Representing Maylene at the 
meeting was Clay Gingo, who 
began the push for incorporation 
in February. At that time, Gingo 
explained to the Reporter that the 
drive for incorporation was 
undertaken to prevent attempts 
by Alabaster to annex the com- 


munity. 

Snowden said that at Thurs- 
day’s meeting, Conwill and 
Justice showed that the petition 
calling for the election did not 
have signatures from at least four 
voters in every quarter-quarter 
section within the proposed city 
limits. The limits take in eleven 
such sections. 

Snowden said that at least 44 
proper signatures would be re- 
quired to sign the petition. He 


estimated that less than 100 
residents lived in the Mayiene 
community. 


Before a new date can be set 
for the incorporation vote, 
Snowden said its supporters will 
have to present another petition 
that’s valid. 


Alabaster annexation election set 


Residents near Alabaster in the 
area that city wants to annex will 
at last get a chance to vote on 
whether or not they want to come 
into the city. 


The legislature passed the bill 
last Wednesday, and Probate 
Judge Tommy Snowden set an 
election date of May 15. 

Voters will go to the Elliott- 
sville Cumberland Presbyterian 
Church on Alabama Highway 
119 to cast their ballots. 

After legislators passed the bill 
with 1-65 as the amended boun- 


dary line on the east, they heard 
that the governor was sending it 
back with executive amendments. 

Representative Sonny Moore 
told the Reporter that the coun- 
ty’s legislative delegation had 
agreed to go along with the 
amendments. 

However the bill was not 
returned to the legislature and 
reportedly became law without 
the governor’s signature. 

Representative Jabo Waggoner 
told the Reporter last week that 
he had heard the executive 
amendments were to exclude five 


property owners along Highway 
119. 

That would have removed 
about 150 acres from the approx- 
imately !1 square miles that is 
now included in the proposed an- 
nexation area. 

Since the governor failed to 
act, those individuals are still i::- 
cluded in the annexation bill 
which takes in the subdivisions to 
the west and south of the present 
city limits.

Humane Society has 
plenty of work left 


Already the pet population has 
exploded to the level of 100 
million dogs and cats in the 
United States. And every 60 
minutes, 3,000 puppies and kit- 
tens are born. 

But half of these animals are, 
or become, homeless strays. 
Although two to three million 
pets are adopted each year from 
shelters, 13 million eventually 
have to be destroyed. 

These facts were pointed out at 
the first annual membership 
meeting of the Humane Society 
of Shelby County which met 
Monday night in Alabaster. The 
group has grown to 70 members 
and 40 people attended the 
meeting. The society presented 22 
awards and certificates of 
recognition at the meeting. 

Shelby County veterinarian 
Dr. Phillip Hubbard said 
educating the public to benefits 
of spaying, neutering and pet 
birth control pills was the key to 
controlling the population pro- 
blem. 

Ann Miller, who lives near 
Dunnavant and is director of 
Wildlife Rescue, Inc., gave a talk 
on preserving prey seeking birds. 


Pelham builds 


To prevent houses from burn- 
ing down, firefighters have to 
know more than how to turn ona 
hose. So, to keep its firemen on 
professsional toes, the Pelham 
Fire Department is building the 
C.E. Parker Memorial Training 
Center. 

The Montevallo Volunteer Fire 
Department has a training tower, 
but outside of Birmingham, the 
Pelham facility will be the first of 
its kind in the area, according to 
PFD Chief William Bryers. 

The center will have a 35-foot 
training tower, smoke maze, 
burn-building, burn-pit, drafting 
pit, and eventually a ‘‘Christmas 


tree’? and classrooms, Bryers 
said. 
The center is designed 


specifically for Pelham’s 19 paid 
and 15 volunteer firefighters. But 
Bryers said that under Pelham’s 
guidance, other departments in 
the county will be allowed to 
train there. 

So far, only $2,500 has been 
spent on the facility, Bryers said. 
Most of the equipment and 
materials were donated, and the 
firefighters provided manual 
labor. The city donated four 


One of the benefits to the ecology 
these birds provide is the control 
of rodents, she said. 

She encouraged the use of the 
320-6189 wildlife hotline, which 
can be called for help if someone 
finds an injured wild animal. 

Sylvia Worrell, of Birm- 
ingham, a strong benefactor of 
the Humane Society, was the 
guest of honor at the meeting. 

She complimented the society 
for its excellant work, but noting 
the scope of these problems, she 
added, ‘‘Frankly, you haven’t 
done enough, yet.’’ 

Executive Director Anne 
Speakman said that the group’s 
top humanitarian award was 
named in honor of Sylvia Worrell 
for her world-wide contributions 
to animals. 

The award was split between 
the Riverchase and Birmingham 
South councils of the South Cen- 
tral Bell Telephone Pioneers of 
America. During the year, the 
groups donated several pieces of 
equipment. 

The society’s media award was 
split between Maryann Antonio 
of Channel 13 and Mary Gaines 
of Channel 6.

Brenda Lee, Director of Shelby 
County’s Attention Home, told 
the County Commission Monday 
that the home has the ‘“‘best 
record in the United States’’ for 
helping the young people who are 
sent there. 

She said that of 351 youngsters 
who were handled as out-patients 
last year, only 8 had to go to 
juvenile court. 

That’s a 98% record, she 
noted. She claims that juvenile 
delinquency has been lowered in 


"Shelby County by 44%. 


But federal and state funding 
for the home is being cut com- 
pletely, she pointed out, and she 
is making every effort to raise the 
additional $35,000 it will take to 
keep the home going in the next 
fiscal year. 

She and the staff already raised 
a similar sum to continue the 
home’s operation this year. 

She noted that contributions of 
food from churches has helped 
cut the food bill by $200 per 
month. Many other individuals, 
industries, and groups are help- 
ing by giving money or offering 
services, she said. 

Miss Lee said her staff of four 
is not asking for any raises this 
year. 

As a means of comparing the 
value of keeping the Attention 


Home open, she quoted the 
following figures: It costs 
$14,000 per year to keep a child 
in Youth Services at Mt. Meigs or 
Chalkville. If they are not 
rehabilitated, it costs $22,000 per 


year to keep them in prison. 
‘‘We keep them for $197 per 
month,”’ she said. (This would 
work out to $2,364 per year, but 
the youths are seldom kept more 
than three months before they are 


considered ready to go home to 
their families.) 

The County Commission has 
the home in its budget at $15,000 
per year. 


House destroyed near Calera; 


fire department stays at home 


A house about a mile north of 
Calera off U.S. 31 was destroyed 
by fire Sunday night. 

The call was phoned in around 
9:30 p.m., but before the fire 
trucks rolled, it was discovered 
that the house was not inside the 
city limits, according to CVFD 
Chief James Miles.

The County Commission spent 
another lengthy session last Fri- 
day talking about space problems 
in the courthouse. 

Discussions have been going on 
for almost three years amid prop- 
gsals to build an agri-center 
building or an administrative 
building. 

The new discussion was spark- 
ed by the fact that the former 
Strickland’s Chevrolet building 
in Columbiana is now available 
for lease. Representatives of the 
five agriculture-related agencies 
were on hand. The five are: Ex- 
tension Service, Farmers Home 
Administration, Agriculture 


Stablilization and Conservation 
Service, Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice and Forestry Division. 

Commission chairman Tommy 
Snowden noted that the Exten- 
sion Service is the only one of 
these agencies that the county has 
to provide space for. All the 
others are paying rent for the 
space they occupy in the cour- 
thouse or the Food Stamp 
building. 

But the rent they pay does not 
equal what the county would 
have to pay if it leased the 
Strickland building as an agri- 
center. The total the county now 
gets is a little over $500 a month, 


or $4.50 per square foot. Bill 
Strickland told the group he did 
not have exact figures, but that 
the total rent for his buildi ing 
would be over $2,800 per month. 

Jim Braden, president of the 
county Cattlemen’s Association 
was enthusiastic about grouping 
all agricultural agencies together 
and promised the cattlemen 
would help with expenses if they 
could have a big space available 
for 4-H steer shows, horse shows 
and training classes. 

Attorney Tommy Harrison

A woman who faced life 
behind bars became a woman 
with a mission when she was 
released from prison after serving 
only four years. 


Speaking to members of 
Shelby County’s Christian Law 
Enforcement Fellowship Thurs- 
day evening, Mary Kay Mahaffey 
told of the miraculous things that 
happened to her after she ac- 
cepted Chirst in prison. 


After an unprecedented early 
parole, Mahaffey earned a degree 
in secondary education and 
psychology and went on to com- 
plete an MA in counseling. 

The former inmate now works 
in prison ministries. 

Before her marriage to an ex- 
convict, Mahaffey told her au- 
dience that she had been a 
registered nurse. 

Following her husband into a 
life of crime, Mahaffey related 
that she became a safe cracker 
and her name was placed on the 
FBI’s wanted list. 


After being arrested, she was 
sentenced to 21 years in Alabama 
and other states dropped their 
charges against her. 

Recounting some of the 
unusual things that happened 
after her conversion, Mahaffey 
said she was the first inmate ever 
allowed out of maximum security 
to be baptized. 

And another first she mention- 
ed, was her reclassification for 
parole three years early. 

In 1980, she told the law en- 
forcement group, she was given a 
full pardon including the restora- 
tion of all civil rights.

Pelham garden grows

Clarence Ellison never puts a 
hoe in his garden, he said. Yet, 
the neat rows and smooth mid- 
dles stay free of grass and weeds. 

**1 do everything with the tiller 
-- from plowing to weeding,’’ 
said the Pelham gardener. He 
demonstrated the way he turns 
and tilts the tiller so the blades get 
close to the plants, taking out 
grass and throwing soil close 
around the roots and lower por- 
tion of the plants. 

He plants in rows far enough 
apart for the tiller to move bet- 
ween them and have plenty of 
room to maneuver, he said. 

When planting, he lays off 
rows with the tiller then works in 
fertilizer. He uses the commercial 
type as well as barnyard fertilizer 
and sawdust. After the plants 
come up, he then ‘‘side dresses,”’ 
them, by scattering fertilizer on 
the soil near, but not touching, 
the young, tender plants and 
working it into the soil. 

Last fall he scattered 
agricultural lime over his garden 
spot and turned it under with the 
tiller, so the soil would be ready 
for early planting.

Frances Wilson says someone 
may break in her Columbiana 
house and kill her. But they sure 
won’t take her social security 
money, by George!. 

Why? Because she takes ad- 
vantage of Direct Deposit and her 
check automatically goes Straight 
into her checking (or Savings) ac- 
count every month. 

“I can’t praise Direct Deposit 
enough,”’ she proclaims. ‘I was 
one of the first people to sign up 
for it. It saves me money because 
I won’t write a check for 
everything I see. But if I had the 
cash, I’d haul off and buy it!’’ 

Mrs. Wilson isn’t the only one 
who saves money by using Direct 
Deposit. Uncle Sam saves, too. 
By the bundles. 

According to the Department 
of the Treasury, the 16 million in- 
dividuals who used Direct 
Deposit last year saved the 
government $27 million in tax 
money.

Pelham garden grows 
without using a hoe 


by Shelba Nivens 

Clarence Ellison never puts a 
hoe in his garden, he said. Yet, 
the neat rows and smooth mid- 
dles stay free of grass and weeds. 

**I do everything with the tiller 
-- from plowing to weeding,”’ 
said the Pelham gardener. He 
demonstrated the way he turns 
and tilts the tiller so the blades get 
close to the plants, taking out 
grass and throwing soil close 
around the roots and lower por- 
tion of the plants. 

He plants in rows far enough 
apart for the tiller to move bet- 
ween them and have plenty of 
room to maneuver, he said, 

When planting, he lays off 
rows with the tiller then works in 
fertilizer. He uses the commercial 
type as well as barnyard fertilizer 
and sawdust. After the plants 
come up, he then ‘‘side dresses,’’ 
them, by scattering fertilizer on 
the soil near, but not touching, 
the young, tender plants and 
working it into the soil. 

Last fall he scattered 
agricultural lime over his garden 
spot and turned it under with the 
tiller, so the soil would be ready 
for early planting. 

Ellison says he begins his 
garden early each year so he can 
get it harvested before the 
weather gets hot during the sum- 
mer. 

While the weather is still cool, 
he plants seed such as cabbage, 
tomatoes, pepper, cucumber and 

squash in inside boxes. By the 
time the soil is warm enough for 
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planting, he has small plants 
ready for transplanting to the 
garden outside. 

The Ellisons are already eating 
lettuce, onions, turnip greens, 
spinach and radishes from the 
garden. They expect to have 
potatoes, peppers and carrots ina 
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few days. 

Beet, pinto bean, English pea, 
cabbage, tomato, squash and 
cucumber plants are already 
growing in the Ellison garden. A 
little later he plans to plant peas, 
okra, lima beans and possibly a 
few other things.

Frances Wilson Says someone 
may break in her Columbiana 
house and kill her. But they sure 
won’t take her social security 
money, by George!. 

Why? Because she takes ad- 
vantage of Direct Deposit and her 
check automatically goes Straight 
into her checking (or Savings) ac- 
count every month. 

“I can’t praise Direct Deposit 
enough,”’ she proclaims. ‘‘I was 
one of the first people to sign up 
for it. It saves me money because 
I won’t write a check for 
everything I see. But if I had the 
cash, I’d haul off and buy it!”’ 

Mrs. Wilson isn’t the only one 
who saves money by using Direct 
Deposit. Uncle Sam saves, too. 
By the bundles. 

According to the Department 
of the Treasury, the 16 million in- 
dividuals who used Direct 
Deposit last year saved the 
government $27 million in tax 
money. Instead of paying for 
checks, envelopes, mailing and 
processing, that money was 
pumped back into the various 
program agencies for future 
payments. 

Furthermore, the government 
estimates that if all 31 million 
federal check recipients used 


Direct Deposit, it could have sav- 
éd $65 million last year. 
With this sort of incentive, and 


Social Security, the treasury 
department plans to make a 
strong push for Direct Deposit. 
Along with June checks, reci- 
pients will receive an insert en- 
couraging them to participate in 
the program. 

But Direct Deposit, for one 
reason or another, apparently 
isn’t for everyone. 

“I don’t think I'd be interested 
in it,’’ Columbianian Coy 
Hughes said. ‘‘I pay for things in 
cash, and besides it’s all gone as 
soon as it comes in.”’ 

“*I’d just as soon mine come to 
the post office,” said Mrs. 
Luther Curlee. ‘I get several 
other checks at once and deposit 
them all at the same time.’’ 

‘We just didn’t want our 
check that way (Direct 
Deposit),’’ Nora Talton of 
Kingdom said. ‘‘We’ve always 
taken it straight to the bank and 
deposited it or done what we 
wanted to with it.’’ 

Edna Verchot told the 
Reporter, ‘‘I never thought too 
much about it. I need the exercise 
and it’s a nice walk to the bank in 
Columbiana.’’ 

“‘But maybe I should think 
about using this Direct Deposit,’’ 
Mrs. Verchot said when some of 
the benefits of the program were 
explained to her.

Knife selection 
can be confusing 


by Earl Franklin Kennamer 

Anglers usually don’t take 
guns along on fishing trips. 
Nimrods won’t be saddled with 
fishing gear. Campers aren't 
necessarily interested in either 
guns or tackle. 

However, there is one item all 
weet keep handy and use regular- 
y. 
A knife. 

When you select a knife or 
knives, always buy the best you 
can afford. 

Until the past 25 or 30 years, 
the standard knife was a simple 
pocketknife with two blades, or 
possibly a single bladed Barlow, 

In the past generation we have 
seen an almost unprecedented im- 
provement in knives for out- 
doorsmen, Not only have we seen 
new developments in design. 
There has been an updating in 
quality and most of all, an explo- 
sion of model types, sizes, and 
numbers of manufacturers. 

The maker of handmade 
knives has become popular for 
his individual patterns, types of 
steel, etc. 

Today, knives are specialty in- 
struments. There is the trapper’s 
model by Queen, Case Ka-Bar 
and others. There are knives 
manufactured just for fishermen. 
‘Case makes a special all metal 
knife for fly fishermen, with 
scissors, screwdriver, pen blade, 
hook disgorger and hook file. 

The outdoorsman has various 
types to choose from. The fixed 
blade sheath knife was once the 
choice of the discriminating 
hunter. 

The sheath knife may have 
become popular from the past 
century’s publicity about the 
original knife invented by Co. 
James Bowie of Alamo fame. 

There’s nothing wrong with a 
sheath knife except it’s a bit 
awkward to carry comfortably in 
its scabbard on your trouser belt. 

The newest and probably most 
favorable development in design 
is the lock blade. This is a knife 
which comes in an assortment of 
sizes from a pen blade you can 
hide in the palm of your hand to 
the monster with a blade that 
could double in brass as a sword. 

However, the popular standby 
is still the pocket knife, usually 


with two blades. The tendency in 
design now seems to lean towards 
diversification -- a knife with 
multi elements. 
During the past year one of my 
favoriteshas been the genuine 
original Swiss Army knife. I 
prefer it to all others if I’m 
limited to one knife, simply 
because the one I have is a small 
tool box meshed into one com- 
pact handful. 

Until recently I didn’t know 
that there are only two authoriz- 
ed manufacturers of Swiss Army 
knives — the Victorinox and the 
Wanger. 

Both brands include several 
models; the more expensive 
models having extra tools. 


There are two cutting blades of 
excellent stainless steel. 

There are four screwdrivers, 
including a Phillips. Other 
elements include a corkscrew, can 
opener, cap lifter, wire stripper, 
reamer, scissors sharp enough to 
cut cloth edges of frayed trouser 
cuffs and also trim the taped 
edges of my mouth turkey callers, 
a magnifying glass I’ve used to 
read details on a small scale coun- 
ty map issued by a timber com- 
pany. There is a wood saw, a fish 
scaler, a hook disgorger, a ruler 
in inches and in centimeters, a 
nail file along with a metal file, 
fingernail cleaner and a metal 
saw. 

I recommend that all knife 
makers include snap rings to pre- 
vent loss. 

I use practically all my knives, 
if not daily, at least weekly. They 
are always available in the kit- 
chen for cutting meat, trimming 
ore and fruit and dressing 
fish. 


A good knife should last you 
forever.

she is finding that she just can’t 
cope any more. 

There is someone who can 
help, if she can just manage a 
telephone call to 668-1313. 

That number is the emergency 
service line of the Chilton-Shelby 
Mental Health Center which 
operates 24 hours a day with 
qualified personnel answering the 
phone. 

The staff which handles the 
calls all have degrees in 
psychology, psychiatric social 
work or counseling. 

The type of calls they generally 
receive, concern anxiety or 
depression, behavioral problems, 
psychosis, substance abuse, fami- 
ly problems, physical abuse and 


suicide. 

Center Director Jerry Jackson 
talked with the Reporter recently 
to illustrate how these calls are 
handled. 

He pointed out, however, that 
any comments he made would 
concern hypothetical situations. 

For anxiety and depression, 
Jackson said, ‘*Every case is dif- 
ferent, depending on the in- 
dividual and its seriousness. But, 
a lot of times this can be handled 
over the phone.”’ 

Jackson stated that the general 
procedure is to discuss the pro- 
blem with the individual, assess 
its seriousness and go from there. 

He said, ‘‘If we can deal with 
them we do. If we are not able to, 
I would think we would send so- 
meone out to meet them 
somewhere.’’ 

He commented that telephoned 
advice is usally given but if the 
situation warrants, an appoint-

Wilsonville plant gets 8.5 million grant 


The Department of Energy and 
Electric Power Research Institute 
has awarded $8.5 million to 
Southern Company Services for 
the operation of its synthetic fuel 
plant in Wilsonville. 

The contract runs from April 
1, 1982 to January 31, 1983, and 
covers research and develoment 
of a process for converting coal 
to liquid fuel. The contract was 
announced March 31 by 
Alabama Senator Jeremiah Den- 
ton. 

‘*The Wilsonville facility is one 
of the best synthetic plants in the 
country and I am extremely pro- 
ud it is in Alabama,’’ Denton 
said. ‘‘It is fortunate that the 
department of energy is releasing 
such substantial funds for this 
project.” 

In operation as a Solvent 
Re fined Coal (SRC) pilot plant 
since 1974, the Wilsonville facili- 
ty was instrumental in the 
development of a solid, clean 
burning, synthetic fuel from raw 
coal for use in the the production 
of electricity. 

In August of 1981, the plant 
added advanced coal liquefaction 
capabilities which further process 
SRC-1 into liquid fuels. Accor- 
ding to Southern Company 
research engineer Tom Johnson, 


the process basically involves 
reheating the SRC to a molten 
stage and adding hydrogen to it 
to drive out mineral residues. 

The plant produces some 


_ 


dozen barrels of liquid fuel per 
day, and has capabilities for up 
to 17 barrels per day. Johnson 
said the fuel is used for analysis 
purposes, and as such he said the 
company’s end product is 
knowledge as opposed to a com- 
modity. 

“The thrust of our work is 
two-fold,” Johnson said. ‘‘Our 
near-term goal is to develop utili- 
ty fuels for use in producing elec- 
tricity. In the future we hope to 
produce synthetic crude oil for 
transportation uses.’’ 

Such synthetic crude, Johnson

enough counseling to get them 
through the night until they can 
get to a hospital for medication 
to control their depression or get 
involved with some intensive 
treatment.”’ 

About behavior problems 
“Some people call us and say, 


‘My uncle visiting from Florida: 


has all of a sudden become ill and 
is breaking the furniture.’’ 

**In a situation like that we 
recommend that the person mak- 
ing the call phone the police. We 
would then contact the police and 
find out what happened.”’ 

The center cooperates with the 
sheriff’s office and police in 
every Shelby County city to 
evaluate jailed people who are 
suspected of mental problems. 

Jackson also reported that the 
center works closely with the pro- 
bate court on commitments. 

He emphasized that the mental 
health center has no legal power 
in these matters. 

He commented, ‘‘People don’t 
understand our role. We can’t 
just pick anyone up because that 
is a legitimate police function. 

‘The center can only make 
recommendations to the family 
and consult with the police.” 

For severe mental illness, 
Jackson said that if a person has 
insurance and is willing to go, 
‘*‘We can refer them to a hospital 
and make arrangements.”’ 

“If a person doesn’t have 
money but is a veteran, we can 
get him into the Veterans 
Hospital in Tuscaloosa.”’ 

“If a person doesn’t have 
money or insurance and is not a 
veteran, we can get them into a 
local hospital as an indigent. 
We’ve had good luck in this.” 

In the event that a person will 
not go to a hospital on his own, 
Jackson stated, ‘‘He must be 
picked up by police and by court 

action transferred to a hospital.”’ 

*‘Commitment is a legal deci- 
sion. We would evaluate the pa- 
tient and give the family step by 
step instructions.”’ 

For substance abuse, family

problems, or physical abuse calls, 
Jackson said that police can be 
called or referrals made for 
hospital care. 

Abused women are often ad- 
vised to run first and then call the 
police. - : 

For abused children or elderly 
persons, the Department of Pen- 
sions and Security has have legal 
power. 

In cases where suicide is a 
possibility, Jackson said, ‘‘We 
would do everything possible to 
save life.”’ 

“In some cases, people are 
trusting and open. They will tell 
you their name, where they live 
and phone number.”’ 

He stated that many times such 
calls are a cry for help and if the 
caller can be given something to

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Heflin aims bill 


at lowering home cost 


U.S. Senator Howell Heflin 
(D-Ala) says a resurgence in the 
housing industry would cause a 
ripple effect throughout the na- 
tion’s economy that could 
stimulate a general economic 
recovery. He made the point ata 
statewide forest industry meeting 
last week 

“It is absolutely essential to 
any short-term, as well as long- 
term improvement in our 
economy, that the housing in- 
dustry be restored to a base of 
prosperity as soon as possible,’’ 
Heflin said. 

“*Shy-high interest rates grow- 
ing out of sky-high budget 
deficits are literally robbing our 
nation of its economic well-being 
and are bringing the housing in- 
dustry in particular to its knees,”’ 
he said. 


Heflin told the forestry group 
that he has joined Indiana 
Senator Richard Lugar in spon- 
soring a bill in the Senate that will 
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make homeownership more af- 
fordable and increase employ- 
ment in the housing industry by 
stimulating home construction. 

Heflin termed the bill a 
“one-time stimulus’’ to the hous- 
ing industry that would enable a 
half million Americans to pur- 
chase homes at reduced interest 
rates. 

Heflin explained that the 
Lugar-Heflin housing bill would 
subsidize interest rates by four 
percent or the difference between 
the market rate and 11 percent, 
whichever is less. 

“The revenue raised from the 
bill would exceed the cost of the 
program and the government will 
recapture its full investment upon 
resale or refinancing of the 
home,’”’ Heflin said. ‘‘The hous- 
ing program would be both self- 
supporting and self-liquidating.’’ 

‘There is no room for partisan 
political maneuvering in this 
crucial undertaking,’’ warned 
Heflin, a Democrat.

But today, the center-stage of 
the computer market is, by all 
counts, the microcomputer. This 
is the machine that is finding its 
way more and more into small 
businesses, the machine that 
market analysts are predicting 
will someday be in your home. 

Down to about the size of a 
medium TV set with a typerwriter 
keyboard--and still shrinking-- 
the computer’s bulk has been 
dramaticlally reduced since the 
days of the 18,000 tube dinosaurs 
of the ’50’s. Perhaps even more 
dramatic is that today, for $3500, 
you can get a more powerful 
computer than you could 20 years 
ago for $500,000. 


Furthermore, micro-computers 
have been simplified from the 
complicated days of ‘‘machine 
language,” making them more 
down-to-earth for everyday of- 
fice use. 


The first computers in Shelby 
County were understandably us- 
ed by large corporations, the 
hospital and local government. 
The microcomputer is changing 
this. Doctors, lawyers, insurance 
agents, grocers and other 
businesses are turning more and 


Exhibitors prepare 


more to the micro-computer to 
handle billings and accounts, case 
records and inventories. 

A survey taken last fall by 
business and office occupation 
teachers at Shelby County Area 
Vocational School revealed that 
17 of 31 companies responding to 
the questionaire used micro- 
computers or computerized word 
processors in their business. 
Another trend the survey showed 
was that most of these businesses 
did not have personnel hired sole- 
ly for computer work, but that 
several people in the office made 
use of the machine. 


‘*Businesses are going to 
microcomputers to process their 
paperwork,” says office occupa- 
tions teacher Darlene Rasco. ‘‘To 
keep our students up with this, 
we felt we had to go to on-hands 
computer training.”’ 

The developing trend, she ex- 
plains, is that businesses will ex- 
pect clerical workers to be as well 
versed in key-punch/data entry 
skills as they are in typing. 

Although many businesses 
recognize the potential of micro- 
computers, apparently the time is 
not quite ripe for the ‘‘electronic

The accounting and planning 
firm of Ernst and Whinney, in 
conjunction with SMC officials, 
spent nearly a year preparing a 
detailed, 200-page plan to cap- 
ture this market, and to keep 
SMC viable in the competitive 
world of health care services.

However, he pointed out that a 
second survey of many of the 
same people made since January, 
showed that perception of the 
hospital is improving. 

“The future looks bright for 
Shelby Medical Center,”’ Sather 
said. ‘‘But we still have ground to 
make up.’”’

‘The strength of the hospital is 
from its primary care physicians. 
Get those and the specialists will 
follow,’’ Phillips said. ‘‘But we 
need to move fast because people 
in Birmingham (at competing 
hospitals) are hot on our necks.”’ 

It was pointed out that more 
than 300 patients per year are 
referred to other hospitals for 
open heart surgery and 
angiography, a process for detec- 
ting clogged arteries. 

Sather recommended as a top 
priority that SMC obtain an 
angiograph/cardiac catheteriza- 
tion unit and hire a fulltime car- 
diologist. He also recommended 
a wellness center, a health educa- 
tion and exercise facility, and 
training and equipment for 
emergency medical groups in the 
county. 

Planer Travis Kirkpatrick said 
that if you don’t have money, 
you can’t compete with other 
hospitals. He encouraged the 
group, saying, ‘Shelby Medical 
Center is in a good, sound fiscal 
position. But the key decisions 
you make today, will affect 
where you are 15 or 20 years 
down the road.” 

According to Kirkpatrick and 
hospital financial director Gene 
Taylor, SMC grossed $25 million 
in revenues last year, gets a 20% 


- 1s ‘ground to make up’ 


return on its equity, and shows a 
5% profit. 

To keep SMC competitive and 
in the black, Norman Price, 
hospital director of corporate 
development, outlined a basic 
problem solving plan that includ- 
ed developing priorities, specify- 
ing courses of action, and setting 
timetables. 

“But a plan is of little good if 
you don’t take any action,’’ he 
said. 

Hospital information director 
Sue Ann Henderson said SMC is 
trying to bring its image up to its 
level of service. Six radio adver- 
tisements are currently being 
aired and tv spots will follow in 
July, she said. 

Publications and promotions, 
such as the free health screening 
service which reached 1,000 peo- 
ple, are also being used, Hender- 
son said. 

During Sather’s presentation, 
Alabaster, Montevallo and north 
Shelby were singled out as key 
potential patient areas that need 
to be better tapped. Sather said 
53% of Alabaster, 46% of 
Montevallo and 5% of River- 
chase residents now use SMC. 

The greatest market penetra- 
tion is in Columbiana, where 
72% of the people use SMC. 
Sather listed market penetration 
in other areas as follows: Helena 
25%, Saginaw 64%, Wilton

Developers draw ire in Helena

The Helena Council had both 
its hands and meeting chamber 
full Monday night. 

Ten visitors crammed in the 
room as the council tangled with 
problem developers, toothless 
zoning laws, neighborhood 
chickens, neighborhood speeders 
and telephone costs. 

The city first attacked the pro- 
blem of developers who litter in 
Dearing Downs and Fox Haven. 
In April the council wrote letters 
to Jack Harris and Federal Home 
Builders requesting them to rid 
their subdivisions of construction 
debris. 

But Monday, Dearing Downs 
residents Mike and Fran Hughes, 
and councilman James Kwater 
said the developers had neglected 
to act on the matter. 

Kwater urged the council to 
fine the developers up to $100 a 
day if the lots were not cleaned 
up within a week. 

But the city has no laws that 
cover littering on private proper- 
ty. As an alternative, Mayor 
Charles Penhale suggested that 
the city clean up the lots, then 
refuse final inspection on the 
houses until the developers reim- 
burse the city. 

Police Chief Gary Carter said 
that a Federal Homes Builders 
spokesman had told him Fox 
Haven would be cleaned up 
“*before too long.”’ 

“Tl have a problem with their 


idea of what ‘before too long’ 
is,’” Kwater said. He moved that 
the seven day limit be applied to 
Penhale’s suggestion, and city 
clerk Frances Parrish said she 
would notify the developers by 
certified letters. 

The problem of chickens in 
residentially zoned Sunnybrook, 
where homes are valued at 
$75,000 and more, was brought 
up by Jim Duggers and several 
other residents of the subdivi- 
sion. 

Duggers claimed that a 
neighbor, Curtis Mims, was in 


violation of city zoning laws by 
keeping a coop of chickens in his 
yard. 

The council and mayor noted 
that Helena zoning laws did not 
specify that chickens couldn’t be 
kept in residential areas. Drug- 
gers suggested taking the issue to 
court. 

But councilman Ron Erwin 
read an opinion from city at- 
torney Frank Ellis, Jr. which said 
the city problably has no legal 
grounds to remove the chickens 
since they aren’t being raised

Voters approve fire district 


Voters turned out Saturday to 
approve the creation of a Cahaba 
Valley fire district by a solid 11 to 
one margin. 

The official results, released 
Monday afternoon by the pro- 
bate judge’s office, showed 88 
votes in favor of the fire district, 
and eight votes against it. 

The legal name of the public 
corporation is the Cahaba Valley 
Fire and Emergency Medical 
District. 

A poll worker at the Cahaba 
Valley fire station, where the 
voting took place, told the 
Reporter late Saturday morning 
that the issue was drawing a 
heavier area turnout than the last 
presidential election. Vergie 
Sheets said 43 residents had voted 
on the issue by 11:30 a.m. 

Voting was limited to residents 
inside the proposed 25 square 
mile district, which is generally 
bordered by U.S. 280, the Jeffer- 
son County line, and the ridge of 
Oak Mountain. An estimated 160 
families live there, but county 
and fire district officals have no 
exact population figures for the 
area. 

Board trustee Walter Cornelius 
said the new district hopes to 
build a fire department the peo- 
ple will be proud of, ‘‘but we 
have a job ahead of us. No 


School board gets flak over bare agenda 


The bare bones agenda handed 
out at last Tuesday’s Board of 
Education meeting drew flak 
from those in the audience. 

What was different about the 
agenda was the omission of 
names under the item on person- 
nel actions. 

When one member of the au- 
dience questioned the new for- 
mat, board chairman Barbara 
Whitman explained that the 
agenda is now being sent to the 


schools prior to the meeting.

With the agenda now going to

Speculating that such informa- 
tion might constitute an invasion 
of privacy, Knowles said the 
board’s attorney would be con- 
sulted. 

But the superintendent was 
challenged when he reported that 
names were omitted from the 
agenda given to superintendents 
at state board of education 
meetings.

US 280 to open through Chelsea 


The frustration of slow moving 
traffic on U.S. 280 is targeted for 
relief next week. 

According to highway project 
director Johnny House, the new 
six-mile section of 280 from 
Chelsea to Highway 41 
(Dunnavant Road) is expected to 
open Tuesday. House said the 
opening hinges on good working 
weather this week. 

Congested traffic was eased a 
little on April 27 when the state 
opened a short stretch of four- 
lane south of Cahaba Valley 
Road. The opening of the 
Chelsea section will complete 
four-laning from Harpersville to 
Birmingham, with the exception 
of one short detour. 

House said 280 traffic will be 
detoured to two lanes for a 
quarter-mile at the intersection of 
Highway 41. He estimated that 
the detour, the finishing touches 
to 280, and the rest area on Oak 
Mountain will be completed by

Under 
Chief Gulledge, the department 
currently has a dozen active 
volunteers, a certified first level 
EMT, one serviceable pumper 
truck and a woods truck. 

Trustees for the new district 
are Earl Bailey, J.H. Bailey, 
Braxton Taylor, Gulledge and 
Cornelius. 

Poll workers for the election 
were Sheets, Mildred Wallace, 
Paula Wills and Beverly Gard- 
ner, Probate Judge Tommy 
Snowden said the new district will 
be responsible for paying for the 
election. The cost, he said, would 
probably be ‘‘less than $2,000.’’ 

The election form listed five 
points for voter consideration.

It will be a new round of 
money for deputies in the 
sheriff’s department come Oc- 
tober 1. 

The raise will make the county 
deputies among the highest paid 
law enforcement officers in the 
state. 

Tommy Flowers, Chief of the 
classification and pay section of 
the State Personnel Department, 
confirmed to the Reporter Tues- 
day that the recently passed 11 
percent raise for state employees 
would also be paid to state 


troopers. 

Since Shelby County’s deputies 
are paid on the trooper pay scale, 
they will also get the raise. 

The news came as a surprise to 
county commissioners who had 
been told the raise would not in- 
clude state troopers. The com- 
missioners have complained for 
years that state-mandated raises 
are unfair when the county is 
forced to pay them whether it has 
the funds or not. In recent years 
the tight county budgets have 
forced delay of several projects in 
order to meet the sheriff’s 


payroll. 

Last October 1, when the coun- 
ty budget had been approved, the 
state gave a last minute raise to 
troopers, and this in turn threw 
the county operating budget out 
of line by well over $100,000. No 
raises were given to any other 
state employees at the time, and 
Shelby County was unable to 
grant raises to any other county 
employees. 

The new round of raises will 
give annual salaries of $35,036 
each to Chief Deputy James 
Jones and Chief Investigator 


Reed Smith. 

The sheriff's salary, under pro- 
visions of a new bill just passed 
by the legislature would go to 
$40,291.44. The new bill provides 
that the sheriff should get 15 per- 
cent more than his chief deputy. 

County Commissioner Harold 
Davenport said, when the 
Reporter called him about the 
raise, ‘‘Good Heavens, it’s going 
to break the county up, if we 
don’t get out from under the state 
trooper pay scale. I[’ll do 
everything I can to get the princi- 
ple changed,’’

Instead of reporting new pro- 
posals, the board of education’s 
committee on salary, expense and 
fringe benefits merely gave a 
synopsis of their work at last 
Tuesday’s meeting. 

The two proposals for teachers 
and the three for administrators 
were turned over to the board for 
study and it was indicated the 
item would be carried over to 
next month’s agenda. 

Pointing out that support per- 
sonnel had not been included in 
the study, Superintendent of 
Education Charles Knowles said 
that a committee would be form- 
ed to make recommendations for 
those employees. 

ESPO representative Virginia 
Sharpe was quick to ask that 
Rose Jones, the local president of 
that organization be made a 
member of the committee. 

The initial effort to upgrade 
the school system in order to at- 
tract and keep quality people was 
begun last October. 

Knowles observed that the way 
to improve instructional oppor- 
tunities for students is to 
“employ the best possible peo- 
ple.’’

Vern Davis formed his committee 
which studied ways to make the 
Shelby County system com- 
petitive with others in the state. 

The committee was made up of 
two representatives from the 
elementary, middle and high 
schools, administrators and the 
central staff. 

Knowles pointed out, however, 
that before any of the commit- 
tee’s recommendations can be 
carried out, certain factors will 
have to be taken into considera- 
tion. 

He mentioned the state educa- 
tion budget, the local budget, the 
effects of the state reappraisal 
program and the current use bill 
on local renenues. 

The board’s finance coor- 


programs he offered at the open-

on the Current Use bill; and he 
had to compromise on both the 
general fund and education 
budgets. 


Down but not out, on the mor- 
ning after the session adjourned 
James promised that he would try 
again to get legislation to modify 
state retirement benefits and 
Teduce the number of state 
holidays.

The FBI suggested that the 
U.S. Attorney be contacted. 

U.S. Attorney Frank 
Donaldson was not in. His office 
personnel stated that it could 
make no comments and that the 
court records showed nothing. 

U.S. Circuit Clerk James 
Vandergrift reported that he had 
no indictments against Sam 
Fiorella in the past year. 

Bud Henry of the U.S. At- 
torney’s Criminal Division told 
this newspaper that he could 
make no comments at all.

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Pelham stuck between water and dry spot

The Pelham council is stuck 
between a water table and a dry 
spot. 


Three weeks ago the city drilled 
into a water table in Indian Hills 
which engineers predict can easily 
provide 2,000 gallons per minute- 
~enough to double the city’s cur- 
rent water pumping capacity. 

However, Mayor Burk 
Dunaway told the council Mon- 
day that the health department 
has at least temporarily limited 
the well to pumping 1,000 gallons 
per minute. Officials will monitor 
the well during the summer, then 
decide whether or not to allow 


2,000 gallons to be pumped, he 
said. 

Unless the city buys a half-mile 
of large size mains, it can only 
pump 700 gallons per minute 
from the new well through ex- 
isting water lines in the area, 
Dunaway said. Still, some sort of 
a pump will be needed before any 
water can be tapped from the 
well. 

Dunaway posed the following 
questions: 

*Should the city be optimistic 
and sink $50,000 into a 2,000 
galion pump and motor, and 
$150,000 for the additional 
mains? 

*Or, should it purchase or 


lease a smaller unit and fittings 
for $60,000 in case health of- 
ficials permanently limit the well 
to 1,000 gallons? 

elf the city bets on the lower 
limit, larger mains will still have 
to be installed to pipe the needed 
difference between the current 
700 gallon piping capacity and 
1,000 gallons. ‘*Do we go large or 
small?’’ Dunaway asked. 

Also bearing on the decision is 
the fact that the water rate hike 
has only brought in an additional 
$42,000 in the three months since 
it’s been in effect--about a 40% 
increase in revenues. (Dunaway 
said the 14% increase he related 
two weeks ago to the Reporter 


had been a mistake on his part.) 

Counting $30,000 of FHA 
money, the city has already spent 
$84,000 drilling the Indian Hills 
and a 250 gallon per minute well 
on Highway 119. The pump, 
pump house, and lines for the 119 
well total another $60,000. 

Dunaway estimated that com- 
pletion of both wells and mains 
for a 2,250 gallon capacity would 
cost $400,000. The city also 
wants another storage tank in the 
future. 


Without the improvemnts, 
Pelham stands to have more un- 
popular water restrictions 
enacted this summer.

Shelby Medical Center has roll- 
ed up its legal sleeves for a court 
batile to halt St. Vincent’s plans 
for medical facilities in north 
Shelby. 

At a meeting last Thursday 
night in Birmingham, the 
hospital board voted unanimous- 
ly to seek an injunction to thwart 
the Birmingham hospital’s plans 
for health facilities in Shelby 
County. St. Vincent’s has multi- 
stage plans for a doctor’s office, 
retirement home and 120-bed 
hospital along the U.S. 280 cor- 
ridor, 

At a reconsideration hearing 
held two weeks ago at the request 
of SMC, the State Health Plann- 
ing and Development Agency 
(SHPDA) restricted St. Vincent’s 
to building a doctor’s office, in- 
stead of its planned urgent-care 
center. 

SMC, however, has plans to 
build a 120-bed hospital and 
holds an option on some 20 acres 
at the intersection of Highway 


119 and 280. The hospital board 
maintains that if other medical 
facilities are built in the area, 
they will duplicate services SMC 
intends to provide. 

Board member E.E, Raughley 
pushed for the court injunction, 
but warned that ‘‘we may be step- 
ping on a rattlesnake.’’ Still, he 
maintained, if the hospital 
doesn’t take a strong stand 
against St. Vincent’s this year, 
it'll have to fight off more 
hospitals next year. 

Raughley pointed out that the 
hospital stands to lose the 
$50,000-$150,000 bond it will be 
required to post for the injunc- 
tion. 

SMC Board Chairman C.E. 
**Bull’? Carter stated that any 
hospital that tries to step across 
the Cahaba River into Shelby 
County, will have a fight on its 
hands. 

Six hospitals, including SMC, 
are currently seeking SHPDA ap- 
proval to build health facilities in 
north Shelby.

The 
store can check the code number 
on the can against the health 
department’s list and determine if 
the product is safe or not.

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Smokers are newest barbecue tool . 


by Eari Franklin Kennamer 

Since I like to barbecue and 
smoke my wild turkeys and 
venison, I knew you’d be in- 
terested in a new gas (or charcoal) 
smoker-grill. With these new im- 
plements you can dry-smoke, 
moist-smoke, steam, roast, bake 
and even grill. The gas job can be 
operated from refillable bulk 
propane tanks or disposable 
cylinders. 

A gauge shows the cooking 
temperature inside the smoke- 
barrel and a thermometer port 
lets you insert a long-stemmed 
meat thermometer so you don’t 
have to open the lid and let heat 
get away. 

The smoker-grill has two 170 
sq. in. grids. Each can hold 25 
Ibs. of meat or fixings for a total 
meal. This little cooker might be 
just the ticket for a big lawn party 
or for a group of families at the 
lake or hunting cabin. 

The fuel-efficient smoker grill 
has burners that are self-cleaning 
with stainless steel rings that 
won’t rust or burn out. There’s a 
fully adjustable regulator control 
for up to 15,000 BTUs per hour -- 
to take you from ‘‘sear’’ to ‘‘slow 
cooking.’’ A bulk system hose is 
included for hooking up to 
refillable gas bottles. You can 
smoke or steam your meals even 
in winter weather. I personally 
recommend the refillable bottles 
and plan to use the propane bot- 
tles from my camp trailer. Your 
fuel will be cheaper in refillable 
containers. 

There are other accessories to 
go with your smoker-grill: rib 
rack, long-stemmed meat ther- 
mometer, smoker-grill cover, 11

Ib. or 20 Ib. bulk propane 
cylinders and a propane hose and 
adapter. Cost will be in the 
ballpark figures of $200. Yes, I’ll 
have to buy my own! 

In the charcoal model there is a 
circular damper to accomodate 
the best cooking heat for your 
food. You can also put out the 
fire to save charcoal when the 
meal has finished cooking. 

Like the propane model, the 
charcoal grill has a porcelainized 
heavy gauge steel lid and fire 
bowl to resist rust and burnout. 
There’s a heat shield to protect 
decks or table tops. An ash/drip 
pan is included. The fire bowl 
holds 13 Ibs. of charcoal. The 
grill will fit into your car trunk. 
You can also buy a “smoking 
kit”? to permit an even wider 
range of preparing meat dishes. 

Check with your local dis- 
count, department, sporting 
goods, and hardware stores for 
these new cookers.

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Senator makes mistake, 
extra funds not coming

It appears that a recent news 

: release from Senator Jeremiah 

: Denton, concerning federal fish 

and wildlife funds for Alabama, 
is in error. 

The release reports that 

' Secretary of the Interior James 

. G. Watt has allocated ‘‘an addi- 

; tional $2.1 million in federal aid 

; for fish and wildlife programs in 
* Alabama.”’ 

The release further states that 
announcement of the 
“‘additional’’ funds was made by 
Denton, Tuesday, April 13. 

However, when the Reporter 
contacted the State Department 
of Conservation to find out just 
» how this extra money will be 
spent and where, we were inform- 
> ed that the money is not addi- 
* tional funding at all. 

Instead, this newspaper was 
* told that the funding represented 
’ only the state’s normal allocation 
as the result of the Pittman- 
Robertson Act for restoration of 
natural habitats, passed in 1937. 

Sam Spencer, assistant director 
- of the state’s game and fish divi- 
sion, stated that the money 
' makes up 75 percent of the state’s 
total game management budget. 


amount is based on the number 
of hunting and fishing licenses 
sold and on the land area of the 
state. 


Spencer commented that he 
had seen the Denton release and, 
“It is frustrating for people to 
think we are getting extra 
funds...”” 

He pointed out that the money 
recently allocated only represents 
a little more than the state receiv- 
ed last year. 

He indicated that such funding 
has always been up one year and 
down another. 

Spencer laughingly com- 
mented, ‘‘We are still as broke as 
we ever were.”’ 

Gary Moody, assistant chief of 
wildlife in Alabama confirmed 
the statements made by Spencer. 

He qualified his statements, 
however, saying, ‘‘Not unless 
something has happened we 
haven't heard about.’* 

The Denton release reported 
that the ‘‘additional’’ money for 
Alabama is part of a national in- 
crease Of $32.6 million nation- 
wide for the entire program. 

Local office personnel for 
Senator Denton attempted to 


Denton’s Alabama office stated 
that the information in the 
release received by this 
newspaper was given to Denton 
by the Department of the In- 
terior.

Abuse reports increase 


by David F. Moore 

Reports of child abuse and 
neglect in Shelby County are on 
the rise in 1982. 

According to figures for the 
first four months of the year, the 
Depritment of Pensions and 
Security is averaging 28 reports 
per month of alleged child abuse 
and neglect. According to DPS 
Protective Services Director Rene 
Williams, monthly reports 
averaged only 19 in 1981, and 16 
in 1980. 


Twenty-five suspected in- 


cidents of abuse or neglect were 
reported this January, 26 were 
reported in February, 31 were 
reported in March, and 31 were 
reported in April. 

Of the 113 reports so far this 
year, DPS determined that 33 
claims of neglect and abuse were 
found to be true. Those claims 
break down into 12 cases of 
abuse, 21 cases of neglect and 
four cases of abuse and neglect. 

Williams said that 37 reports 
are still under investigation. 


Thirty-five reports proved un-

founded, and four reports were 
undetermined. 

Four cases of sexual abuse in 
Columbiana, Montevallo and 
Wilsonville were turned over last 
week to the sheriffs department 
and district attorney for further 
investigation and possible pro- 
secution, she said. 

Williams attributed the in- 
crease in abuse and neglect 
reports to improved public 
awareness, and to mounting 
economic family pressures. 

**I feel safe in saying that the 
news articles (last fall in the 
Reporter) generated a lot of calls. 
People just weren’t aware of 
what our department does,’’ she 
said. ‘‘I feel now the public is 
really more aware.”’ 

She explained that economic 
pressures can create tensions in 
families that are often taken out 
on children. 

“‘The problem is not going to 
ever stop,’’ Williams said. 
‘There will always be people in- 
capable of parenting.”’ 

“*The most we can hope to ac- 
complish is to identify families 
where abuse happens, and pro- 
vide counseling services to try 
and alleviate as many of their 
problems as possible,’’ she said.

The district shall con- 
Stitute a public corporation, which 
shall have the power to do any and all 
acts or things necessary and conve- 
nient for carrying out the purposes 
for which it is created including, but 
not limited to: To sue and be sued. To 
have a seal and alter the same at 
pleasure. To acquire, hold and 
dispose of property, real and per- 
sonal, tangible and intangible, or in- 
terests therein and to pay therefor in 
cash or on credit, and to secure and 
procure payment of al! or any part of 
the purchase price thereof on such 
terms and conditions as the board 
shall determine.

sidents file for injunction 


against Alabaster annexation

With the Alabaster annexation 
election only days away, 21 area 
residents have filed a petition to 
delay the voting. 


Judge Harold Walden, who 
heard the motion for a temporary 
injunction, took the matter under 
advisement, saying he would rule 
before Saturday’s election. 

One reason given by Carl 
Johnson for putting off the elec- 
tion was the uncertainty in the 
minds of some individuals if they 


are in the proposed annexation 
area. 

Johnson, who was retained as 
attorney by the group filing the 
petition, said that a map should 
have been made available. 

The one he had obtained at city 
hall, Johnson said, was unclear in 
defining the areas to be annexed. 

He also contended that ade- 
quate notice of the election 
hadn’t been given and further 
noted that the bill passed by the 
legislature was substantially dif- 
ferent from the bill originally 


Calera rock resisted

The Shelby County Commis- 
sion is not only opposed to a 
planned rock concert near 
Calera, but intends to do 
something about it. 


Tuesday, commissioners ap- 
proved two resolutions indicating 
Opposition, 

The first resolution asks both 
the county and district attorneys 
to seek a restraining order to stop 
the event. The concert is 
reportedly planned for July. 

County commissioners also 
voted to send a resolution to Mid 
South Productions, the concert 
sponsor, expressing its opposi- 
tion, 

As the concert location has 
been planned for an unincor- 
porated area south of Calera, 
that city’s council has no jurisdic- 
tion to stop it. 

However, Calera’s city council 
is reported to be on record 
against the event and to have re- 
quested the aid of the county 
commission. 

Commissioner Harold Daven- 
port reported that the concert 
would draw between 5,000 and 
6,000 people to an open area. 

He said he did not think solid 
waste disposal requirements 
could be met.

Davenport also stated,

Property appraisal headed for mail 


All property owners in Shelby 
County will be getting notices 
from the Board of Equalization 
in about two weeks. 


That is the word from Tax 
Assessor Bobbie Reynolds, who 
said that property descriptions: 
and the amount of the tax will be 
shown on each parcel notice. 

If the property owner does not 
agree with the appraisal value 
shown on the notice, he or she 
has 10 days to write a letter to the 


Board of Equalization requesting 
an appointment to protest. Mrs. 
Reynolds urges that the map or 
parcel number be included in the 
letter. 


If, after meeting with the 
board, the property owner is still 
not satisfied with the property 
value, he or she can appeal in Cir- 
cuit Court within 30 days of 
receiving the board’s answer to 
their protest. 

Mrs. Reynolds points out that 


under the current law, the tax 
assessor cannot lower a value. 


Property under current use will 
not be reflected in the notices go- 
ing out in two weeks, Those 
notices will be mailed after the 
State Department of Revenue 
determines guidelines for that 
property. 

Mrs, Reynolds emphasizes that 
the market or appraised value 
placed on a parcel of land does 
not determine the amount of tax. 


Armstrong running for judge 


Judge Robert Armstrong of 
the 18th Judicial Circuit, an- 
nounced Monday that he will 
seek election to the position in the 
September Democratic primary.

No rhetoric, nothing irrelevant, 
no empty phrases. 


‘I am the incumbent, I now 
have had several years experience 
on the bench. I am confident that 
I am a capable judge. I know that 
Iam honest and fair. I have never 
done anything that I did not 
think was right. I know that I am 
conscientious about my deci- 
sions. I know that I work hard, I 
try to treat people courteously in 
the courtroom.

Billy Robinson attended 
Thursday’s meeting of the Col- 
umbiana Council to request per- 
Mission to open a second market 
here. 

The Chilton County resident 
already has one market open in 
Pelham. 

Although negotiations with the 
property owner aren’t final, 
Robinson plans to open the 
market at the intersection of 
Hwy. 25 and 70 across from the 
old Strickland Chevrolet dealer- 
ship. 

Although no vote was taken on 


Robinson’s request since Mayor 
Buck Falkner and Councilman 
Frank Owen were absent, 
everyone present indicated they 
were in favo. of his opening the 
business. 

Robinson said the market 
would be open seven days a week 
from 9 a.m. until dark except on 
Sunday when it would open in the 
afternoon. 

Most of the produce will come 
from the family’s farms in 
Chilton County and Quincy, 
Florida, Robinson reported. 

If the market gains acceptance, 
Robinson said that the facilities 
will be gradually improved. 

Another visitor at the meeting 


was Attention Home secretary 
Judy Gilbert. 

In response to the council’s re- 
quest for information on the 
number of youngsters from Col- 
umbiana being served by the 
facility, Gilbert reported that 
there are 23. 

Twenty-one are being helped 
through Shelby County Youth 
Service, she explained, while two 
youngsters are actually living in 
the home. 

Reminding the council again 
that federal funds for the pro- 
gram are being cut off, she asked 
the city for some sort of dona- 
tion. 

While the council was sym- 


pathetic, Mayor Pro Tem Lewis 
Walker said that the council is 
not even sure it can meet its 
budget. 


Promising the council’s help as 
soon as the money situation 
makes it possible, Councilwoman 
Jessie Jones said, ‘‘We need to 
bear some of the support for our 
kids who are there.’’ 

Everyone seemed willing to in- 
clude the Attention Home in next 
year’s budget. 

However, the mention of the 
$1,000 cost of replacing a signal 
light at the intersection of Hwy. 
25 bypass and county highway 47 
caused some negative comments. 


Coal trucks slowed on Brantleyville road

It appears that Brantleyville 
residents will receive some relief 
from coal trucks soon. 

County Enginner Gary Ray 
told the county commission Mon- 
day that he has warned the Tim- 
coaland company about speed 
and weight limits in the com- 
munity. 


Brantleyville residents had re- 
quested by petition that the coun- 
ty commission stop coal trucks 
from using county roads 260 and 
270 for the safety of citizens, 
children and the roads. 

Ray told the Reporter that 
Timcoaland was using an exten- 
sion of county road 270. 

The engineer noted that having 


Timcoaland take a different 
route with its trucks would put 
them on another paved road 
(County 10) and take them 
through Pea Ridge. 


Concerning the complaints of 
Brantleyville residents, Commis- 
sioner Harold Davenport and 
Ray told the commission that 
they were nearly hit by a coal 
truck on an unpaved road west of 
Brantleyville. 

Ray reported that coal trucks 
have not caused all of the 
deterioration of roads in the 
Brantley area but that they have 
accelerated it. 

In other action concerning 
roads in Shelby County: 

The county commission has 


approved a public hearing for a 
mining company called Tenncor 
to operate within 100 feet of an 
unpaved road off County 221. 


The hearing will be held at 10 
a.m., May 24. 

Commissioner Davenport 
delayed action on this request 
from the last meeting because he 
wanted to see how the operation 
by Tenncor would affect 
residents in the area. 

He reported that after looking 
at the situation, ‘‘Residents live 
too far away to cause a pro- 
blem.”’ 

According to the 1977 Resur- 
face Mining Act, a county must 
give its permission before the sur- 
face mining commission will go 


along with mining within 100 feet 
of a public road. 

The operation calls for the 
removal of a hill in the area 
which Engineer Ray stated was 
practically all coal. 

The commission also approved 
the letting of bids June 14, for the 
following road resurfacing pro- 
jects: 

_ County Road 17 from County 
Road 22 north to Helena. 

County Road 61 from Wilson- 
ville north to County 40. 

County Road 43 from Van- 
diver northeast to County 55, 

County Road 55 from the 
county line south for approx- 
imately two miles. 

Ray estimates the cost of these 
projects to be $400,000.

Grand jury hears 


41 witnesses 


A Shelby County grand jury 
considered evidence in 237 cases 
during the May session. That was 
71 more cases than were 
presented a year ago. 

After hearing evidence last 
week and on Tuesday, the panel 
issued 175 indictments, dismissed 
27 cases, continued 33 and put 
two back on the district court 
docket. 

Of the indictments issued, 169 
were On felony charges, six were 
for misdemeanors. 

Cases involving burglary and 
theft numbered 85 and another 
85 cases were drug related. 

Testimony was given by 4] in- 
dividuals. 

Before disbanding, the jurors 
also visted the Shelby County jail 
and found it to be in satisfactory 
condition. 

However, they noted the need 
for plumbing improvements and 
the repair or replacement of 
security gates. 

They also listed on their report 
that bars or mesh should be plac- 
ed on cell windows. 

Audits of the Shelby County 
Hospital Board and Sheriff’s 
Fund were examined with the 
recommendation that the 
hospital be audited by the 
Alabama Department of Public 
Accounts, if authorized by law. 


Lokey Ferry Road 
paving sought 


A delegation from Sunrise 
Cove near Wilsonville did not get 
any promises from the Shelby 
County Commisson Monday. 

They wanted the old Lokey 
Ferry Road paved, saying, ‘‘It 
stays beat-out all the time. It’s 
like a washboard right now.”’ 

Rev. A.C. Phillips was 
spokesman for the group and 
pushed hard for paving the ninth- 
tenths of a mile that Seves as the 
main artery into Sunrise Cove. 

But Commissioner Jake Mor- 
ris, who lives in the area and said 
he probably knows the road bet- 
ter than anyone in the room, said 
he had a road in Chelsea that 
needed paving even more. 

Noting that the commission 
has been unable to pave any 
roads since 1975, Morris said, 
“T'll do everything I can for 
what’s best for the county. If I 
can get the money and the other 
commissioners will agree with 
me, I'll see about it, but I don’t 
promise anything.”’ 

He added that he would not 
want to pave that road without 
changing the intersection to make 
it safer. 

Members of the delegation said 
that dust from the road was bad 
for the health of the 19 families 

who live there, because several in- 
dividuals have had heart surgery. 

Among those appearing were 
Tom Cadle, Elmer Sparks, Mr. 
and Mrs. Tommy Miller, Tom 
Donley, Mrs. A.C. Phillips, 
Virginia Cadle, Alice Sparks, 
Richard Murphy, Thurman 
Newman and Ruth Jones. 

In other business, the commis- 
sion agreed to transfer thé county 
franchise for solid waste from 


Wayne Archer's Klean Kounty 
Company, to Remove-all Waste 
Disposal, Inc. Archer asked for 
the change, saying he is selling his 
company to the firm headed by 
Wayne Lombard and Clay Day. 

The new company will take 
over the routes without delay. It 
is a locally based firm that has 
contracts for waste pick-up in 
other areas of central Alabama. 

S.I. Lime Company of 
Saginaw asked the commission to 
grant industrial park status to a 
large tract of company land. 
Commission Chairman Tommy 
Snowden was unclear whether the 
request was for 700 acres or 1200 
acres, but a public hearing on the 
request was scheduled for May 
24, at which time exact descrip- 
tions will be given, he said. (See 
legal notice on page 14.) 


Bibb-Shelby road 
closing disputed

Attorneys for Shelby and Bibb 
Counties, as well as Burgess Min- 
ing and Construction Company, 
are being called on to settle a 
road use dispute. 

The road in question is one 
now closed to the public, which 
was reportedly used in the past by 
residents of Marvel in Bibb 
County and Boothton in Shelby 
County. 

An attorney for Burgess Min- 
ing Company claims the com- 
pany closed a private road for the 
safety of the public and for the 
protection of its mining equip- 
ment. 

Public officials from Bibb 
County appealed to the Shelby 
County Commission, Monday, 
for support in getting the road 
reopened to the public. 

Representing residents of Bibb 
County were Probate Judge 
George Desmond and County

E. Hamric and Napoleon Wor- 
rell. 

Judge Desmond told the 
Shelby County Commission that 
Burgess allowed the public to use 
the road in the past because min- 
ing operations made an old 
public road in the area un- 
passable. 

He told the commissioners that 
the company has since put a gate 
on both ends of the road preven- 
ting public access. 

The judge ask the Shelby 
County Commission to join his in 
an effort to get the road reopen- 


Shelby County Commissioner 
Harold Davenport asked why the 
road was closed if the public was 
allowed to use it in the past. 

To this, an attorney for 
Burgess, William E. Prescott, III, 
responded, ‘“‘I am not in a posi- 
tion to debate. I don’t feel Bibb 


* County’s Commission is fully ap- 


prised as to what is a public 
road.”’ 

Prescott said that the company 
let the public use the road in the 
past but that it was posted. He 
stated that in the past there was 
no road where the present mining 
road is located. 

He said the road was closed 
because the entire area will be 
mined.

have no idea who is in the woods 
around there.”’ 

Prescott stated, ‘*I don’t think 
either county recognizes what is 
involved, even if it could be call- 
ed a public road."’ 

He added that he did not think 
the counties would want to be 
responsible for the maintenance 
of the road or the danger. 

He also pointed out that the 
counties could not get prescrip- 
tive rights to the road because 
there are a half dozen land 
owners, including the State of 
Alabama. 

Prescott stated firmly for 
Burgess Minining and Construc- 
tion Company ‘‘We have no in- 
tention of opening the gates.’’ 

When Judge Desmond pointed 
out that the gates were closed 
even when the mines were not in 
use, Prescott had a ready 
response. 

The company attorney 
reported that Burgess Mining had 
hundreds of thousands of dollars 
worth of equipment and some of 
it has been vandalized in the past. 

Desmond contended that the 
mining road was a replacement 
road when other public roads 
were destroyed. 

Bibb County Commissioner 
Hood reported that two weeks 
ago A. E. Burgess showed him a 
road that people could use with a 
little work. However, he 
reported, since that time the road 
has been filled with dirt. 

Prescott contended that the 
road was not blocked and stated 
emphatically, “‘If anything has 
been done, I can assure you we 
did not do that.”’ 

Shelby County Probate Judge 
Tommy Snowden suggested that 
county attorneys and an attorney 
for Burgess get together and set- 
tle the issue. 

Commissioner Harold Daven- 


port agreed saying that he was ig- 
norant of the situation. 

Commissioner Jake Morris 
stated, “I will support Bibb 
County’s side but I don’t know 
anything about it.’’ 

Desmond stated that Bibb 
County’s attorney would make 
the necessary contacts for the 
three attorneys to meet. 

He stated that he had a petition 
with 300 names on it protesting 
the closing of the road to the 
public. 

The Reporter has learned from 
A. E. Burgess that Burgess Min- 
ing and Construction Company 
no longer operates mines on its 
property. 

The company has leased its 
property, roads and equipment to 
Cahaba Resources while main- 
taining control. 


License pulled

Emory Folmer, the tough- 
talking mayor of Montgomery, 
became the first man to officially 
announce for governor last week, 
but he will soon be joined by 
others.

George C. Wallace will declare 
his candidacy. 

The two men have something 
in common other than wanting to 
be governor---both would fill up 
a page or two of history should 
they be elected to the state’s 
highest office. Folmar would be 
the first Republican elected 
governor since Reconstruction, 
and Wallace---who already holds 
the gubernatorial longevity 
record of 12 years---is after an in- 
credible fourth term.

There 
were persistent reports---perhaps 
confirmed by the time you read 
this---that Bill Baxley was on the 
verge of changing his mind about 
seeking the office. 

Baxley has been consistently

was in the race. As he put it, to 
run against Wallace would be like 
running aginst his father. But in 
recent weeks Baxley adopted a 
different posture, insisting he was 
in the race no matter the opposi- 
tion. 

However, Baxley reportedly 
has had difficulty getting finan- 
cial commitments for his cam- 
paign, with many of those he had 
counted on apparently saving 
their cash for Wallace. The word 
now is that Baxley will instead 
seek the lieutenant governor’s of- 
fice. If so, he will surely confront 
Wallace’s alter ego, Billy Joe 
Camp, now president of the 
Public Service Commission. This 
would make for an interesting 
confrontation, and might well 
work to the advantage of yet 
another likely candidate, Sen. 
Sonny Callahan of Mobile.

A member of the BRPC 
Board, Snowden said that he told 
other board members that he 
could not see Shelby County go- 
ing for the assessment. 


Commissioner Harold Daven- 
port stated that with the financial 
difficulties of the county, ‘‘At 
this particular time, I can’t bring 
myself to vote for it.’’ 


Commissioner Don Murphy 
Stated that he agreed 
wholeheartedly making it 
unanimous. 

The commission agreed to 
withhold funding for the Forestry 
Commission as the result of pro- 
blems reported by landowners. 

Commissioner Jake Morris 
told the commission that there 
were a lot of local people 
dissatisfied with the service. 

He asked the commission to 
seek an itemized statement for 
the forestry budget and a list of 
equipment used in Shelby Coun- 
ty. 

Morris also recommended that

This is NATIONAL HOSPITAL 
WEEK: a good time to take a minute 
or two to follow SMC’s progress 
during our decade of growth. 


The first step to establish a hospital 
in Shelby County took place on 
October 5, 1954, when a group of 
interested county residents filed a 
certificate of incorporation. The 
incorporation was in the name of 
“Shelby County Hospital Board.” 

A meeting was held in Columbiana 
August 2, 1956, to discuss a location 
for the proposed hospital. Six Shelby 
County cities were represented: 
Alabaster, Siluria, Calera, Monte- 
vallo, Wilsonville, and Columbiana. 

The following April, the Board 
unanimously approved the purchase 
of 14 acres of land in Alabaster for 
$14,705. A 35-bed hospital was 
approved in August at a cost of 
$540,000. Funding was to be shared 
by the federal and county govern- 
ments. Funds from the Hill-Burton 
Act ($360,000) and local ad-valorem 
taxes ($180,000) made construction 
a reality. 

By February 27, 1958, the Board 
voted to change the hospital's name 
to “Shelby Memorial Hospital.” 

The hospital opened its doors 
September 27, 1959, with 35 beds - 
the culmination of years of hope and 
hard work. 

Plans for expansion had begun 
even before the doors to the new 
health-care facility were opened. 


Expansion was rapid and well- 
planned. In 1962, the ground floor 
was completed and 20 additional 
beds were added. Three years later, 
a 40-bed nursing home was built and 
the floor above the nursing home 
was completed. 

A year later, an obstetrics depart- 
ment and 20 additional beds were 
added. In 1972, the nursing home 
floor was converted for general 
hospital use. 

In 1975, the Board voted to 
undergo a third major expansion. 
Designated Phase I, this building 
program was established as the first 
of three carefully planned stages of 
growth. 

Extensive renovations and addi- 
tions in Phase I included four new 
operating rooms in the surgical suite, 
a new intensive care unit equipped 
with the latest patient monitoring 
equipment, and 80 new patient 
rooms featuring the latest furniture 
and equipment in conjunction with 
centrally located nurses’ stations. 
Additional facilities included a spa- 


cious new laboratory, a new radiology 


department including three X-ray 

rooms, anew and expanded phar- 

macy, a spacious lobby, a new board 

room, and an expanded dining area. 
As Phase I open house and 


Offering the following services:

dedication ceremonies were being 
held in July 1975, plans were under- 
way for Phase II, a $13.5-million 
expansion adopted by the Board of 
Directors in 1978. Phase II received 
approval from the appropriate local, 
state, and federal agencies, and 
construction was begun — part of a 
ten-year long-range master plan to 
enable the hospital to meet the 
continually growing medical needs of 
Shelby County citizens. 

During May 1981, the hospital's 
name was changed from Shelby 
Memorial Hospital to Shelby Medical 
Center to reflect the hospital's 
growth in facilities and services. 

Perhaps the most exciting event 
for the Medical Center during 1981 
was the completion of the Phase II 
Building Program. Dedication 
ceremonies were held December 5, 
after construction was completed 
during late fall. 

During this second major expan- 
sion, 40 beds were added — bringing 
the total bed complement to 210. 
Other major additions were: an 
emergency-ambulatory center, new 
dining and kitchen facilities, ultra- 
modern facilities for neurology, 
cardiology, and pulmonary medicine, 
and additional departmental spaces, 
as well as the total renovation of the 


existing structure — both inside and 
out. 

During the past 20 years, Shelby 
Medical Center has proved our 
capability and willingness to meet the 
growing medical demands of Shelby 
County's rapidly expanding popula- 
tion. 

Even as we dedicate the new 
Phase II renovations, plans are 
underway for the final phase of the 
Building Program — Phase III. 

Future plans include the addition 
of psychiatric beds, vascular imaging, 
mammography, community health 
forums, and the construction of a 
100-bed satellite hospital in East 
Shelby County. 

Not only must we continue to 
expand the number of beds and 
service areas, but we must also 
increase the services which provide 
total health care to our patients. 

As we reach the midpoint in the 
“Decade of Growth,” we look back 
with pride at the gains we have made 
at Shelby Medical Center — in our 
modern facilities, in the latest 
medical equipment and technology, 
and in the most highly trained and 
skilled medical professionals available 
anywhere. We look forward to 
reaching even greater potential in 
the future.

Lure retrievers work to 
save fishermen money 


With bass fishing picking up, 
and those rascal fish hiding in the 
weedbeds, the lure losing season 
hits an all-time high. 

The cost of fishing lures, like 
everything else, is going up. Plugs 
that used to sell for a dollar are 
now costing three times that. 
Losing one of these to an under- 
water snag can put a dent in a 
fisherman’s wallet...not to men- 
tion his tackle box. 

There might not be anything 
more aggravating than reeling in 
a line without the lure dangling 
on the end. And with the cost of 
them so expensive, most fisher- 
man are inclined to save them 
when they hang up on stumps,

rocks, or other unseen debris. 

There are several ways to go 
about reclaiming the stuck lure, 
but the most effective seems to be 
the use of a manufactured lure 
retriever. These devices are slot- 
ted to slip over the fishing line, 
and are usually equipped with 
short lengths of chain to entangle 
the lure’s hooks. 

A stout line attached to the 
retriever lets you pull the lure 
backward and free once it is 
hooked. 

If you don’t have a retriever, 
jiggle the rod tip up and down 
vigorously while holding the line 
taut, letting it go slack on each 
downward move. If this doesn’t 
shake the hooks loose, move your 
boat so that the line can be pulled 
in the opposite direction the lure 
was traveling when it snagged. 

If the snag is shallow, plunge 
the rod into the water as far as 
possible and reel the tip right up 
to the lure. Then try to push the 
lure backward with the tip, or 
holding pressure on the line, 
work the tip in a circle to dislodge 
the hooks. 

When all else fails, cut the line 
several feet above the water and 
tie on a small piece of styrofoam 
as a marker. This way, you can 
return later with a retriever and 
find the snagged lure.

for mountain-top home

Log cabin homes became 
popular a few years ago. 

But a Montevallo couple had 
an inspiration when they got 
ready to build. 

Instead of using logs, Loyd 
and Cliffortine MHarrris 
substituted railroad ties. 

One advantage of the used ties 
was the cost. Harris reported that 
they are free. However, he was 
quick to add that they cannot be 
obtained without the railroad’s 
permission. 

His only cost for the ties, Har- 
ris said, was the hauling. 

Since the Harris’ son decided 
to build the same type of home 
nearby, the Montevallo family 
pooled their efforts and spent 
three years putting up both struc- 
tures. 

So both houses were built at 
the cost of one conventional 
home, Harris reported. 

Although the home he and his 
wife occupy has a spacious porch 
running along two sides, the focal 
point is what Mrs. Harris calls 
her ‘‘yodeling balcony.”’ 

Patterned after the small railed 
porches seen on Swiss chalets, it 
projects from a second floor 
bedroom. 

Since the home is built on one 
of the highest points in 
Montevallo, the family has a 
splendid view of the countryside 
below.

temperature is actually ten 
degrees cooler on the top of the 
hill than it is at her daughter’s 
home at the bottom. 

Proving that he doesn’t pass up 
any free building materials, Har- 
ris pointed. out the stair railings 
and.towel racks he made from the 
wood of a cedar tree that was fell- 
ed by a storm. 

He says he’s also planning to 
make cabinets from what is left 
of the wood contained in the 
huge tree. 

Using many of their own ideas 
in the do-it-yourself home, the 
Harrises used wooden flooring as 
their bedroom ceiling. 

And the two inch thick door 
which opens into their bedroom 
from the outside is also made 
from floor boards. 

Large black barn hinges, steel 
bolts and a Z design made from 
boards add to the weight of the 
door. 

Stones used to build the 
fireplace came from a nearby 
creek. 

Although Harris is a jeweler by 
trade, he said that he learaed 


about building by buying old 
homes and fixing them up. 

Now that he’s retired, Harris 
enjoys working in the blacksmith 
shop he’s built near the house 
where he can tackle such projects 
as making a handle or forging 
iron. 

During their leisure moments, 
the couple can observe the 
wildlife in their wooded area 
which includes turkey and deer. 

The scenery outside their home 
is also enlivened by four peacocks 
that strut around in an enclosure 
outside their bedroom. 

Another unusual sight outside 
the Harris home is a rowboat 
planted with strawberries. 

For some reason, they seem to 
grow better there than in the bed 
near the porch, Harris said. 

When he’s not busy in the 
garden, or finishing up a shed for 
his goats, Harris mulls over the 
idea of designing other types of 
homes that can be constructed 
with rail ties. 

In the meantime, he’s testing a 
fence that he built with some of 
the ties that were left over.

municipality or an existing fire 
fighting and emergency medical ser- 
vices district at the time of the elec- 
tion shall be included in a district. 

“Section 11. The district shall con- 
Stitute @ public corporation, which 
shall have the power to do any and ali 
acts or things necessary and conve- 
nient for carrying out the purposes 
for which it is created including, but 
not limited to: To sue and be sued. To 
have a seal and alter the same at 
pleasure, To acquire, hold and 
dispose of property, real and per- 
sonal, tangible and intangible, or in- 
terests therein and to pay therefor in 
cash or on credit, and to secure and 
procure payment of all or any part of 
the purchase price thereof on such 
terms and conditions as the board 
shall determine. To acquire, own, 
Operate, maintain and improve a 
system or systems. To pledge all or 
any part of its revenues, or mor- 
tgages, or otherwise encumber, all or 
any pat of its property for the purpose 
of securing the payment of the prin- 
cipal of and interest on any of its 
obligations, To sell, lease, mortgage, 
or otherwise encumber or dispose of 
all or any of its property, as 
hereinafter provided. To contract 
debts, borrow money and to issue or 
assume the payment of obligations. 
To levy and collect service charges, 
as herein provided in this act, subject 
to limitations prescribed in said act. 
To negotiate and enter into contracts 
with residents of areas outside the 
district or with other districts to fur- 
nish fire and/or emergency medical 
protection and to charge fees for 
such service. To employ agents, ser- 
vants, and attorneys. To perform any 
and all of the foregoing acts and todo 
any and all of the foregoing things 
under, through or by means of its own 
officers, agents, and employees, or 
by contracts with any person, federal 
agency or municipality. 

“The property and income of the 
district, all bonds issued by the 
district, the income from such bonds, 
conveyances by or to the district, and 
leases, mortgages and deeds of trust 
by or to the district shall be exempt 
from all taxation in the State of 
Alabama, including specifically the 
tax imposed by Section 40-21-82 of 
the Code of Alabama 1975, as amend- 
ed. The district shall be exempt from 
all taxes levied by any county, 
municipality, or other political sub- 
division of the state, including, but 
without limitation to, license and ex- 
cise taxes imposed in respect of the 
privilege of engaging in any of the ac- 
tivities that a district may engage in. 
The district shall not be obligated to 
pay or allow any fees, taxes or costs 
to the judge of probate of any county 


in respect of its incorporation, the 
amendment of its certificate of incor- 
poration, or the recording of any 
document. The provisions of this 
paragraph of Section 11 shall be 
retroactive and shall apply from the 
date the district was first established. 


“Section 12. (a) The expense of 
establishing and maintaining a 
district shali be paid for by the pro- 
ceeds of a service charge which shall 
be levied and collected in an amount 
sufficient to pay said expense.

Predawn raids 
Sweep county 


by David F. Moore 

The predawn quietness in 
Shelby was broken by a pounding 
on the trailer door. Six inspectors 
and deputies waited. 

**Who’s there?’’ came a groggy 
voice from inside. 

**Shelby County sheriff’s 
department. Open up. We have a 
warrant for your arrest.”’ 

The door opened. Sleepiness 
on Leslie Davis’ face turned to 
sullen disbelief. 

**For what?’’ 

**Selling drugs,’’ answered 
deputy Larry Doss. ‘‘Let’s get 
dressed.’’ 

Twenty-six such rude awaken- 
ings occurred early last Thursday 
morning as law enforcers pulled 
off the biggest drug related roun- 
dup ever held in Shelby County. 

By Tuesday at press time five 
other suspects with warrants 
against them had either turned 
themselves in or been apprehend- 
ed. Three suspects are still being 
sought. 

Undercover agents from the 
United Narcotics Detail Opera- 
tion (UNDO) began buying mari- 
juana and other drugs from area 
dealers last summer. Evidence 
from their 10-month investiga- 
tion was presented to a Shelby 
County grand jury in early May. 

The grand jury returned 54 in- 
dictments against 35 alleged drug 
dealers. Bond was set at $35,000 
for each indictment. 

Deputies, UNDO agents, 
Alabaster and Pelham police, 
and district attorney investigators 
convened at the sheriff’s office 
early Thursday morning for pre- 

bust briefing. The 25 men were 
divided into three main strike 
teams and given a fist full of war- 
rants. 

Sheriff Buddy Glasgow told 
the men he would consider the 
operation successful if half of the 
35 suspects were apprehended. 
**That’s about as many as you ex- 


pect to get on a bust like this.”’ 
Glasgow said. 

A convoy of unmarked cags fil- 
ed out of Columbiana at 3 ‘a.m. 
for the sweep of Alabaster and 
Pelham. Another team went into 
the Columbiana and Shelby 
areas. ‘ 

The strike teams ticked as 
smoothly as Swiss clockwork. 

At 3:15, the radio crackled in 
the sheriff’s office. The first 
suspect had been apprehended in 
Columbiana. Others soon follow- 
ed. 

Six more suspects were picked 
up that morning in Columbiana 
and Shelby, and shuttled back to 
the jail for booking. In 
Alabaster, 10 suspects were 
awakened and taken temporarily 
to the city jail. 

Seven suspected drug dealers 
from Pelham, Helena and River- 
chase were taken after daylight to 
Alabaster. They were loaded into 
the sheriff’s van along with the 
other suspects. 

By 7:15, 26 suspected drug 
dealers were in custody at the 
county jail. Danny Alexander 
and Robert Weir, both of 
Chelsea, were already in jail 
when they were informed they 
now face four counts of selling 
drugs. Alexander is awaiting trial 
on a charge of third degree 
burglary; Weir also faces trial for 
forgery, receiving stolen proper- 
ty, federal probation violation, 
and two other drug violations. 

Only a small quantity of drugs 
were confiscated during the 
operation since the warrants were 
for arrest, not for searching the 
premises, Glasgow said. 

UNDO Capt. J.C. Williams 
did not know if any of the 
suspects were ‘‘big time dealers,”’ 
but said, ‘‘We think they’re all 
bad when they’re selling drugs.”’ 

“‘We hope this put a big dent in 
the drug dealers in Shelby Coun-

**We’ve just finished some un-

Some who lived within the ter- 
ritory to be annexed were not 
able to vote, they said, because 
they had either failed to register 
or reidentify. 


Although none of the new 
residents were present at Mon- 
day’s meeting, the mayor and 
council nevertheless welcomed 
them into the city. 


After Police Chief C.E. 
**Bull’”’ Carter reported phat he 
had had several calls asking if 
chickens had to be sold, the 
mayor stressed that anyone with 
animals would not have to get rid 
of them. 


**We don’t intend to change 
anyone’s lifestyle,’’ he emphasiz- 
ed. 


The original annexation bill 
would have taken in 38 square 
miles. But that area was reduced 
when the city agreed to take out 
the property of some landowners 
who were opposed. 


Most of those who were in 
favor of the annexation are sub 
division residents.

It was supposed to be funny. 
But an aerobatic clown act ended 
in tragedy Sunday at Air Show 
"82. 

As a_ crowd estimated in the 
thousands watched, Huntsville 
stunt pilot Don Smith’s single 
engine Piper nosedived into the 
runway at Shelby County Air- 
port. 

At an altitude of about 300 
feet, the plane went into a spin, 
hitting the north end of the run- 
way at a 70 degree angle. 

Chief Deputy James Jones and 
an unidentified volunteer pulled 
the 60 year old retired Navy pilot 
from the debris. 

Medical teams administered 
first aid and rushed him to Car- 
raway Hospital by helicopter. 
Hospital officials pronounced 
Smith dead at 4 p.m. 

“*Based on what I could tell, he 
probably died on impact,’’ air- 
port operator Larry Chapman

The crackup occurred at 2:50, 
about 50 minutes into the show, 
and six minutes into Smith’s 
routine.

A low flying ultra-light bi- 
plane clipped the ground with a 
wing when its engine stalled, but 
the Birmingham pilot was unin- 
jured.

For the past year and one half, 
members of my staff and cabinet 
have been gathering information 
on the source and use of federal 
dollars in Alabama government. 

We believe we finally have a 
handle on every dollar we get 
from the feds and how it is used. 
It has been an extensive study, 
and perhaps the only complete 
study done by any state in the na- 
tion. 

I have always felt we could im- 
prove our delivery of services if 
we were relieved of federal man- 
dates and restrictions. 

Last Thursday, I took six 
cabinet members and _ several 


staff members to Washington to 
meet with our seven Congressmen 
and two Senators. During the 
course of four hours we made our 
presentation to them on how we 
spend the money the feds send us. 

The bottom line of the presen- 
tation was that we can live with 
less money if necessary, if the 
federal government will let us 
decide how to spend what they 
send. 

Whether the President will 
send his ‘‘New Federalism’’ pro- 
posals to Congress for action this 
year is still up in the air. Once he 
does, we want to be ready.

Because they must work on a 
budget for the United States, they 
must look at the concerns of all 
states including Alabama. Our 
objective was to show what we 
know about Alabama and hope it 
might help their decisions on this 
country’s future, 

In our state, several depart- 
ments receive the lion’s share of 
federal dollars. They include 
Pensions & Security, Public 
Health, Mental Health, CETA, 
Education, Highway, and Na- 
tional Guard. 

The first four provide a variety 
of social programs and training 
services for the unemployed. 
With Alabama’s unemployment 
rate second highest in the nation, 
we need to look carefully at each 
program offered. 

It is my responsibility to see 
that the programs are being pro- 
vided as efficiently as possible. 
Since 1979 we have made 
numerous changes in many 
departments, all with a goal in 
mind to improve the job already 
being done.

Brasher retires after 31 years 


T’ve learned nearly every day’ 


Shelby County Principal 
Robert Brasher is retiring at the 
end of this term after 31 years in 
the Shelby County school system. 

Last week during a surprise 
ceremony, the school’s gym was 
dedicated in his name. He was 
also honored Sunday by a retire- 
ment tea. 

“I think I’ve learned nearly 
every day fromi just about every 
kid I’ve known,” Brasher says. 
“It’s been a good life.’’ 

A native of Shelby, he 
graduated from Shelby County 
High School in 1947, after serv- 
ing two years in the armed ser- 
vice. Four years later, with a 
degree in education from 
Howard College (Samford 
University), he went to Chelsea as 
a ninth grade teacher. 

“The first day, they had an 
assembly to introduce all the 
teachers, and I was the only new 
face in the crowd,’’ he 
remembers. ‘‘I felt a_ little 

awkward and embarrassed, but it 
didn’t take long to get over it.” 

in 1953, Brasher went to 
Shelby Elementary as principal, 

and remained there until 1964 
when he became principal of the 
new Valley Elementary. He 
stayed at Valley for ihree years 
before returning to Shelby for 
good, 
Besides his duties as principal, 
Brasher also doubled as a sixth 
grade teacher. 

“*I believe kids are basically the 


same as they were when I started 
teaching,” he says, ‘‘but they are 
wiser and more knowledgeable 
about the world around them. It 
seems some of them don’t have 
quite the respect for other people, 
but I don’t think kids have 
changed a lot.’’ 

Parents, he says, have become 
more aware and involved in 
politics and the working of the 
school system. 

“The schools themselves have

Wayne Moore said he didn’t 
see the freight train until the last 
second. According to the 27 year 
old Gardendale trucker, the 
signals weren’t working late 
Tuesday morning at the Highway 
119 crossing near Thompson 
High School. 


“I didn’t have time to get 
scared,’’ Moore said. ‘“‘I just 
wanted to get the cab over the 
tracks. I didn’t care about the 
trailer.”’ 


L&N engineer J.D. McFarland 
saw the collision was inevitable. 
He slammed on the air brakes, he 
said, then hit the floor of the 
engine cab. 


At 34 mph, the engine 
guillotined the rig at the hitch, 
spinning the northbound cab 
back into the side of the train. 


The impact derailed the lead 
locomotive, bent the train tracks, 
and demolished the coal carrying 
rig. 

With part of the ripped trailer 
plastered to its grill, the train car- 
ried truck debris 600 feet down 
the track. A front door popped 
open and coal poured inside with 
the engineer. 


McFarland said he looked back 
down the tracks and thought 


‘“*that boy didn’t make it.” 


But Moore climbed out of the 
rig with apparently nothing more 
than a minor head injury and 
numerous scratches. He was 


treated at the scene by Alabaster 
paramedics and taken to Shelby 
Medical Center for further 
testing.

These items highlighted Mon- 
day night’s regular session of 
Calera’s City Council meeting. 

Apparently as the result of 
Statements previously made by 
Hadaway, indicating a desire to 
resign as finance chairman, 
Councilman Doug LeSueur 
brought the matter before the 
governing body. 

Mayor Carl Prichard inter- 
jected that the situaticn had been 
worked out and that Hadaway 
would continue as chairman of 
the committee. 

When questioned as to the cor-

Fish saves alligator 


The three foot long gator was 
first spotted last year in the pond 
in Alabaster’s Willow Glen sub- 
division on Hwy. 119. 

Area residents say that children 
who fish in the pond are able to 
get quite close to the alligator 
without frightening it. 

Since alligators are on the en- 
dangered species list, it’s against 
the law to kill them. 

But the animal could grow to 
be eight feet in length, and of- 
ficials of several county agencies 
are concerned that it could hurt 
someone. 

Last Wednesday, personnel 
from the Shelby County Humane 
Society and Shelby County 
Health Department joined forces 
at the pond in an attempt to catch 
the gator. 

Although they spent most of 
the morning there, the wily 
creature never showed itself. 

Coming back again that even- 
ing, Humane Society Director 
Ann Speakman followed the ad- 
vice of a herpetologist from the 
Birmingham zoo when she spot- 
ted the gator. 

A light was shone in its eyes, 
and using a control stick, 
Speakman was about to get the 
rope over its neck when the fish 
made its unexpected appearance 
in the boat. 

Speakman said she was amazed 
the reptile could survive in this 
climate since alligators that had 
once been imported to the state 
had frozen to death. 

Herman Waugh, who owns the 
pond, will continue efforts to 
capture the gator, Speakman 
said.

To create the Shelby County Plann- 
ing Commission; to provide tor the 
organization membership, powers, 
personnel, jurisdiction, and financial 
and legai status of such commission; 
to authorize the Commission to make 
Subdivision regulations, a master 
plan, and to adopt zoning regulations 
tor the development of Shelby Coun- 
ty: to provide for an election in each 
beat prior to the application of such 
authority of the Commission in each 
beat; to grant the Commission power 
to zone certain areas within the coun- 
ty and provide a procedure for the 
amendment of zoning regulations; to 
prohibit zoning regulations from be- 
ing retroactive; to provide remedies 
for the enforcement of the provisions 
of this act; to provide exceptions to 
Such zoning regulations and for ap- 
peats from the decisions of the Com 
mission, and to provide for the 
fatitication, approval, validation and 
confirmation of Act No. 816 approved 
September 2, 1965 and al! actions 
taken by the Shelby County Planning 
Commission, officials of Shelby 
County, and the electors of Shelby 
County, or any beat therein, as of the 
date they were taken. 
Be it Enacted By The Legisiature of 
Alabama: 

Section 1. Creation of County Plan- 
ning Commission. There is hereby 
created a Planning Commission for 
Shelby County, Alabama which Com- 
mission shall be appointed as herein 
provided and shall have respon- 
sibilities and duties as are stated 
herein. The Commission shall be 
known as the Shelby County Planning 
Commission. The term, “county 
governing body" when used herein 
shall refer to the Shelby County Com- 
mission or its successors. 

Section 2. Personne! of the Shelby 
County Planning Commission. The 
Commission shall be composed of 
seven members, ali of whom shall be 
over the age of 25 years and each of 
whom shail be a qualified elector in 
and an actual resident of and a free- 
holder in Shelby County who resides 
outside the corporate limits of any 
municipatity therein. Two of the 
members shall be appointed by the 
Shelby County Commission, two 
shall be appointed by the Shelby 
County Board of Education, two shall 
be appointed by the Shelby County 
Bar Association, and one shall be ap- 
pointed by the Judge of the Circuit 
Court of Shelby County. Not over two 
members of the Commission shall 
come from any one beat of the Coun- 
ty. Each member shall serve a term of 
six years and until his successor is 
duly appointed and qualified. Prior to 
taking office each member shall 
subscribe to an oath as provided by 
law for public officials ana the same 

shail be recorded in the Probate Of- 
tice of Shelby County. The original 
members of this Commission shail 
draw lots to determine the period of 
time each Is to serve and the terms of 
two shall expire two years from the 
date of the organization of the Com- 
mission, the terms of two shall expire 
four years from the date of the 
organization of the Commission and 
the terms of three shall expire six 
years from the date of the organiza- 
tion of the Commission. in the event 
of a vacancy on the Commission the 
game shall be filled as in the case of 
the original appointment. All 
members shail serve without com- 
pensation, and the members shall 
hold no other county office. However, 
reasonable and necessary expenses 


ot the members snail be paid from the 
Genera\ Fund of Sheiby County. 
Section 3, Jurisdiction of Commis- 
sion. The jurisdiction of the Commis- 
sion shall extend to all areas of the 
county outside the boundaries of 
municipal corporations, provided, 
however, that where 4a municipality 
now or in the future ts authorized to 
exercise and does in fact exercise 
planning and zoning powers in any 
area outside its municipal boun- 
aries, such areas Shall be excluded 
trom the jurisdiction of the county 
planning commission 
Section 4. Organization and rules 
The Commission shal! elect its chair 
man and create and fili such other of 
tices as it may determine. The term of 
Chairman shal! be for one year, with 
eligibility for re-election. The com- 
mission shall normaliy hold at least 
One regular meeting each month. it 
shall adopt by-laws for the transac- 
tion of business and shall keep a 
record of its resolutions, transaction 
of business, which record shall be a 
public record. Five of the members 
shalt constitute a quorum to transact 
the business of the Commission 
Section 5. Staff and Finances. The 
commission may appoint. promote, 
demote, and remove such employees 
as it deems necessary for its work. 
The Commission may also contract 
with county or city planners, 
engineers, architects, and other con- 
sultants and with any local, state, or 
federal agency for such services as it 
may require. The commission may 
cooperate with and accept funds 
from Federal, state and local public 
or semi-public agencies, private in- 
dividuals or corporations, and may 
expend such funds, and may carry 
out such cooperative undertakings 
and contracts for planning studies 
necessary in the performance of its 
duties. The expenditures of the Com- 
mission, exclusive of gifts, grants, or 
contract receipts, shall be within the 
amounts appropriated for the pur- 
pose by the county governing body 
Section 6. General Power and 
Duties of the Commission. It shall be 
the function and duty of the commis- 
sion to make and maintain in an up- 
to-date manner a master plan and to 
adopt appropriate zoning reguiations 
as provided by Section 10 hereof for 
the physical development of Shelby 
County, provided, however, that the 
Commission shall have no power, by 
the adoption of zoning regulations or 
otherwise, to limit or impair in any 
manner the use of land for mining, 
quarrying or otherwise extracting 
coal, limestone or other minerals 
located therein, or for processing or 
distribution of such minerals. Such 
plan and regulations with the accom- 
Panying maps, plats, charts, and 
descriptive materia) shall show the 
Commission's recommendations for 
the use and development of the ter- 
ritory of the said county. The zoning 
regulations shail also include a zon- 
ing plan for selected areas for the 
control of the height, area, bulk, loca- 
tion, and use of buildings and land. 
As the work of making the whole 
master plan and preparation of zon- 
ing regulations progresses, the Com- 
mission may from time to time adopt 
and publish a part or parts thereof, 
any such part to cover one or more 
major sections or divisions of the 
county. The commission may from 
time to time amend, extend, or add to 
the pian or regulations as hereinafter 
provided. Nothing in this act shall be 
construed to impair the right of emi- 
nent domain conferred on railroads 
and utilities, both public and private, 
or their right to construct, use and 
maintain structures reasonably re- 
Quired in the public service or their 
right to exercise authority conferred 
by statutes, franchises, certificates 
of convenience and necessity, 
licenses, easements or conveyances 
Section 7. Purposes in View. In the 
preparation of the master plan and 
zoning requiations, the commission 
shail make careful and comprehen- 
sive surveys and studies of the pre- 
sent conditions existing within the

quirements. The plan and zoning 
regulations should be made with the 
general purpose of guiding and ac- 
complishing a coordinated, adjusted 
and harmonious development of the 
county, which will, in accordance 
with present and future needs, best 
promote health, safety, morals, order, 
convenience, prosperity, and general 
weifare, as well as efficiency and 
economy in the process of develop- 
ment, and should promote safety 
from tire, tlood and other dangers, 
the healthful and convenient distribu- 
tion of population, and the wise and 
efficient expenditure of public funds.

Section 6. Election to Determine it 
Beat is to be Covered by The Master 
Pian and Zoning Regulations. The 
master plan and zoning regulations 
provided by the Commission shall not 
be applicable in any beat of Shelby 
County untii the majority of the 
qualified electors of the beat voting 
in @ special election shall have 
signitied by their vote that they desire 
the authority of the Commission, its 
master plan and the zoning regula- 
tions to apply to their beat. Such an 
election must be held no less than 30 
nor more than 45 days after a petition 
is tiled in the office of the judge of 
Probate seeking such an election and 
signed by no less than 25 electors 
who vote in said beat and who also 
own an interest in real estate that is 
located in such beat. Notice of such 
election shall be given by three 
weeks publication and posting notice 
in two public places within the beat. 
The cost of conducting said election 
shal! be paid from the General Fund 
of Shelby County. The ballot shall be 
So worded as to give the voter the op- 
portunity to vote either Yes" or “No” 
as to whether he wishes the authority 
of the Commission, its master plan 
and the zoning regulations to apply to 
such beat. Only those qualified elec- 
tors outside of the boundaries of 
municipal corporations, or where a 
municipality now or in the future is 
authorized to exercise, and does, in 
fact, exercise planning and zoning 
powers in any area outside its 
municipal boundaries, or such areas 
excluded from the jurisdiction of the 


~ commission as set out in Section 3, 


shall be permitted to vote or sign a 
petition calling for election in the 
beat concerned and a statement to 
this fact shall be carried on the baliot 
and the petition or said ballot and 
petition shail not be valid. 

Section 9. Subdivision Reguta- 
tions. The Commission shall adopt a 
code of regulations applicable to the 
subdivision of land and plats of sub- 
Givisions shall not, after the adoption 
of such code of regulations, be ac- 
cepted for filing and recording in the 
Probate Office until they have been 
approved in a manner to be 
designated by the Commission. The 
Commission is hereby authorized to 
provide @ penalty not to exceed $100 
per lot to be paid by anyone who sub- 
divides property and conveys lots 
therefrom without first having record- 
6d the plat of such subdivision as is 
herein provided. The provisions of 
this section shall apply within the 
jurisdiction of the Commission as 
specified in Section 3. 

Saction 10. Zoning; Grant of Power. 
For the purpose of promoting the 
health, safety, morals, convenience, 
order, prosperity and general welfare 
of the County, the Commission ts 
hereby empowered to divide the por- 
tion of the county within its zoning 
jurisdiction into districts of such 
number, shape and area as may be 
found best sulted to carry out the pur- 
poses of this act, and to provide 
within such districts for standards 
relating to the use of the land and the 
types and kinds of structures that 
may be erected in such districts, ex- 
Cluding all buildings having a cost of 
under five hundred (500.00), and ali 
home remodeling or modification in 
such districts. Such provision shall 
be made in accordance with a com- 
prehensive plan and shall be design- 
@d to lessen congestion in the streets 

and highways; to secure safety from 
fire, flood, panic and other dangers; 
to provide health and the general 
welfare; to provide adequate light and 


air; to prevent the overcrowding of 
land; to avoid undue mixed use of 
land; to facilitate the adequate provi- 
sion of transportation, water supply, 
sewerage, schools, parks and other 
public requirements. Such provision 
shall be made with reasonable con- 
sideration, among other things, of the 
character of the land and district and 
its peculiar suitability for particular 
uses and with a view of promoting 
desirable living conditions, sustain- 
ing the stability of neighborhoods, 
protecting property against blight 
and depreciation, securing economy 
in governmental expenditures, con- 
serving the value of bulldings; and en- 
couraging the most appropriate use 
of land and of bulldings and struc- 
tures throughout the jurisdiction of 
the Commission. 

For the purpose of providing for the 
division of the territory into districts, 
consonant with the conditions pro- 
vided in this section, the Commission 
may make a single zoning pian for all 
the territory of the area which lies 
within its jurisdiction or may make 
and certify separate and successive 
zoning plans for parts of such ter- 
ritory which it deems suitable for ur- 
ban or suburban development or 
which for other reasons it deems to 
have appropriate territorial unity for 
zoning pian; and correspondingly any 
zoning regulations enacted by the 
Commission may cover and include 
the whole territory lying within its 
jurisdiction or such territory as the 
commission deems to be appropriate 
territorial unit for a zoning plan. 

Section 11. Publication of Notice of 
Proposed Change in Zoning Regula- 
tions. Once zoning regulations have 
become spplicable to a beat as pro- 
vided by Section 8 hereof, such 
regulations shall not be changed by 
the Commission until the proposed 
change has been published for three

ment or of any regulation made under 
the authority conferred hereby, the 
county attorney, or other appropriate 
administrative officer of the Commis- 
sion may institute any appropriate ac- 
tion or proceeding to prevent such 
unlawful erection, construction, 
feconstruction, alteration, repair,

Section 14. Exceptions to Zoning 
Regulations. The Commission may in 
appropriate Cases and subject to ap- 
propriate conditions and safeguards, 
make special exceptions to the terms 
of the zoning regulations in harmony 
with its general purposes and in- 
terests and in accordance with 
general or specific rules adopted by 
the Commission.

cases such variance from the yard, 
open space, land use, bulk and height 
requirements of the regulation as will 
not £3 contrary to the public Interest, 
where, owing to special conditions of

Law officers stay busy arresting ‘Otis’ 


by David F. Moore 

His name is Otis. He’s the 
comic town drunk on the Andy 
Griffith show, a harmless man 
who causes no real problems 
other than wasting police time 
and taking space in the jail. 

But the drunk weaving down 
Shelby County’s highways is a 
different story. He can kill 
himself. He can kill you. He can 
destroy your property. And the 
time law enforcers spend trying 
to keep him off the streets, adds 
up to a lot of time that could 
otherwise be spent fighting crime. 

Officials are quick to note that 
not every drunk driver is spotted 
and arrested. Nonetheless, on 
during an average week, 24 ar-

rests for driving under the in- 
fluence are made across Shelby 
County. 

Figures supplied by county law 
enforcers and compiled by the 
Reporter show that from the time 
a drunk driver is stopped, taken 
to the station, tested, booked, 
bonded out, and taken to court, 
he has tied up a patrol officer 
from one to three hours. 

“We're not spending that 
much time or money with drunks 
per se, because the officer is out 
on patrol, anyway,’’ said Pelham 
Capt. Allan Wade, ‘‘although, it 
does take him away from his 
patrol.”’ 

“It’s not uncommon for a 
deputy to be at the jail with a 
drunk driver, and get a call ona 
problem back in his territory,”’ 
Chief Deputy James Jones said. 

Besides being off patrol, in a 


month’s time, this tie-up equates 
to five officers or deputies each 
working nearly a full week doing 
nothing but handling drunk 
drivers. 

Moreover, a drunk spending 
the night in jail has to be fed, gas 
has to be burned for the arresting 
officer to return to his patrol 
area, and PEI (Photo Electric In- 
toximeter) machines have to be 
bought and maintained. In addi- 
tion, some municipalities, such as 
Montevallo, pay $2,000 per -year 
for contracts with counselors to 
try to rehabilitate problem 
drinkers. 

But as Montevallo PD Chief 
Allen Needham said, ‘‘We don’t 
equate it on a cost basis because 
we’re out there patroling anyway. 
We look at the benefit arrived at 
preventing accidents, death and 
destruction of property.”

Several officials have noted 
that DUI’s increase around the 
first of the month when federal 
checks are mailed. Others noted 
increases during football season, 
December and January, and 
whenever the weather turns 
warmer in the spring. 

**A full moon tends to bring 
them out, too, and I’m as serious 
as a heart attack,’’ said Chief 
Jones. 

Jones also said that DUI’s 
come in cycles and when one ar- 
rest. is made, others usually 
follow. 

Needham and Deal, however, 
said that DUI’s remain fairly 
constant in their cities.

Yawns have weird meanings for animals 


A wide-mouthed yawn usually 
means a person is bored or 
fatigued. 

But it’s not that simple in the 
animal kingdom, says the current 
issue’ of International Wildlife 
magazine. Animals do yawn--but 
for a whole variety of reasons. 
The animal’s yawn may signal 
courtship, aggression, warning or 
a need to create order within a 
group. 

The conventional yawn occurs 
when breathing slows down 
because of fatigue, inactivity or 
lack of sleep. Opening wide 
creates a sudden intake of air that 
sends oxygenated blood to the 
heart. The heart, in turn, rushes 
blood to lethargic muscles, reviv- 
ing a sluggish system. 

Some animals do yawn for 
conventional-or physiological- 
reasons. For instance, the 
javeline (wild boar) yawns to re- 
juvenate himself whenever he 
leaves the shallow depressions int 
he desert where he sleeps. 

But for other animals, yawns 
are mere weapons in territorial 
battles. Lizards and fish com- 
monly threaten unwelcome in- 
vaders by opening their mouths. 
Bears and wolves open wide to 


higher-level threat than a riased 
eyebrow or a stare,’’ sayd John 
Fletemeyer of Flordia’s Nova 
University,, who has often seen 


these fiairy animals” yawn when... 


choice food is at stake. 

Lions, on the other hand, 
spread their jaws to calm tensions 
within a group. Female lions 
yawn frequently, almost in 
unison, to distract potential ag- 
gressors from their newborns. 

Some animals even aywn to in- 
vite clean-up crews into their 
mouths. A cse in point is the 
crocodile, who can’t move his 
tongue well enough to clean his 
teeth. He instead spreads his jaws 
wide so that certain birds can 
dine on leftover food among his

Rugged railroad workers laid 
tracks through the Town of Bux- 
ahatchee before the days of the 
Civil War. Bred by the crossing 
of the L&N and Southern lines, 
Buxahatchee grew into the city of

A few shovels full of dirt 
Saturday marked the beginning 
of a new page in perhaps the 
history of both the railroads and 
Calera.

S. I. Lime gets definite maybe

County Commission Chairman 
Tommy Snowden broke a tie vote 
Monday, changed his mind, 
rescinded his vote, and said, ‘‘A 
line has to be drawn...but 
where?”’ 

The issue before the commis- 
sion was S.I. Lime Corporation’s 
request for industrial park status 
at its Saginaw location. Such 
parks are exempt from being an- 
nexed into municipalities. 

The City of Alabaster had its 
mayor, city clerk, and attorney 
on hand at the public hearing to 
urge the commission not to grant 
the request. 


S.1. Lime is within Alabaster’s 
police jurisdiction. It pays 
Alabaster sales taxes of about 
$25,000 to $26,000 per year. 


ARCO to

Could it be that over 10,000 
feet below the surface of Shelby 
County, oil is waiting to be 
discovered? 

Ignoring the negative results of 
a wildcat operation in Pea Ridge 
three years ago, Atlantic 
Richfield Company is going 
across the county to try its luck in 
a wildcat operation south of 
Westover. 

The company, through its sub- 
sidiary Arco Oil and Gas Com- 
pany, is drilling on property own- 
ed by Gulf States Paper Com- 
pany. 

Authorized by the State Oil 
and Gas Board, the well will be 
called Arco/Anschutz Alabama 
Properties Number One. 


When Snowden withdrew his 
vote, it left the entire question 
open until the next commission 
meeting in three weeks. 

Commissioner Harold Daven- 
port of Alabaster led the discus- 
sion against granting the in- 
dustrial park status. He was sup- 
ported by Commissioner Don 
Murphy. 

Davenport had earlier been 
against granting similar status to 
the Alabama Power Company 
and to Vulcan Materials, but 
both of those requests passed. 

Davenport said, ‘‘It was a bad 
piece of legislation that went 
through Montgomery to exempt 
industries from certain taxes. 
This is going to mushroom 
throughout the county.’’ 

Commissioners James ‘‘Jake’’ 
Morris and J. Alph Lowe favored 


the company’s request, if 
Alabaster would not lose any tax 
money in the process. 

The arguments went on for an 
hour and a half with attorneys 
for Alabaster and S.J. Lime do- 
ing most of the talking. 

C.A. ‘‘Butch’’ Powell, the lime 
company’s attorney, said 
Alabaster would not lose 
anything by the maneuver. He 
said his company would be glad 
to agree in writing to continue 
paying Alabastet sales taxes on 
the same scale as in the past. 

He argued his company needed 
to have industrial park status so it 
could make plans for the future. 
The company would like to at- 
tract other industries to the area, 
but needs assurance of a stable 
future to do so, he said. ‘*We

According to Richard Knowles 
of Atlantic Richfield’s Dallas 
drilling division, the actual work 
will probably be conducted by 
Delta Drilling Company. 

The efforts by Arco will mark 
only the second time the Ap- 
palachian fold and fault region of 
Shelby County has been tapped. 

Pea Ridge proved unproduc- 
tive in 1979 when a well drilled to 
a depth of 12,522 feet was aban- 
doned as a dry hole. 

The site of the well will be three 
miles south of the intersection of 
county roads 55 and 51. 

Preparation work is already 
underway on the test well loca- 
tion and is being handled by T. 
K. Stanley, Inc. Oil Field Con- 
tractors of Waynesboro, MS. 


On Monday the company had 
already cleared all the timber at 
the site, and was digging a reser- 
voir. Dirt was being hauled in to 
level the land for oil drilling 
equipment. 

According to Lee Howard, a 
foreman on the job, the test well 
will be drilled to a probable depth 
of 16,500 feet. 

When asked if the well was in 
fact being drilled for oil, Howard 
stated ‘‘oil, slash, natural gas.’’ 

Arco is in the process of work- 
ing out a lease agreement with 
Gulf States Paper Company for 
use of the property. 

According to Eddie Lary, a 
forester for Gulf States, work has 
actually gotten ahead of the 
necessary paper work. 
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Ed board nixes new pressboxes 


The cost of rebuilding a 
pressbox that burned early this 
year will have to be borne by 
Montevallo school patrons and 
members of the community. 

Shelby County Board of 
Education member Bill Fancher 
made ‘a motion at Tuesday’s 
meeting to reimburse the school 
in the amount of $3,521. 

But the motion failed to pass 
when Jack Upchurch, the only 
other board member present, cast 
a negative vote. Board Chairman 
Barbara Whitman refrained from 
exercising her option to break the 
tie. 

There was a round of applause 
following the action. Chelsea 
School trustee Dewey Garrett 
later commented it was the first 
time he had ever heard the board 
say no to a recommendation 
from Superintendent Charles 
Knowles. 

Before the vote, Garrett had 
asked the board for help in 
rebuilding the pressbox at 
Chelsea which had deteriorated 
and was considered a safety 
hazard. 

But Knowles said he con- 
sidered that a different type of 
situation and did not recommend 


any financial assistance with that 
project. 

Montevallo High School Prin- 
cipal Joe Perkins offered no com- 
ments on the board’s action ex- 
cept to say after the meeting, 
*‘What will be will be.”’ 

Earlier in the meeting, Knowles 
had asked the board to consider 
insuring buildings and structures 
on school campuses which they 
were not responsible for erecting. 

That action had been recom- 
mended by insurance inspectors 
who looked over school proper- 
ties several months ago, Knowles 
said. 

He pointed out that once a 
building was put up on a school 
campus, it was technically the 
property of the state and en- 
trusted to local boards of educa- 
tion. 

“If such a building should be 
lost,’’ he noted, ‘‘and it was 
uninsured, technically we would 
have the responsibility of replac- 
ing it.’’ 

The superintendent said that 
further investigation would be 
made to determine the costs of 
picking up such insurance.

can’t make plans this way. We 
want to know what the situation 
will be 10 years from 
now.’’ Ken Roberson, a vice 

president for the company 
pointed out that Southern Stone 
and S.I. Lime have four different 
locations in Shelby County, and 
they are not asking for industrial 
park status for any of the others. 
“One was annexed into Alabaster 
last week,” he said, indicating 
the company’s shop on county 
road 12, just off highway 119.

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Trailer issue hanging 


Trailers, speed limits, a new 
method of dispersing gasoline 
and advertising benches were a 
few of the topics discussed at 
Wednesday’s meeting of the Col- 
umbiana Council. 


However, most of the items 
brought up were put aside for 
further study. 

When the request to locate a 
trailer in the city was mentioned, 
it triggered the usual difference 
of opinion among members. 

While the majority of the 
council seems willing to let people 
in the neighborhoods involved 
make the decision on whether a 
trailer is located there, Coun- 
cilwoman Jessie Jones opposes 
that system. 

Emphasizing that she wasn’t 
against letting trailers come into 
the city, Jones insisted that stan- 
dards should be established so 
everyone would be treated fairly.

A total of 16 
vehicles are involved. 

After reporting that the 
estimated cost of spraying for 
mosquitoes would be around 
$1,000, Councilman Bill Seale 
said that Street Superintendent 
James Palmer wanted to leave the 
apparatus on his pickup truck.

Jail population decreases 


by David F. Moore 

In the wake of the May 13 drug 
busts, the population of the 
Shelby County jail swelled to 115 
inmates. It was the second 
highest inmate count in the jail’s 
history. 

By Friday, May 21, the jail 
population had dropped to 88, 
mainly because 29 of the 32 peo- 
ple arrested for selling drugs, had 
paid at least $35,000 each, to get 
out on bond. 

But the jail still housed 13 in- 
mates more than it was designed 
to accommodate. 

Jail reports show that only 17 


of the 88 inmates are serving time 
on county charges, while 41 of 
them are convicted on state 


felony charges. 


Twenty-nine inmates are 
awaiting trial, and one is. being 
held for Columbiana. Chief 
Deputy James Jones said nearly 
all of the 29 face state charges. 

With only 75 functional cells, 
makeshift sleeping and living ar- 
rangements have been necessary. 
Pads and cots have been placed in 
some of the day rooms, and in 
other parts of the jail which are 
not protected by locks. 


Deputies receive ‘double’ pay 


It appears that the county will 
begin paying deputies who attend 
National Guard camps their full 
salary while they participate in 
the training sessions. 

At their Wednesday meeting, 
members of the Law Enforce- 
ment Personnel Board were in- 
formed that the commission of- 
fice had requested the board’s 
consent before doling out the ex- 
tra pay. 


Under the rules of the Person- 
nel Board, employees of the 
sheriff's department have only 
received the difference between 
military pay and their salaries. 

Making the motion to comply 
with the request from the com- 
mission, board member Larry 
Dillard said, ‘‘There’s no reason 
for them to follow this rule since 
they don’t follow any of our 
other rules.”’ 

The board voted in favor of 
Dillard’s motion. 

Dillard’s remark about a rule 
the commission didn’t go along 
with, involved the date of perma- 
nent employment for four 
workers at the sheriff’s depart- 
ment. 

The request had been made to 
rectify an-error and to get the 
board in compliance with their 
rules. 

Referring to that situation, 
board member Mickey Johnson 
said that in his opinion, the com- 
mission had missed the point of 
the request. 

He noted that the commission 
had said the personnel involved 


couldn’t be reclassified retroac- ° 


tively. 

“‘That implies that they were 
classified correctly in the first 
place and they weren’t,’’ 
Johnson declared. 

‘‘What they’re doing,’’ 
Johnson pointed out, ‘‘is telling 
us we can’t go back and correct a 
mistake.”’ 

Board chairman Teddy 
Brasher reminded members that 
everything possible had been 
done to rectify the situation. 

If the commission had backed 
up the date of permanent 
employment for two of the 
workers to August 31 and Oc- 
tober 1 for two others, a small 
amount of back pay might have 
been involved. 

The board found it in- 
congruous that the commission 
would be concerned about that 
amount and then turn around 
and pay a much larger amount 
to the deputies who go to training 


camp. 

The matter of double pay had 
been brought to the attention of 
the commission office by the At- 
torney General’s office. 

One of the four deputies who 
attend training camps had written 
for an opinion. And even though 
his answer wasn’t an opinion 
since the deputy had not gone 
through the proper channels, the 
deputy was told he was entitled to 
his full salary while at camp. 

State law, he was informed, 
makes that a requirement. All of 
the other county employees have 
been getting the double pay. 


“The big problem with so 
many inmates is security,’’ Chief 
Deputy James Jones said. 
“Especially since a lot of them 
aren’t behind lock dnd key.’’ 

Up to 40 overflow inmates 
have, within limits, been free to 
wander about parts of the jail. 
And as many as three of the six or 
seven day shift guards are often 
out at once taking prisoners to 
court or the doctor or dentist. 
That leaves only a few guards to 
handle the jailhouse. 

Some prisoners without in- 
dividual cells want one, Jones ex- 
plained. Others in locked cells are 
envious of the added ‘‘freedom’’ 
the overflow inmates have. 

So far, this has led to aggrava- 
tion among some inmates? but no 
physical incidents, Jones said. 

**I’m ready for all these people 
to get out,’ commented one trus- 
ty during the rush of the 26 drug 
arrests. ‘“‘Then things can get 
back to normal.’’ 

Qvercrowding, however, has 
not caused a financial strain on 
the sheriff’s department. So far, 
the $1.75 per day the state pays 
for each inmate, has been enough 
to keep reportedly good food on 
the dinner trays. 

' Jones anticipates the opening 
of two new state prisons will end 
the overcrowding. But those 
facilities are two to three years 
from completion, he said. 

Two current inmates are 
awaiting trial on murder charges: 
Hulen Wilson of Vincent, charg- 
ed with the 1982 death of James 
Davis; and Darrell Grayson of 


Montevallo, scheduled to stand- 


trial May 31 for the December, 
1980 murder of Annie Laurie 
Orr.

This was granted only with the 
understanding that the contractor 
hired for the road work is in 
agreement. 

Ray was given emergency 
authority to have a scraper, used 
in landfill work, repaired without 
taking bids. 

Ray stated that the scraper is 
absolutely necessary to complete 
the work at the landfills in time to 
meet the health department’s 
deadlines for closing the Calera 
and Helena landfills.

Resident threatens legal action 


Helena denies responsibility for problem

Johnny and Joyce Lynn have a 
mosquito breeding swamp 
stagnating in back of their Bran- 
dywine home. And they want the 
City of Helena to clean it up. 

The swampy area is created by 
a debris clogged drainage ditch. 
It runs the length of the Helena 
subdivision and water backs into 
the Lynn’s yard on Chateau 
Drive. 

In dry weather, the water 
Stagnates and mosquitoes breed. 
When it rains, the ditch floods, 
the Lynns said. ° 

Brandywine resident Charles 
Cook said he’s seen the Lynns’ 
backyard turn into a lake before. 

At the council’s Monday 
meeting, the Lynns presented a 


petition signed by Brandywine 
residents, and a handful of snap- 
shots illustrating the problem. 

“If it was just cleaned out and 
dug deeper, there’d be less of a 
problem,’’ Mrs. Lynn told the 
council. *‘I’d like something done 
about it.’’ 

She also complained that the 
city neglects cutting the high 
grass that grows around its pum- 
ping station near their home. 

‘The (drainage) problem 
doesn’t belong to the town,” 
Mayor Charles Penhale told the 
Lynns, Cook and Brandywine 
resident Mike Stanton. Penhale 
explained that even though the 
drain runs through a city, ease- 
ment, it is still on private proper- 
ty.

Pelham tries tactics to avoid rationing 


Do Pelham residents face 
water rationing this summer such 
as they did for five months last 
year? 

According to Mayor Burk 
Dunaway, it depends on three 
facto ors: delivery.of pump valves 

om Pennsylvania; consumer 
consumption; and the whims of 
the weatherman. 

The city’s new well in Indian 
Hills, with an estimated 2,000 
gallons per minute pumping 
capacity, might end Pelham 
‘water woes permanently. 
However, health officals limited 
the well’s output to 700 gallons, 
at least through the summer. 

In the interim, the city has pur- 


chased a used pump and motor 
for $3,500, and will spend 
another $8,000-$9,000 to install 
it. Dunaway expects to be pump- 
ing water from the new well in 
several weeks. But to do so re- 
quires diverting lines from a pre- 
sent Indian Hills well, thus giving 
the city a net gain of 300-400 
gallons per minute. 

The city will have to wait until 
some time in July before it can 
start pumping a second new well 
located off Highway 119. The 
valves for the pump will not be 
delivered from Homestead 
Valves Company in Pennsylvania 
for about two months,

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Association president queries 
teacher salary revision delays 


The Shelby County Board of 
Education was questioned Tues- 
day, about failing to take action 
on revising salary schedules for 
teachers. 

Shelby County Education 
Association President Tommie 
Harrison handed out a 
mimeographed sheet with that 
question and other matters of 
concern to the teachers. 


On the matter of salary read- 
justment, Board Chairman Bar- 
bara Whitman said that the 
amount the board would receive 
from the state had not been deter- 
mined, 

She also related that the board 
was uncertain of the effect of the 
reappraisal program and the cur- 
rent use bill. 


For those reasons, she explain- 
ed, no major adjustment in ex- 
penses could be made. 

Another item on the printed 
sheet concerned mailings from 
the central office. 


While the recognition of 
students deserving honors has 
always been handled locally, 
teachers this year were asked to 
compile and send a list of these 
students to the central office. 

According to reports, students 
are to be sent commendations 
from the superintendent’s office. 

Teachers have complained that 
preparing the requested informa- 
tion was a time consuming task 
and Harrison noted that tax- 
payers’ money would be used to 
pay for postage.

At every grade level, county 
students made better scores in 
reading, language, and math than 
the national average. 


Findings also reveal that 


averages Of Shelby County 
students in grades 2-11 exceed 
Alabama averages and show an 
improvement over the previous 
year. 

The most impressive gains over 
state averages were made by llth 
grade students. 

Shelby County llth graders 
tested at 12.9, while the state 
average is 11.6 and the national

Credit for those strides has 
been given to teachers and prin- 
cipals who designed courses 
which have done a better job of 
meeting the needs of students. 

A spokesperson for the Central 
Office of the Board of Education 
also attributed the improvement 
in academics to the positive at- 
titude of students and the support 
and involvement of parents. 

Although they were above the 
national average and equal to 
state averages, first grade scores 
didn’t show as much gain as 
scores of other grades tested. 

Many factors affect these 
scores such as the nature of skills 
taught and length of time 
students have been in school. 

Many of those children had no 
school experience before entering 
first grade. Reports show that of 
the 1,000 first graders tested, 300 
attended public kindergartens 
and approximately the same 
number went to private 
kindergartens. 

CAT scores aren’t reported for 
students in grades 3, 6 and 9. The 
Alabama Basic Competency test 
is used in these grades. 

This test measures the progress 
in basic skills which must be 
mastered before students 
graduate from high school.

Commission enforces zoning 


The county commission 
unanimously agreed Monday to 
enforce subdivision regulations 
under powers granted in recent 
State legislation. 


The county’s action was 
necessary because the state 
Supreme Court had invalidated a 
1965 law which set up the coun- 
ty’s zoning regulatory body. 


That law had established a 
Shelby County Planning Com- 
mission which had power to en- 
force zoning regulations. The law 


was challenged by persons in Beat 

12 who did not want zoning, and 
after several years in court the 
Supreme Court held it un- 
constitutional on May 13. 


The commission, at the request 
of Don Murphy, also agreed to 
ask the members of the former 
Planning Commission to serve as 
an advisory committee while the 
attorneys try to get the Supreme 
Court to rehear the case. 


Steps are now underway to get 
a new act passed by the state 


legislature at the earliest possible 
time to reinstate the Planning 
Commission and its regulatory 
and zoning powers. 

Attorney Oliver Head said the 
county cannot ask for a ‘blanket 
injunction’ against anyone who 
tries to build industries in Beat 
12, but he said it can ask for an 
injunction in each individual case 
that arises.

Speech problemssolved 


with cooperative effort 


An estimated 22 million 
Americans suffer from com- 
municative problems. 

But youngsters who receive 
help with speech and hearing 
disabilities when they enter 
shcool are usually able to over- 
come their difficulty. 

Since May is Better Speech and 
Hearing month, speech 
pathologists who work in the 
Shelby County school system em- 
phasize the importance of early 
detection. 

Speech supervisor Betsy 
Stockdale said that youngsters 
are screened when they enter 
kindergarten and first grade, and 
those in need of attention begin 
therapy immediately. 

This year’s caseload for the 
county includes 390 students - 32 
more than last year. 

Speech pathologists point out 
that cooperation is the key word 
in achieving a successful result. 

Classroom teachers are urged 


to keep the pathologists informed 


of the student’s performance. in 
class regarding their difficulty, 
and parents are also encouraged 
to work with their child at home. 
Charts and tally sheets recor- 
ding progress and poor perfor- 
mance, are useful in making the 
student aware of what he or she is 
doing and trying to correct it. 
Students with hearing or 
speech difficulties usually have 
sessions with the pathologist two 
or three times a week. 
Depending on the severity of 
the problem, they may spend bet- 
ween 15 and 30 minutes in the 


* therapy session, 


Some students are able to be 
phased out after a semester, while 
others may need attention for 
two or three years. 

Although most students 
benefit from these sessions, hear- 
ing impaired youngsters make the 
greatest strides in a program such 
as the one at Riverchase. 

Transported in a special van 
from all areas of the county, the 
students have therapy sessions 
and then attend regular classes at 
the school. 

Telling about a hearing im- 


paired Columbiana student he 
had been unable to help, speech 
pathologist Joe Ford said that 
immediate improvement in 
grades took place when the 
youngster went to Riverchase. 

One speech disorder which 
could require surgery, explained 
Montevallo’s speech pathologist 
Shirley Harrington, is nodules on 
the vocal chords. 

‘She said that constant yelling 
was often the cause of the condi- 
tion. 

Other speech disorders involy- 
ing pitch are speaking too high, 
too low or in a monotone. 

The pathologists also work 
with students who stutter and 
those who have difficulty with ar- 
ticulation,. 

Language disorders are also 
dealt with. Some students are 
unusually slow in developing the 
language skills necessary to ex- 
press ideas and understand 
thoughts. 


Then there are students’ who” 


have learning disabilities, which 
means there is something in- 
terfering with their ability to 
understand the message the eyes 
and ears are receiving. 

In addition to the therapy that 
is provided in the schools, a pro- 
gram for the hearing impaired is 
also conducted at the University 
of Montevallo. 

Programs for students with 
hearing defects are developed by 
audiologist Wendy Crunk, super- 
visor for the county. 

Gail Nivens handles the 
University of Montevallo pro- 
gram and Nancy Cox works with 
hearing impaired students at 
Riverchase.

Clark, however, recently pled 
guilty to a misdemeanor charge 
of third degree assault and 
federal judge John Bryan award- 
ed Gibbs and his daughter $5,000 
each. Bryan said the amount 
awarded was punititve since no 
medical damages occurred from 
the spanking. 

After Clark’s arrest, the 
Department of Pensions and 
Security sought to have the day 
care center’s license revoked. 

However, attorney David C. 
Johnson said that Clara Clark, 
wife of the defendant and owner 
of the center, closed Happy 
House herself because of finan- 
cially reasons. 

Johnson said that federal 
courts ruled that DPS’s pro- 
cedure for seeking to revoke the 
license was unconstitutional.

confirmation of Act No. 816 approved 
September 2, 1965 and ali actions 
taken by the Shelby County Planning 
Commission, officials of Shelby 
County, and the electors of Shelby 
County, or any beat therein, as of the 
Gate they were taken, 

Be it Enacted By The Legislature of 
Alabama: 

Section 1. Creation of County Pian- 
ning Commission. There is hereby 
created a Planning Commission for 
Shelby County, Alabama which Com- 
mission shall be appointed as herein 
provided and shall have respon- 
sibilities and duties as are stated 
herein, The Commission shall be 
known as the Shelby County Planning 
Commission, The term, “county 
governing body" when used herein 
shall reter to the Shelby County Com- 
mission or its successors. 

Section 2. Personne! of the Shelby 
County Planning Commission. The 
Commission shall be composed of 
seven members, ail of whom shall be 
over the age of 25 years and each of 
whom shall be & qualified elector in 
and an actual resident of and a free- 
holder in Shelby County who resides 
outside the corporate limits of any 
municipality therein. Two of the 
members shall be appointed by the 
Shelby County Commission, two 
shall be appointed by the Shelby 
County Board of Education, two shall 
be appointed by the Shelby County 
Bar Association, and one shall be ap- 
pointed by the Judge of the Circuit 
Court of Shelby County. Not over two 
members of the Commission shall 
come from any one beat of the Coun- 
ty. Each member shal! serve a term of 
six years and until his successor is 
duly appointed and qualified. Prior to 
taking office each member shall 
Subscribe to an oath as provided by 
jaw for public officials and the same 
shall be recorded in the Probate Of- 
fice of Shelby County. The original 
members of this Commission shall 
draw lots to determine the period of 
time each is to serve and the terms of 
two shall expire two years from the 
date of the organization of the Com- 
mission, the terms of two shall expire 
four years from the date of the 
organization of the Commission and 
the terms of three shall expire six 
years from the date of the organiza- 
tion of the Commission. in the event 
of a vacancy on the Commission the 
same shall be filled as in the case of 
the original appointment. All 
members shall serve without com- 
pensation, and the members shall 
hold no other county office. However, 
reasonable and necessary expenses 
ol the members shall be paid from the 
General Fund of Shelby County. 

Section 3. Jurisdiction of Commis- 
sion. The jurisdiction of the Commis- 
sion shall extend to all areas of the 
county outside the boundaries of 
municipal corporations; provided, 
however, that where a municipality 
now or in the future is authorized to 
exercise and does in fact exercise 
planning and zoning powers in any 
area outside its municipal boun- 
daries, such areas shall be excluded 
from the jurisdiction of the county 
planning commission. 

Section 4. Organization and rules. 
The Commission shail elect its chair- 
man and create and fill such other of- 
tices as it may determine. The term of 
chairman shall be for one year, with 
eligibility for re-election. The com- 
mission shall normally hold at least 
one regular meeting each month. It 
shall adopt by-laws for the transac- 
tion of business and shall keep a 
record of its resolutions, transaction 
of business, which record shall be a 
public record. Five of the members 
shail constitute a quorum to transact 
the business of the Commission. 

Section 5. Staff and Finances. The 
commission may, appoint, promote, 
demote, and remove such employees

as if deems necessary for its work 
The Commission may also contract 
with county or city planners 
engineers, architects, and other con- 
Sultants and with any local, state, or 
federal agency tor such services as it 
may require. The commission may 
cooperate with and accep! funds 
from Federal, state and loca! public 
or semi-public agencies, private in- 
dividuals of corporations, and may 
expend such funds, and may carry 
out such cooperative undertakings 
and contracts for planning studies 
necessary in the performance of its 
duties. The expenditures of the Com- 
mission, exclusive of gifts, grants, or 
contract receipts, shall be within the 
amounts appropriated tor the pur- 
pose by the county governing body 
Section 6, General Power and 
Duties of the Commission. it shal! be 
the function and duty of the commis- 
sion to make and maintain in an up- 
to-date manner a master plan and to 
adopt appropriate zoning regulations 
as provided by Section 10 hereot tor 
the physical development of Sheiby 
County; provided, however, thal the 
Commission shall have no power, by 
the adoption of zoning regulations or 
otherwise, to limit or impair in any 
manner the use of land for mining, 
quarrying or otherwise extracting 
coal, limestone or other minerals 
located therein, or for processing or 
distribution of such minerals. Such 
plan and regulations with the accom- 
Panying maps, plats, charts, and 
descriptive material shail show the 
Commission's recommendations for 
the use and development of the ter- 
ritory of the said county. The zoning 
regulations shall also include a zon- 
ing plan for selected areas for the 
control of the height, area, bulk, loca- 
tion, and use of bulidings and land. 
As the work of making tne whole 
master plan and preparation of zon- 
ing regulations progresses, the Com- 
mission may from time to time adopt 
and publish a part or parts thereof, 
any such part to cover one or more 
major sections or divisions of the 
county. The commission may from 
time to time amend, extend, or add to 
the plan or regulations as hereinafter 
Provided. Nothing in this act shall be 
construed to impair the right of emi- 
nent domain conferred on railroads 
and utilities, both public and private, 
or their right to construct, use and 
maintain structures reasonably re- 
quired in the public service or their 
right to exercise authority conterred 
by statutes, franchises, certificates 
of convenience and necessity, 
licenses, easements or conveyances. 
Section 7. Purposes in View. in the 
preparation of the master plan and 
zoning requiations, the commission 
shall make careful and comprehen- 
sive surveys and studies of the pre- 
sent conditions existing within the 
county with due regard to existing 
agricultural uses, to land by virtue of 
its fertility, proximity to water sup- 
plies, and other geographical 
features is particularly suited to 
agricultural uses, to neighboring 
municipalities, towns and villages, to 
the growth of sub-divisions, to the 
general population growth of the 
county, and make adequate provision 
for traffic, recreational areas and In- 
dustry, and other public re- 
quirements. The plan and zoning 
regulations should be made with the 
general purpose of guiding and ac- 
complishing a coordinated, adjusted 
and harmonious development of the 
county, which will, in accordance 
with present and future needs, best 
promote health, safety, morals, order, 
convenience, prosperity, and general 
welfare, as well as efficiency and 
economy in the process of develop- 
ment, and should promote safety 
from fire, flood and other dangers 
the healthful and convenient distribu- 
tion of population, and the wise and 
efficient expenditure of public funds. 
The plan and regulations shall be a 
public record, but its purpose and ef- 
fect shall be to aid the planning com- 
mission in the performance of its 
duties, including making recommen- 
dations to the county governing body 
and assisting cooperating with other 
federal, state and local agencies so 
as to achieve coordinated, adjusted, 
‘and harmonious development. 
Section 8. Election to Determine if 
Beat is to be Covered by The Master, 
Plan and Zoning Regulations. T 
master plan and zoning regulations 
provided by the Commission shall not 
be applicable in any beat of Shelby 
County until the majority of the 
qualified electors of the beat voting 
in a special election shali have 
signified by their vote that they des’. 
the authority of the Commission, its 
master plan and the zoning regula- 
tions to apply to their beat. Such an 
election must be held no less than 30 
for more than 45 days after a petition 
\s filed in the office of the judge of 
probate seeking such an election and 
signed by no less than 25 electors 
who vote In said beat and who also 
Own an interest in reali estate that is 
located in such beat. Notice of such 
election shail be given by three 
weeks publication and posting notice 
in two public places within the beat, 
The cost of conducting said election 
shall be paid from the General Fund 
of Shelby County. The ballot shal! be 
80 worded as to give the voter the op- 
portunity to vote either “Yes” or "No" 
as to whether he wishes the authority 
of the Commission, its master pian 
and the zoning regulations to apply to 
such beat. Only those qualified elec- 
tors outside of the boundaries of 
municipal corporations, or where a 
municipality now or in the future is 
suthorized to exercise, and does, in 
fact, exercise planning and zoning 
powers in any area outside its

Section 9. Subdivision Reguia- 
tions. The Commission shall adopt 2 
code of regulations applicable to the 
Subdivision of land and plats of sub- 
divisions shall not, after the adoption 
of such code of regulations, be ac- 
cepted for filing and recording in the 
Probate Office until they have been 
approved in a manner to be 
designated by the Commission. The 
Commission is hereby authorized to 
provide a penalty not to exceed $100 
per lot to be paid by anyone who sub- 
divides property and conveys lots 
therefrom without first having record- 
ed the plat of such subdivision as is 
herein provided. The provisions of 
this section shall apply within the 
jurisdiction of the Commission as 
specified in Section 3. 

Section 10. Zoning; Grant of Power. 
For the purpose of promoting the 
health, safety, morals, convenience, 
order, prosperity and general welfare 
of the County, the Commission is 
hereby empowered to divide the por- 
tion of the county within its zoning 
jurisdiction into districts of such 
number, shape and area as may be 
found best suited to carry out the pur- 
poses of this act, and to provide 
within such districts for standards 
relating to the use of the land and the 
types and kinds of structures that 
may be erected in such districts, ex- 
cluding all buildings having a cost of 
under five hundred (500.00), and alli 
home remodeling or modification in 
such districts. Such provision shall 
be made in accordance with a com- 
prehensive plan and shall be design- 
ed to lessen congestion in the streets 
and highways; to secure safety from 
tire, flood, panic and other dangers; 
to provide health and the general 
weltare; to provide adequate light and 
air, to prevent the overcrowding of 
land; to avoid undue mixed use of 
land; to facilitate the adequate provi- 
sion of transportation, water supply, 
sewerage, schools, parks and other 
public requirements. Such provision 
shall be made with reasonable con- 
sideration, among other things, of the 
character of the land and district and 
its peculiar sultability for particular 
uses and with a view of promoting 
desirable living conditions, sustain- 
ing the stability of neighborhoods, 
protecting property against blight 
and depreciation, securing economy 
in governmental expenditures, con- 
serving the value of buildings; and en- 
couraging the most appropriate use 
of land and of buildings and struc- 
tures throughout the jurisdiction of 
the Commission 

For the purpose of providing for the 
di... of the territory into districts, 
consonant with the conditions pro- 
vided in this section, the Commission 
may make a single zoning plan for all 
the territory of the area which lies 
within its jurisdiction or may make 
and certify separate and successive 
zoning plans for parts of such ter- 
ritory which it deems suitable for ur- 
ban or suburban development or 

“which for other reasons it deems to 
have appropriate territorial unity for 
zoning pian; and correspondingly any 
zoning regulations enacted by the 
Commission may cover and include 
the whole territory lying within its 
jurisdiction or such territory as the 
commission deems to be appropriate 
territorial unit for a zoning pian. 

Section 11. Publication of Notice of 
Proposed Change in Zoning Regula- 
tions. Once zoning regulations have 
become applicable to a beat as pro- 
vided by Section & hereof, such 
regulations shall not be changed by 
the Commission until the proposed 
change has been published for three 
weeks in a newspaper of general cir- 
culation within the county together 
with a notice stating the time and 
place that the change in regulations 
will be considered by the Commis- 
sion, and stating further that at such 
time and place all persons who desire 
shall have an opportunity to be heard 
in favor of or in opposition to such 
change in such zoning regulations. 

Section 12. Zoning Regulations 
Shall not be Retroactive. No zoning 
regulation adopted by the Commis- 
sion shail change any use to which 
land is being made at the time such 
zoning regulations become ap- 
plicable in any beat. 

Section 13. Remedies. in case any 
building or structure is erected, con- 
structed, reconstructed, altered, 
tepaired, converted or maintained, 
with the exception of those buildings 
or structures as excluded in Section 
10, or any subdivision is established, 
or land used in violation of this enact- 
ment or of any regulation made under 
the authority conferred hereby, the 
county attorney, or other appropriate 
administrative officer of the Commis- 
sion may institute any appropriate ac- 
tion or proceeding to prevent such 
unlawful erection, construction, 
reconstruction, alteration, repair, 
conversion, maintenance, or subdivi- 
sion of the land or use of the land to 
restrain, correct, or abate such viola- 
tion, or to prevent the occupancy of 
any such building, structure, subdivi- 
sion or land or to prevent any illegal 
act, conduct, business, or misuse in 
or upon any premises regulated 
under the authority conferred by this 
article. 

Section 14. Exceptions to Zoning 
Regulations. The Commission may in 
appropriate cases and subject to ap- 
propriate conditions and safeguards, 
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make special exceptions to the terms 
of the zoning regulations in harmony 
with its general purposes and in- 
terests and in accordance with 
general or specific rules adopted by 
the Commission. Anyone wishing to 
appeal from an existing zoning 
regulation may file a written petition 
stating the basis for such appeal 
whereupon the Commission shall fix 
@ date for such hearing, giving notice 
as to the Commission may seem ap- 
propriate, and on such hearing the 
Commission shail have the following 
powers: (1) to hear and decide ap- 
peals where it is alleged there is error 
in any order, requirement, decision or 
determination made by the Commis- 
sion or official in the enforcement of 
this article of any regulation adopted 
Pursuant thereto; (2) to hear and 
decide on requests for special excep- 
tions to the term or provisions of the 
regulations upon which such Com- 
mission is required to pass; (3) to 
authorize upon appeal in special 
cases such variance from the yard, 
open space, land use, bulk and height 
requirements of the regulation as will 
not be contrary to the public interest, 
where, owing to special conditions of 
the building iste or land, a literal en- 
forcement of the provisions of the 
regulation will result in unnecessary 
hardship, all in order that the spirit of 
the regulations shail be observed and 
substantial justice done. 

Section 15, Appeals. Any part ag- 
grieved by any final judgment or deci- 
sion of the Commission pursuant to 
the provisions of Section 14 may 
within 15 days thereafter appeal 
therefrom, which appeal shall rest 
upon the contention that such zoning 
regulations in question are 
unreasonable, discriminatory, un- 
constitutional, or otherwise invalid, 
and such appeal shal! be addressed 
to the circuit court of other court hav- 
ing like jurisdiction within the county 
where the affected property of the ag- 
grieved party is located, by filing with 
such Commission a written notice of 
appeal specifying the judgment or 
decision from which the appeal is 
taken. in case of such appeal the 
Commission shall cause a transcript 
of the proceedings in the cause to be 
certified to the court to which the ap- 
peal is taken. 

Section 16. Anything to the con- 
trary herein, notwithstanding: (1) Act 
No. 816 (H.952) creating the Shelby 
County Planning Commission; pro- 
viding for the organization, member- 
ship, powers, personnel, jurisdiction, 
and financial and legal status of such 
commission; authorizing the Com- 
mission to make subdivision reguila- 
tions, a master plan, and to adopt 
zoning regulations for the deveiop- 
ment of Shelby County; providing for 
an election in each beat prior to the 
application of such authority of the 
Commission in each beat; granting 
the Commission power to zone cer- 
tain areas within the County and pro- 
viding a procedure for the amend- 
ment of zoning regulations; pro- 
hibiting zoning regulations from be- 
ing retroactive; providing remedies 
for the enforcement of the provisions 
of such act; and providing exceptions 
to such zoning regulations and for ap- 
peals from the decisions of the Com- 
mission approved September 2, 1965; 
and (2) all actions of any kind of the 
Shelby County Planning Commis- 
sion, officials of Shelby County, or 
the electors of Shelby County, or any 
beat therein, taken under the color of 
authority of said Act No. 816 - are 
hereby in all things ratified, approved, 
validated and confirmed as of the 
date they were taken. 

Section 17. Severability. The provi- 
sions of this Act are severable. If any 
part of the Act is declared invalid or 
unconstitutional, such declaration 
shail not affect the part which re- 
mains. 

Section 18. Effective Date. This Act 
shall become effective upon the first 
day of the calendar month immediate- 
ly following its passage and approval 
by the Governor or its otherwise 
becoming a law.

Any dwelling 
unit so used shall be incidental to the 
main use of the building and use shall 
be discontinued al any time the main 
use of the structure is discontinued 
A dwelling unit existing in a non- 
residential district at the time of 
passage of this amendment may be 
used jointly with any use permited in 
the district in which it is located. 
Sec. 14. Parking or storage of major 
recreational vehicles. 

Major recreational vehicies in- 
cluding house boats, travel traiiers, 
motorized dwellings, tent trailers and 
other like vehicles shall not be stored 
or parked on the front or side yard of 
any lot in a residential district provid- 
od however, that such equipment 
may be parked in any district for a 
period not to exceed three days.

1. Mobile homes or trailers may be 
used for sales offices for outside 
sales of merchandise such as mobile 
homes, camping trailers, 
automobiles, or any other merchan- 
dise not normally stored inside a 
building. A mobile home may also be 
used as an office for a business 
which is normally conducted outside 
such as equipment rental, truck ren- 
tal, truck terminal, or contractor's 
yard.
